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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production declined by 0.6 per 
cent in January. 


Non-agricultural real output in the fourth quarter advanced by 1.9 percent 
from its third quarter level. 
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JANUARY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production fell by 0.6 percent in 
January, dropping to 278.0 from the revised December level of 279.6. The whole of 
the drop occurred in manufacturing, which fell by 1.3 percent, as mining and electric 
power and gas utilities rose by 1.0 and 2.8 percent respectively. Within manufactur- 
ing both non-durables and durables contributed to the decline, falling by 1.4 and 
ii percent, 


In non-durables manufacturing, the bulk of the decline occurred in the textiles 
and clothing components, which fell by 11 percent and 8 percent respectively. Al- 
though all textiles components (except miscellaneous) fell the bulk of the decrease 
was due to a better than 18 percent decline in synthetic textiles and silk. Smaller 
non-durables declines of from nearly 1 to nearly 7 percent occurred in printing and 
publishing and allied industries, products of petroleum and coal, rubber products, 
and leather products. This latter group of decreases was more than offset by in- 
creases ranging from fractional to nearly 4 percent in foods and beverages, tobacco, 
miscellaneous manufacturing, chemicals and paper. 


Turning to the durables portion of manufacturing (- 1.1%) the major portion of 
the decline was due to a 4 percent decrease in transportation equipment to which the 
major contributors were motor vehicles and motor vehicles parts (- 6% and - 5%). 
Primary iron and steel was little changed from December, advancing by 0.3 percent. 


In mining (+ 1.0%) the bulk of the increase occurred in metals, where all com- 
ponents, with the exceptions of gold and "other metals'', advanced. The major portion 
of the metals gain was due to increases in lead and zinc. In non-metals mining 
(+ 6%) both components contributed almost equally. In electric power and gas utili- 
ties both components shared in the gain. 


The decrease in the January Index of Industrial Production was primarily due 
to drops in only four of its components - textiles, clothing, motor vehicles, and 
motor vehicles parts. If these industries had maintained their December levels 
then the December to January movement in the Index of Industrial Production would 
have been reversed. 


NOTE 


Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of 
Industrial Production and its components have been revised, both on a seasonally 
unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 1949 to date. Tables and charts to- 
gether with a fuller explantation of these changes can be found in the recently 
published "Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production (1949=100)", 
DBS Catalogue No. 61-005 May 1966. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be 
found there. Current issues of this report will provide the figures for 1966.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 


service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1966 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the fourth quarter of 1966 was 
1.9 per cent above the level for the third quarter of the same year. This raised the annual average 
for 1966 to a level that was 6.3 per cent higher than in 1965. 


The following table contains data on the percentage increases of the major industry groupings 
and their contributions to the advance in non-agricultural real output during the current cyclical 
expansion in production.

The Fourth Quarter, 1966 


The fourth-quarter gain in non-agricultural real output was divided fairly evenly between the 
goods-producing industries, which contributed 53 per cent of the gain, and the service-producing in- 
dustries, which contributed 47 per cent. Within the former industries, manufacturing and mining ac- 
counted for 26 per cent and 16 per cent, respectively, of the total fourth-quarter gain. Within the 
latter industries, transportation, storage, and communication accounted for 23 per cent of the total 
gain in output, and trade contributed 12 1/2 per cent. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing advanced by 1 1/2 per cent, with durables 
increasing by almost 2 per cent. Almost all of the rise in the manufacture of durables was the result 
of increased production by the electrical apparatus and supplies, and the transportation equipment 
groups, which rose by 6.3 per cent and 3 per cent, respectively. Telecommunication equipment contributed

most heavily to the increase in electrical apparatus, while the increase in transportation equipment 
was mainly divided among aircraft and parts, motor vehicles, and motor vehicle parts and accessories. 
Telecommunication equipment also registered the largest quarter-to-quarter increase of any industry 
manufacturing durables. Primary iron and steel, with a 5 1/2 per cent decline, had the greatest nega- 
tive effect on the total fourth-quarter increase. 


Manufacturing of non-durables rose by more than 1 per cent, chiefly because of increases in 
textile products and total food products. The increase in textile products was the result of a large 
fourth-quarter upsurge in cotton goods in comparison to the strike-affected third-quarter results, 
while more than half of the increase in food products came from meat products. Several of the components 
in non-durables experienced decreases, however, including beverage products, paper products, and the 
printing, publishing, and allied industries. 


Mining expanded by 5 per cent in the last quarter of 1966. This expansion was led by iron ore, 
which was up 24 per cent, in sharp contrast to the large declines in the second and third quarters and 
the small increase in the first quarter. Crude petroleum led the fuel-mining component, with an advance 
of 4 per cent. The gain in mining was dampened by a decline in the non-metal mining component, due to 
an 8 1/2 per cent drop in asbestos. 


Construction in the fourth quarter recovered from the third-quarter decline, registering a 
1 1/2 per cent increase. This increase compares with the 4 per cent advance recorded for the first 
quarter, and the negligible change which occurred in the second quarter. 


Electric power and gas utilities rose 2 per cent, because of a more-than-9-per-cent rise in 
gas utilities and a fractional increase in electric power. 


The other goods-producing industries showed changes which ranged from an increase of 4 per cent 
for forestry to a decline of 7 1/2 per cent for fishing and trapping. 


Within the service-producing industries, transportation, storage, and communication increased 
by 4 1/2 per cent. More than three-quarters of this increase occurred in transportation. A 15 1/2 
per cent advance in rail transportation represented a recovery from the strike-affected third quarter. 
The effect of this advance was lessened by declines in air transport and stevedoring, which were 
affected by strikes in the fourth quarter. Increases in production of 1 to 4 per cent were experienced 
in the water transport, pipelines, truck transport, and passenger transport industries. 


Storage and communication together contributed 5 1/2 per cent to the total increase in the 
fourth quarter. Almost all of this contribution occurred within the communication component. 


Trade rose by less than 2 per cent. The largest portion of this gain came from wholesale 
trade, which increased by 3 per cent. Within wholesale trade, footwear, farm machinery, and commercial, 
institutional, and service equipment and supplies showed strong advances, while coal and coke experienced 
a sharp decline. Declines also occurred in fresh fruits and vegetables, clothing and furnishings, and 
hardware. Within retail trade, which increased by 1 per cent, the quarter-to-quarter changes were not 
as large. Department stores had the greatest negative effect on the fourth-quarter increase; on the 
other hand, relatively large advances were recorded for used-car dealers, farm implement dealers, and 
hardware stores. 


The remainder of the fourth-quarter gain attributed to the service-producing industries was 
divided among finance, insurance, and real estate, which contributed 6 1/2 per cent; community, recre- 
ation, business, and personal service, which contributed 2 1/2 per cent; and public administration and 
defence, which provided a 2 per cent contribution. The increase in finance, insurance, and real estate 
came mainly from rents, which rose by slightly more than 1 1/2 per cent. The business services component 
accounted for three-quarters of the community, recreation, business, and personal service contribution. 
Declines in federal and provincial administration were more than balanced by increases in other com- 
ponents, resulting in a less-than-l-per-cent rise in total public administration and defence. 


The Year, 1966 


An average annual index level of 232.9 for 1966 represented an increase of a little more than 
6 per cent from the level of the previous year. This relative increase is somewhat less than the 6.9 
per cent expansion recorded in 1965. The rate of growth for the current year is, however, considerably 
higher than the average annual rate of growth of less than 5 per cent for the post-war period. Within 
1966, the first and fourth quarters were mainly responsible for the increased output in comparison to 
1965. 
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Manufacturing accounted for 37 per cent of the increase in non-agricultural real output for 
1966. Other major industry groupings that contributed significantly to the total increase were trans- 
portation, storage, and communication, which rose 8 per cent; trade, which rose 4 1/2 per cent; and 
finance, insurance, and real estate, which recorded an increase of more than 5 per cent. Most major 
industry groupings showed increases that were higher than their average increases in the post-war 
period. Some of the largest relative increases were experienced in manufacturing, which went from less 
than 5 per cent to more than 7 per cent; in transportation, which rose from 4 per cent to 8 1/2 per cent; 
and in electric power and gas utilities, from 9 1/2 per cent to 12 1/2 per cent. 


The following chart compares, for the period from 1953 to 1966, the levels of the three industry 
groupings which contributed most heavily to the current year-over-year increase.

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FEBRUARY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced to 279.3 in February, an in- 
crease of 0.3 percent from the revised January level of 278.5. Both manufacturing and electric power 
and gas utilities contributed to the gain, rising by 0.6 and 2.0 percent respectively. Mining fell by 
2.4 percent. In manufacturing the bulk of the gain was due to a 1.1 percent increase in durables; non- 
durables rose by 0.1 percent. 


In durables manufacturing the major contributor to the gain was iron and steel products which 
rose by nearly 4 percent. Primary iron and steel (+12%) was the major factor in this increase, the 
recovery in part being due to the settlement of labour disputes. 


In transportation equipment (+1%) motor vehicles (+1%) and aircraft and parts (+4%) made al- 
most equal contributions to the gain. The motor vehicles increase was a reversal of the movement of 
the past two months. 


In non-durables (40.1%) decreases ranging from fractional to nearly 2 percent in paper prod- 
ucts, foods and beverages, tobacco and tobacco products, and products of petroleum and coal were more 
than offset by increases in the remaining seven groups that ranged from fractional to nearly 4 per- 
cent. Within foods and beverages (-1%) practically all of the decline was due to the beverage com- 
ponent, foods were virtually unchanged. Virtually all beverages components contributed to the decline. 
In textiles (43%), the gain was almost entirely due to a better than 6 percent rise in synthetic tex- 
tiles and silk. 


In mining (-2.4%) all 3 components fell but the bulk of the decline occurred in fuels (-4%). 
Petroleum, (-4%) was the major factor in the fuels fall. In metals (-2%) the bulk of the decline was 
attributable to lead and zinc which fell by 14 and 6 percent respectively. 


The advance in electric power and gas utilities (+2.0%) was entirely due to the 3 percent rise 
in electric power. 


NOTES 


ile Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production 
and its components have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 
1949 to date. Tables and charts together with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in 
the recently published "Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production (1949=100)", DBS Cata- 
logue No, 61-005 May 1966. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be found there. Current issues

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Real Domestic Product less Agriculture 


Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies’. In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1966 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the fourth quarter of 1966 was 
1.9 per cent above the level for the third quarter of the same year. This raised the annual average 
for 1966 to a level that was 6.3 per cent higher than in 1965. 


The following table contains data on the percentage increases of the major industry groupings 
and their contributions to the advance in non-agricultural real output during the current cyclical 
expansion in production.

The Fourth Quarter, 1966 


The fourth-quarter gain in non-agricultural real output was divided fairly evenly between the 
goods-producing industries, which contributed 53 per cent of the gain, and the service-producing in- 
dustries, which contributed 47 per cent. Within the former industries, manufacturing and mining ac- 
counted for 26 per cent and 16 per cent, respectively, of the total fourth-quarter gain. Within the 
latter industries, transportation, storage, and communication accounted for 23 per cent of the total 
gain in output, and trade contributed 12 1/2 per cent. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing advanced by 1 1/2 per cent, with durables 
increasing by almost 2 per cent. Almost all of the rise in the manufacture of durables was the result 
of increased production by the electrical apparatus and supplies, and the transportation equipment 
groups, which rose by 6.3 per cent and 3 per cent, respectively. Telecommunication equipment contributed

most heavily to the increase in electrical apparatus, while the increase in transportation equipment 
was mainly divided among aircraft and parts, motor vehicles, and motor vehicle parts and accessories. 
Telecommunication equipment also registered the largest quarter-to-quarter increase of any industry 
manufacturing durables. Primary iron and steel, with a 5 1/2 per cent decline, had the greatest nega- 
tive effect on the total fourth-quarter increase. 


Manufacturing of non-durables rose by more than 1 per cent, chiefly because of increases in 
textile products and total food products. The increase in textile products was the result of a large 
fourth-quarter upsurge in cotton goods in comparison to the strike-affected third-quarter results, 
while more than half of the increase in food products came from meat products. Several of the components 
in non-durables experienced decreases, however, including beverage products, paper products, and the 
printing, publishing, and allied industries. 


Mining expanded by 5 per cent in the last quarter of 1966. This expansion was led by iron ore, 
which was up 24 per cent, in sharp contrast to the large declines in the second and third quarters and 
the small increase in the first quarter. Crude petroleum led the fuel-mining component, with an advance 
of 4 per cent. The gain in mining was dampened by a decline in the non-metal mining component, due to 
an 8 1/2 per cent drop in asbestos. 


Construction in the fourth quarter recovered from the third-quarter decline, registering a 
1 1/2 per cent increase. This increase compares with the 4 per cent advance recorded for the first 
quarter, and the negligible change which occurred in the second quarter. 


Electric power and gas utilities rose 2 per cent, because of a more-than-9-per-cent rise in 
gas utilities and a fractional increase in electric power. 


The other goods-producing industries showed changes which ranged from an increase of 4 per cent 
for forestry to a decline of 7 1/2 per cent for fishing and trapping. 


Within the service-producing industries, transportation, storage, and communication increased 
by 4 1/2 per cent. More than three-quarters of this increase occurred in transportation. A 15 1/2 
per cent advance in rail transportation represented a recovery from the strike-affected third quarter. 
The effect of this advance was lessened by declines in air transport and stevedoring, which were 
affected by strikes in the fourth quarter. Increases in production of 1 to 4 per cent were experienced 
in the water transport, pipelines, truck transport, and passenger transport industries. 


Storage and communication together contributed 5 1/2 per cent to the total increase in the 
fourth quarter. Almost all of this contribution occurred within the communication component. 


Trade rose by less than 2 per cent. The largest portion of this gain came from wholesale 
trade, which increased by 3 per cent. Within wholesale trade, footwear, farm machinery, and commercial, 
institutional, and service equipment and supplies showed strong advances, while coal and coke experienced 
a sharp decline. Declines also occurred in fresh fruits and vegetables, clothing and furnishings, and 
hardware. Within retail trade, which increased by 1 per cent, the quarter-to-quarter changes were not 
as large. Department stores had the greatest negative effect on the fourth-quarter increase; on the 
other hand, relatively large advances were recorded for used-car dealers, farm implement dealers, and 
hardware stores. 


The remainder of the fourth-quarter gain attributed to the service-producing industries was 
divided among finance, insurance, and real estate, which contributed 6 1/2 per cent; community, recre- 
ation, business, and personal service, which contributed 2 1/2 per cent; and public administration and 
defence, which provided a 2 per cent contribution. The increase in finance, insurance, and real estate 
came mainly from rents, which rose by slightly more than 1 1/2 per cent. The business services component 
accounted for three-quarters of the community, recreation, business, and personal service contribution. 
Declines in federal and provincial administration were more than balanced by increases in other com- 
ponents, resulting in a less-than-l-per-cent rise in total public administration and defence. 


The Year, 1966 


An average annual index level of 232.9 for 1966 represented an increase of a little more than 
6 per cent from the level of the previous year. This relative increase is somewhat less than the 6.9 
per cent expansion recorded in 1965. The rate of growth for the current year is, however, considerably 
higher than the average annual rate of growth of less than 5 per cent for the post-war period. Within 
1966, the first and fourth quarters were mainly responsible for the increased output in comparison to 
$965. 
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Manufacturing accounted for 37 per cent of the increase in non-agricultural real output for 
1966. Other major industry groupings that contributed significantly to the total increase were trans- 
portation, storage, and communication, which rose 8 per cent; trade, which rose 4 1/2 per cent; and 
finance, insurance, and real estate, which recorded an increase of more than 5 per cent. Most major 
industry groupings showed increases that were higher than their average increases in the post-war 
period. Some of the largest relative increases were experienced in manufacturing, which went from less 
than 5 per cent to more than 7 per cent; in transportation, which rose from 4 per cent to 8 1/2 per cent; 


and in electric power and gas utilities, from 9 1/2 per cent to 12 1/2 per cent. 


The following chart compares, for the period from 1953 to 1966, the levels of the three industry 
groupings which contributed most heavily to the current year-over-year increase.

on March. 
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MARCH. INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The March Index of Industrial Production fell fractionally to 277.3 from the revised February 
level of 277.6. Users should note that the whole of the 1966 Index of Industrial Production has now 
been revised to incorporate raw data changes and more up to date seasonal factors. These new seasonal 
factors have also been incorporated into the 1967 data. 


Returning to the March Index of Industrial Production, the decline was concentrated in electric 
power and gas utilities (-1.6%), as manufacturing was virtually unchanged while mining rose (+0.6%). 
In manufacturing non-durables fell by 0.7 percent while durables rose by 0.6 percent. 


In mining (+0.6%), the increase was confined to the metals component (+5%) as fuels and non- 
metals fell by 2 and 5 percent respectively. The bulk of the metals gain was due to a better than 
30 percent rise in "other metals", largely due to increased exports of uranium. In fuels (-2%) nearly 
all the decrease was confined to petroleum as coal rose while natural gas was down only fractionally. 
In non-metals both components contributed almost equally to the decline. 


In manufacturing, which was virtually unchanged from February, the decline of 0.7 percent in 
non-durables was almost entirely offset by the 0.6 percent increase in durables. The principal factor 
in the non-durables decline was the near 6 percent drop in paper products; the bulk of this was due 
to a relative decrease in newsprint exports to the United States. In beverages (+5%) most of the gain 
was due to a near 24 percent increase in distilleries. 


In durable manufactures, electrical apparatus and supplies, which rose by nearly 8 percent, 
was responsible for the 0.6 percent gain. It was the only major group to show an increase with the 
increase being in large part due to recovery from a strike affected low February. Heavy electrical 
machinery, which rose by nearly 31 percent was the major factor in the electrical apparatus and 
supplies gain although all other components, with the exception of telecommunication equipment, also 
rose. Primary iron and steel rose by 1.4 percent. 


In electric power and gas utilities both components declined. 
With the first quarter of 1967 complete, the following changes are now shown, in column 1 for the 


first quarter of 1967 from the fourth quarter of 1966 on a seasonally adjusted basis, and in column 2 
for the first three months of 1967 over the first three months of 1966.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production advanced by 1.4 per 
cent in April. 


Non-agricultural real output in the first quarter declined by 0.3 percent from 
its fourth quarter 1966 level. 
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APRIL INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The April Index of Industrial Production rose to 280.7, an advance of 1.4 percent from the re- 
vised March level of 276.9. All principal components contributed to the gain as mining rose by 1.8 
percent, manufacturing by 1.4, and electric power and gas utilities by 0.5. Fifty percent of the gain 
in the total index was contributed by non-durable manufacturing which rose by 1.7 percent. Durables 
advanced by 1.1 percent. 


Within non-durables manufacturing all groups, with the two exceptions of clothing and products of 
petroleum and coal, registered increases ranging from fractional to nearly 7 percent. In terms of con- 
tribution something more than three fourths of the non-durables advance was due to the gains in tex- 
tiles, foods and beverages, and paper products, (7%, 2%, and 2%, respectively). In textiles the gain 
(again in terms of contribution) was almost equally divided between cotton goods and synthetic textiles 
and silk which advanced by 19 and 7 percent respectively. Other textiles components declined. In 
foods and beverages nearly all of the gain was contributed by the beverages.components as food move- 
ments were to a large extent offsetting. The bulk of the beverages gain (+ 7%) was due to the 11 and 
8 percent gains in distilleries and breweries although carbonated beverages also advanced by nearly 3 
percent. In paper products (+ 2%) most of the gain was due to the better than 2 percent rise in pulp 
and paper. 


Sizeable movements within some of the non-durables groups were, to a large extent, offsetting. 
In foods, for example, gains ranging from fractional to nearly 5 percent in bakery products, grain 
mill products and dairy products were largely offset by 3 percent declines in canning and processing 
and in miscellaneous foods. 


In chemicals and allied products (+ 2%) a drop of nearly 2.5 percent in acids, alkalies, salts 
and fertilizers partially offset rather sizeable gains in the other components, 


In durables manufactures (+ 1.1%) all groups with the exception of iron and steel products (- 1%) 
advanced. The gain in durables moved them to the highest level reached in 1967, ‘The bulk of the 
durables increase was due to increases in (in order of contribution) wood products (+ 5%), transpor- 
tation equipment (+ 2%) and non-metallic mineral products (+ 5%). In wood products nearly all of the 
gain was due to gains of nearly 7 and nearly 8 percent in veneers and plywoods and sawmills. In 
transportation equipment the bulk of the increase was due to motor vehicles. The latest advance in 
this industry moved it to the highest level achieved this year. In non-metallic mineral products 6 of 
the 8 components contributed to the increase. 


In mining (+ 1.8%) nearly all of the increase was due to increases in fuels and non-metals (+ 5 
and + 6 percent respectively) as metals fell by 3 percent. In fuels the advance was due to a better 
than six percent rise in petroleum as coal and natural gas fell by 1 and 3 percent respectively. The 
gain in non-metals mining was in large part due to increased potash production although asbestos also 
advanced by more than 1 percent. 


Both electric power and gas shared in the gain in electric power and gas utilities. 


NOTES 


Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production 
and its components and for Real Domestic Product less Agriculture have been revised, both on a season- 
ally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 1966 to date. Tables and charts together with a 
fuller explanation of these changes can be found in the 1967 "Annual Supplement to the Index of

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. 
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Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, 
First Quarter, 1967 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the first quarter of 1967 de- 
creased by 0.3 per cent(1) from the fourth quarter of 1966. This decline in non-agricultural real 
output is the first one recorded since the current expansion began, during the first quarter of 1961. 
It is in contrast to the quarter-to-quarter gains of 2.2 per cent, 1.0 per cent, 0.2 per cent, and 1.8 
per cent which were realized during 1966. 


Table A shows the percentage changes from the fourth quarter of last year and their effect on 
the decline in non-agricultural output, for the major industry groupings:

(1) The inclusion,in the first quarter estimates, of preliminary data on agriculture, based on the 
usual first quarter assumptions, would fractionally further lower the real domestic product results. 
The alternative, but conceptually somewhat different, measurement of total production - Gross 
National Expenditure at market prices in constant dollars - showed a fractional increase for the 
same period (Catalogue No. 13-001, National Accounts Income and Expenditure, First Quarter, 1967). 


Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on the 
changes in total real output less agriculture, as measured from the cyclical low in the first quarter 
of 1961 to the first quarter of 1967 and each of the preceding three quarters: 
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Note: The columns may not add to the total due to rounding. 


The decline in total non-agricultural output can be attributed to the goods-producing indus- 
tries, which decreased by 0.6 per cent, in contrast to the service-producing industries, which were 
unchanged from their fourth quarter level (see chart on page 7). Within the goods-producing indus- 
tries, a large downward movement in manufacturing was partially offset by advances in the forestry and 
the electric power and gas utilities industry groupings. Within the service-producing industries, a 
decline in total wholesale and retail trade was offset by an increase in the finance, insurance and 
real estate grouping, and smaller increases in the public administration and defence, and the communi- 
ty, recreation, business and personal service groupings. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing fell by 1.6 per cent, with the 2.5 per 
cent decline in durables accounting for 76 per cent of the decrease. Sixty-five per cent of the 
decline in durables occurred in the transportation equipment group, which recorded a 7.2 per cent 
decrease as a result of sharp drops in the production of motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts. The 
declines in these two components can be contrasted to their effects over most of the current expan- 
sionary period, when they have been large contributors to the increases in total non-agricultural 
production. It should be noted that exclusion of these two components and the retail sales of motor 
vehicle dealers, from the fourth and first quarters estimates, would result in a 0.1 per cent increase 
in non-agricultural real output in the first quarter. Production and sales of motor vehicles also 
registered strong declines in the United States for the same time period. The electrical apparatus 
and supplies, non-metallic mineral products, and iron and steel products groups within durable manu- 
facturing also recorded decreases, which, however, had a lesser effect than that of the transportation 
equipment group. Within the electrical apparatus and supplies group, most of the decline came from 
the telecommunication equipment and the heavy electrical machinery components. The remaining groups - 
wood products and non-ferrous metal products - showed increases of 0.7 and 1.9 per cent in the first 
quarter. 
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Manufacturing of non-durables fell by 0.7 per cent. Movements within non-durables were mixed, 
ranging from a 8.0 per cent decrease in textile products (over three-quarters of this decrease came 
from synthetic textiles and silk) to a 3.2 per cent increase in printing and publishing. Among the 
other non-durable manufacturing industry groups which showed contractions were, in descending order of 
change in weighted index points: clothing products, down 4.5 per cent; rubber products, down 8.0 per 
cent; petroleum products, down 2.2 per cent; and leather products, down 5.3 per cent. Other groups 
that expanded were chemicals, up 2.9 per cent and paper products, up 1.2 per cent. Fractional in- 
creases were recorded for foods and beverages, and tobacco products. 


Construction, with a decrease of 1.3 per cent, also contributed to the decline in the goods- 
producing industries, but to a much lesser extent than manufacturing. Private residential construction 
fell by almost 10 per cent, reflecting a considerable decline in housing starts, a large drop in units 
completed, and a smaller decrease in units under construction in the first quarter. The decline in 
this type of construction began with a levelling-off in the second quarter of 1966, followed by a drop 
of 8.4 per cent in the third quarter and a further decrease of 4.2 per cent in the fourth quarter. A 
1.3 per cent increase in the non-residential component of construction, however, offset much of the 
fall in the private residential component. 


Mining showed only a fractional change from the last quarter of 1966. Within mining, however, 
there were large balancing movements. Metal mining rose by 4.5 per cent, while fuel mining showed a 
downward movement of 4.3 per cent, largely because of a sizeable decrease in crude petroleum mining. 
Non-metal mining went up by 3.8 per cent. 


Partially offsetting the declines in the above goods-producing industries were the 10.3 per 
cent gain in forestry and the 3.6 per cent increase in electric power and gas utilities, both of which 
were of approximately equal importance. The gain in forestry was led by a 15.7 per cent advance in 
pulpwood production, which resulted mainly from an intensification of wintertime pulpwood cuttings in 
Quebec. The increase in electric power and gas utilities was largely due to an upward movement in the 
electric power component. The fishing and trapping industry rose by 2.8 per cent, but its contribution 
was only fractional. 


In the services area, total retail and wholesale trade declined by 1.4 per cent. A sizeable 
drop in wholesale trade was partially offset by a 0.9 per cent increase in retail trade. Within 
wholesale trade, which decreased by 5.1 per cent, several of the components showed large declines. 
Industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, for example, fell by 13.0 per cent, and whole- 
sale sales of construction materials and supplies, in line with the decline in sales of lumber and 
building materials by retailers, were down by 4.5 per cent. Sales of department stores, with an in- 
crease of 4.4 per cent, was one of the largest contributors to the increase in retail trade. The 
component with the largest negative contribution was motor vehicle dealers, which declined by 9.9 per 
cent. As noted above, production of motor vehicles also decreased by 9.9 per cent. Chain and inde- 
pendent grocery and combination stores, recorded increases in sales, of 4.5 per cent and 5.7 per cent, 
respectively. 


Increases were recorded in three of the remaining service-producing industry groupings. The 
finance, insurance and real estate grouping had the largest increase (1.1 per cent), due mainly to 
rents. Public administration and defence rose by 0.8 per cent, largely as a result of the increase in 
the provincial administration component. The community, recreation, business and personal service 
grouping increased only fractionally in the first quarter of this year. 


The transportation, storage and communication grouping remained unchanged from its 1966 fourth 
quarter level. Within this grouping a fractional increase in transportation was offset by a drop in 
storage and by a small decrease in communication. The 0.4 per cent increase in transportation was the 
result of advances of 11 per cent in air transport and stevedoring which were partially offset by 
decreases of 6.7 per cent in water transport and 1.3 per cent in pipelines. These increases in air 
transport and stevedoring reflected a recovery from the strike-affected fourth quarter, while the 
decline in water transport in large part represented a return to more normal levels following an 
unusually high fourth quarter which resulted from the late closing of the canal system on the St. 
Lawrence River. Only very small changes were shown in the other components of transportation.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production declined by 0.4 per 
cent in May. 
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MAY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production declined by 0.4 per cent in May, to 
279.6 from the revised April level of 280.8. Since last October the monthly changes have been mostly 
small and no definite trend has been established. The whole of the May decrease occurred in manufac- 
turing which fell by 1.1 per cent, while mining and electric power and gas utilities rose by 1.2 and 
2.2 per cent, respectively. Within manufacturing, non-durables fell by 0.9 per cent and durables by 
1.4 per cent. 


In non-durable manufacturing most major industrial groups showed declines. The bulk of the 

decline came from the textiles, the rubber products and the foods and beverages major groups which 
dropped by 3.7, 9.1 and 0.9 per cent, respectively. The decline in textile products was primarily due 
to a large decrease in cotton goods. In the foods and beverages industry the movements were mixed. 
In the month of May the food group went down while the beverages group increased. Other industries in 
non-durable manufacturing which showed declines were tobacco and tobacco products, clothing, printing 
and publishing and allied industries and leather products. Increases were recorded by the paper prod- 
ucts and the chemicals groups. Products of petroleum and coal and miscellaneous manufacturing showed 
only fractional increases. 


The decline in durable manufacturing was largely the result of major decreases in the elec- 
trical apparatus and supplies and the wood products industry groups which declined by 7.2 and 4.3 per 
cent, respectively. Within wood products, a large decrease in sawmills was only partially offset by 
increases in other industries. The decrease in electrical apparatus and supplies was to some extent 
the result of strikes. All the component industries of this group showed declines. 


Transportation equipment showed an increase for the fourth consecutive month, The non-ferrous 
metal products major group also showed an increase. Minor changes occurred in the non-metallic mineral 
products and the iron and steel products major groups. 


The 1.2 per cent rise in mining was the result of increases of 2.2 per cent in fuel mining 
which includes coal, natural gas and crude petroleum and 5.0 per cent in non-metal mining. Metal 
mining showed a fractional decrease. The trends within this last group were mixed. 


In summary, the decrease in the Index of Industrial Production in May was the result of widely 
spread decreases in both durable and non-durable manufacturing. The decrease was tempered by increases 
in mining and the output of the electric power and gas utilities. 


NOTES 


Ie Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production 
and its components have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted and adjusted basis, from January, 
1949 to date. Tables and charts together with a fuller explanation of these changes can be found in. 
the recently published "Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production (1949=100)", DBS Cata- 
logue No. 61-005 May 1966. The revised data to the end of 1965 will be found there. Current issues 

of this report will provide the figures for 1966. 


oe The figures in tables 1 and 2 may not reconcile with those on the Index of Industrial Produc- 
tion in table 3 because of small revisions to February which have not been incorporated in the latter 
table.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

First Quarter, 1967 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the first quarter of 1967 de- 
creased by 0.3 per cent(1) from the fourth quarter of 1966. This decline in non-agricultural real 
output is the first one recorded since the current expansion began, during the first quarter of 1961. 
It is in contrast to the quarter-to-quarter gains of 2.2 per cent, 1.0 per cent, 0.2 per cent, and 1.8 
per cent which were realized during 1966. 


Table A shows the percentage changes from the fourth quarter of last year and their effect on 
the decline in non-agricultural output, for the major industry groupings:

(1) The inclusion,in the first quarter estimates, of preliminary data on agriculture, based on the 
usual first quarter assumptions, would fractionally further lower the real domestic product results. 
The alternative, but conceptually somewhat different, measurement of total production - Gross 
National Expenditure at market prices in constant dollars - showed a fractional increase for the 
same period (Catalogue No. 13-001, National Accounts Income and Expenditure, First Quarter, 1967).

The decline in total non-agricultural output can be attributed to the goods-producing indus- 
tries, which decreased by 0.6 per cent, in contrast to the service-producing industries, which were 
unchanged from their fourth quarter level (see chart on page 7). Within the goods-producing indus- 
tries, a large downward movement in manufacturing was partially offset by advances in the forestry and 
the electric power and gas utilities industry groupings. Within the service-producing industries, a 
decline in total wholesale and retail trade was offset by an increase in the finance, insurance and 
real estate grouping, and smaller increases in the public administration and defence, and the communi- 
ty, recreation, business and personal service groupings. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing fell by 1.6 per cent, with the 2.5 per 
cent decline in durables accounting for 76 per cent of the decrease. Sixty-five per cent of the 
decline in durables occurred in the transportation equipment group, which recorded a 7.2 per cent 
decrease as a result of sharp drops in the production of motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts. The 
declines in these two components can be contrasted to their effects over most of the current expan- 
sionary period, when they have been large contributors to the increases in total non-agricultural 
production. It should be noted that exclusion of these two components and the retail sales of motor 
vehicle dealers, from the fourth and first quarters estimates, would result in a 0.1 per cent increase 
in non-agricultural real output in the first quarter. Production and sales of motor vehicles also 
registered strong declines in the United States for the same time period. The electrical apparatus 
and supplies, non-metallic mineral products, and iron and steel products groups within durable manu- 
facturing also recorded decreases, which, however, had a lesser effect than that of the transportation 
equipment group. Within the electrical apparatus and supplies group, most of the decline came from 
the telecommunication equipment and the heavy electrical machinery components. The remaining groups - 
wood products and non-ferrous metal products - showed increases of 0.7 and 1.9 per cent in the first 
quarter.

Manufacturing of non-durables fell by 0.7 per cent. Movements within non-durables were mixed, 
ranging from a 8.0 per cent decrease in textile products (over three-quarters of this decrease came 
from synthetic textiles and silk) to a 3.2 per cent increase in printing and publishing. Among the 
other non-durable manufacturing industry groups which showed contractions were, in descending order of 
change in weighted index points: clothing products, down 4.5 per cent; rubber products, down 8.0 per 
cent; petroleum products, down 2.2 per cent; and leather products, down 5.3 per cent. Other groups 
that expanded were chemicals, up 2.9 per cent and paper products, up 1.2 per cent. Fractional in- 
creases were recorded for foods and beverages, and tobacco products. 


Construction, with a decrease of 1.3 per cent, also contributed to the decline in the goods- 
producing industries, but to a much lesser extent than manufacturing. Private residential construction 
fell by almost 10 per cent, reflecting a considerable decline in housing starts, a large drop in units 
completed, and a smaller decrease in units under construction in the first quarter. The decline in 
this type of construction began with a levelling-off in the second quarter of 1966, followed by a drop 
of 8.4 per cent in the third quarter and a further decrease of 4.2 per cent in the fourth quarter. A 
1.3 per cent increase in the non-residential component of construction, however, offset much of the 
fall in the private residential component. 


Mining showed only a fractional change from the last quarter of 1966. Within mining, however, 
there were large balancing movements. Metal mining rose by 4.5 per cent, while fuel mining showed a 
downward movement of 4.3 per cent, largely because of a sizeable decrease in crude petroleum mining. 
Non-metal mining went up by 3.8 per cent. 


Partially offsetting the declines in the above goods-producing industries were the 10.3 per 
cent gain in forestry and the 3.6 per cent increase in electric power and gas utilities, both of which 
were of approximately equal importance. The gain in forestry was led by a 15.7 per cent advance in 
pulpwood production, which resulted mainly from an intensification of wintertime pulpwood cuttings in 
Quebec. The increase in electric power and gas utilities was largely due to an upward movement in the 
electric power component. The fishing and trapping industry rose by 2.8 per cent, but its contribution 
was only fractional. 


In the services area, total retail and wholesale trade declined by 1.4 per cent. A sizeable 
drop in wholesale trade was partially offset by a 0.9 per cent increase in retail trade. Within 
wholesale trade, which decreased by 5.1 per cent, several of the components showed large declines. 
Industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, for example, fell by 13.0 per cent, and whole- 
sale sales of construction materials and supplies, in line with the decline in sales of lumber and 
building materials by retailers, were down by 4.5 per cent. Sales of department stores, with an in- 
crease of 4.4 per cent, was one of the largest contributors to the increase in retail trade. The 
component with the largest negative contribution was motor vehicle dealers, which declined by 9.9 per 
cent. As noted above, production of motor vehicles also decreased by 9.9 per cent. Chain and inde- 
pendent grocery and combination stores, recorded increases in sales, of 4.5 per cent and 5.7 per cent, 
respectively. 


Increases were recorded in three of the remaining service-producing industry groupings. The 
finance, insurance and real estate grouping had the largest increase (1.1 per cent), due mainly to 
rents. Public administration and defence rose by 0.8 per cent, largely as a result of the increase in 
the provincial administration component. The community, recreation, business and personal service 
grouping increased only fractionally in the first quarter of this year. 


The transportation, storage and communication grouping remained unchanged from its 1966 fourth 
quarter level. Within this grouping a fractional increase in transportation was offset by a drop in 
storage and by a small decrease in communication. The 0.4 per cent increase in transportation was the 
result of advances of 11 per cent in air transport and stevedoring which were partially offset by 
decreases of 6.7 per cent in water transport and 1.3 per cent in pipelines. These increases in air 
transport and stevedoring reflected a recovery from the strike-affected fourth quarter, while the 
decline in water transport in large part represented a return to more normal levels following an 
unusually high fourth quarter which resulted from the late closing of the canal system on the St. 
Lawrence River. Only very small changes were shown in the other components of transportation.

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JUNE INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial.Production advanced by 0.3 per cent in June, rising 
to 281.1 from the revised May level of 280.2. The latest movement continued the pattern of small 
monthly changes of no apparent trend that has been occurring since last October and left the Index 
only slightly higher than in November 1966. Returning to the June movements, both mining and manu- 
facturing contributed to the increase, advancing by 1.8 and 0.3 per cent respectively, while electric 
power and gas utilities fell by 1.6 per cent. Within manufacturing, (+ 0.3%), the gain was confined 
to non-durables, which advanced by 0.9 per cent, as durables fell by 0.4 per cent. 


In non-durables manufacturing nine of the eleven major components rose by amounts ranging from 
marginal in textiles to 9 per cent in rubber. The major contributors to the gain were, in order of 
contribution, printing, publishing and allied industries (+ 5%), rubber products (+ 9%), products of 
petroleum and coal (+ 4%), and foods and beverages (+ 1%). Within foods and beverages all of the gain 
occurred in the foods component (+ 3%) as beverages fell by 4 per cent. 


In durables, 4 of the 6 major groups fell. Decreases ranging from 1 per cent in non-metallic 
products to nearly 3 per cent in electrical apparatus and supplies were only partially offset by 
advances of nearly 2 per cent in wood products and nearly 4 per cent in transportation equipment. The 
major factors in the durables decline (- 0.4%) were the drops of nearly 2 per cent in iron and steel 
products and the previously mentioned decline in electrical apparatus and supplies. To some extent 
these were either directly or indirectly attributable to labour disputes. In transportation equipment 
all of the components with the exception of railway rolling stock shared in the gain; the major contri- 
bution was made by motor vehicles, (+ 5%). Primary iron and steel declined by 3.2 per cent. 


In mining (+ 1.8%) gains of more than 5 per cent in fuels and more than 3 in non-metals were 
only partially offset by a near 2 per cent decline in metals. In fuels the major factor in the gain 
was the near 6 per cent advance in petroleum, although natural gas and coal also advanced by nearly 
1 per cent each. In non-metals both components shared in the gain with the major contribution being 
made by asbestos. In metals mining (- 2%) drops of nearly 2 per cent in lead, more than 3 per cent in 
iron ore, and nearly 10 per cent in zinc were only partially offset by gains ranging from fractional 
to nearly 5 per cent in the remaining components. 


In electric power and gas utilities (- 1.6%) both components shared in the decline. 


With 1967 now half over, the following changes are shown; in column 1 for the second quarter 
of 1967 from the first and in column 2 for the first 6 months of 1967 over the first 6 months of 1966.

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Real Domestic Product less Agriculture 


Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring. 
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Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, 
First Quarter, 1967 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the first quarter of 1967 de- 
creased by 0.3 per cent(1) from the fourth quarter of 1966. This decline in non-agricultural real 
output is the first one recorded since the current expansion began, during the first quarter of 1961. 
It is in contrast to the quarter-to-quarter gains of 2.2 per cent, 1.0 per cent, 0.2 per cent, and 1.8 
per cent which were realized during 1966. 


Table A shows the percentage changes from the fourth quarter of last year and their effect on 
the decline in non-agricultural output, for the major industry groupings:

(1) The inclusion,in the first quarter estimates, of preliminary data on agriculture, based on the 
usual first quarter assumptions, would fractionally further lower the real domestic product results. 
The alternative, but conceptually somewhat different, measurement of total production - Gross 
National Expenditure at market prices in constant dollars - showed a fractional increase for the 
same period (Catalogue No. 13-001, National Accounts Income and Expenditure, First Quarter, 1967). 


Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on the 
changes in total real output less agriculture, as measured from the cyclical low in the first quarter 
of 1961 to the first quarter of 1967 and each of the preceding three quarters:

The decline in total non-agricultural output can be attributed to the goods-producing indus- 
tries, which decreased by 0.6 per cent, in contrast to the service-producing industries, which were 
unchanged from their fourth quarter level (see chart on page 7). Within the goods-producing indus- 
tries, a large downward movement in manufacturing was partially offset by advances in the forestry and 
the electric power and gas utilities industry groupings. Within the service-producing industries, a 
decline in total wholesale and retail trade was offset by an increase in the finance, insurance and 
real estate grouping, and smaller increases in the public administration and defence, and the communi- 
ty, recreation, business and personal service groupings. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing fell by 1.6 per cent, with the 2.5 per 
cent decline in durables accounting for 76 per cent of the decrease. Sixty-five per cent of the 
decline in durables occurred in the transportation equipment group, which recorded a 7.2 per cent 
decrease as a result of sharp drops in the production of motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts. The 
declines in these two components can be contrasted to their effects over most of the current expan- 
sionary period, when they have been large contributors to the increases in total non-agricultural 
production. It should be noted that exclusion of these two components and the retail sales of motor 
vehicle dealers, from the fourth and first quarters estimates, would result in a 0.1 per cent increase 
in non-agricultural real output in the first quarter. Production and sales of motor vehicles also 
registered strong declines in the United States for the same time period. The electrical apparatus 
and supplies, non-metallic mineral products, and iron and steel products groups within durable manu- 
facturing also recorded decreases, which, however, had a lesser effect than that of the transportation 
equipment group. Within the electrical apparatus and supplies group, most of the decline came from 
the telecommunication equipment and the heavy electrical machinery components. The remaining groups - 
wood products and non-ferrous metal products - showed increases of 0.7 and 1.9 per cent in the first 
quarter. 
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Manufacturing of non-durables fell by 0.7 per cent. Movements within non-durables were mixed, 
ranging from a 8.0 per cent decrease in textile products (over three-quarters of this decrease came 
from synthetic textiles and silk) to a 3.2 per cent increase in printing and publishing. Among the 
other non-durable manufacturing industry groups which showed contractions were, in descending order of 
change in weighted index points: clothing products, down 4.5 per cent; rubber products, down 8.0 per 
cent; petroleum products, down 2.2 per cent; and leather products, down 5.3 per cent. Other groups 
that expanded were chemicals, up 2.9 per cent and paper products, up 1.2 per cent. Fractional in- 
creases were recorded for foods and beverages, and tobacco products. 


Construction, with a decrease of 1.3 per cent, also contributed to the decline in the goods- 
producing industries, but to a much lesser extent than manufacturing. Private residential construction 
fell by almost 10 per cent, reflecting a considerable decline in housing starts, a large drop in units 
completed, and a smaller decrease in units under construction in the first quarter. The decline in 
this type of construction began with a levelling-off in the second quarter of 1966, followed by a drop 
of 8.4 per cent in the third quarter and a further decrease of 4.2 per cent in the fourth quarter. A 
1.3 per cent increase in the non-residential component of construction, however, offset much of the 
fall in the private residential component. 


Mining showed only a fractional change from the last quarter of 1966. Within mining, however, 
there were large balancing movements. Metal mining rose by 4.5 per cent, while fuel mining showed a 
downward movement of 4.3 per cent, largely because of a sizeable decrease in crude petroleum mining. 
Non-metal mining went up by 3.8 per cent. 


Partially offsetting the declines in the above goods-producing industries were the 10.3 per 
cent gain in forestry and the 3.6 per cent increase in electric power and gas utilities, both of which 
were of approximately equal importance. The gain in forestry was led by a 15.7 per cent advance in 
pulpwood production, which resulted mainly from an intensification of wintertime pulpwood cuttings in 
Quebec. The increase in electric power and gas utilities was largely due to an upward movement in the 
electric power component. The fishing and trapping industry rose by 2.8 per cent, but its contribution 
was only fractional. 


In the services area, total retail and wholesale trade declined by 1.4 per cent. A sizeable 
drop in wholesale trade was partially offset by a 0.9 per cent increase in retail trade. Within 
wholesale trade, which decreased by 5.1 per cent, several of the components showed large declines. 
Industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, for example, fell by 13.0 per cent, and whole- 
sale sales of construction materials and supplies, in line with the decline in sales of lumber and 
building materials by retailers, were down by 4.5 per cent. Sales of department stores, with an in- 
crease of 4.4 per cent, was one of the largest contributors to the increase in retail trade. The 
component with the largest negative contribution was motor vehicle dealers, which declined by 9.9 per 
cent. As noted above, production of motor vehicles also decreased by 9.9 per cent. Chain and inde- 
pendent grocery and combination stores, recorded increases in sales, of 4.5 per cent and 5.7 per cent, 
respectively. 


Increases were recorded in three of the remaining service-producing industry groupings. The 
finance, insurance and real estate grouping had the largest increase (1.1 per cent), due mainly to 
rents. Public administration and defence rose by 0.8 per cent, largely as a result of the increase in 
the provincial administration component. The community, recreation, business and personal service 
grouping increased only fractionally in the first quarter of this year. 


The transportation, storage and communication grouping remained unchanged from its 1966 fourth 
quarter level. Within this grouping a fractional increase in transportation was offset by a drop in 
storage and by a small decrease in communication. The 0.4 per cent increase in transportation was the 
result of advances of 11 per cent in air transport and stevedoring which were partially offset by 
decreases of 6.7 per cent in water transport and 1.3 per cent in pipelines. These increases in air 
transport and stevedoring reflected a recovery from the strike-affected fourth quarter, while the 
decline in water transport in large part represented a return to more normal levels following an 
unusually high fourth quarter which resulted from the late closing of the canal system on the St. 
Lawrence River. Only very small changes were shown in the other components of transportation.

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JULY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced by 0.9 per cent 
in July, rising to 283.1 from the revised June level of 280.7. The gain left the 
Index, which measures approximately 1/3 of the economy, about 1 per cent higher than 
in December, 1966, Returning to the July movements all three principal components 
contributed to the gain as mining rose by 0.7 per cent, electric power and gas utili- 
ties by 0.9 per cent and manufacturing by 0.8 per cent, In terms of contribution, 
however, about three fourths of the gain occurred in manufacturing and all of this 
originated in durables, 


In durables manufacturing most of the gain occurred in the electrical apparatus 
and supplies group which rose by nearly 15 per cent, Well over half of this gain was 
due to gains in the heavy electrical machinery, miscellaneous electrical apparatus and 
refrigerators and appliances industries, each of which rose by more than 15 per cent 
from the strike affected June levels. Telecommunication equipment (+12%) also con- 
tributed significantly to the 15 per cent gain in electrical apparatus and supplies. 
Here the increase was in large part due to a relative seasonal increase in the pro- 
duction of auto radios, Transportation equipment rose by more than 3 per cent. Al- 
though all components, with the exception of railway rolling stock, contributed to 
the increase, the major contribution was made by motor vehicles (+ 3%) and motor 
vehicle parts (+ 4%). Iron and steel products rose fractionally higher, This gain 
was primarily attributable to a large increase in heating and cooking apparatus and 
again some portion of this was due to recovery from labour disputes, 


Decreases in durables ranged from fractional in wood products to 4 per cent in 
non-ferrous metal products and non-metallic mineral products. In wood products the 
largest single factor in the decline was a 9 per cent drop in veneers and plywoods 
which would appear to be due to a decrease in production in order to adjust for rather 
high inventories and to allow for decreased exports. Primary iron and steel fell by 
1.1 per cent. 


Turning to non-durables manufacturing, which fell by 0.4 per cent, the small 
movement in the aggregate in part obscured rather large movements within the detail, 
Of the eleven major components six rose while 5 fell. Increases ranging from 
fractional in chemicals and allied products to 16 per cent in rubber products only 
partially offset decreases in textiles, printing, publishing and allied industries, 
products of petroleum and coal, miscellaneous manufactures and tobacco products of 
8, 4, 4, 1 and 1 per cent respectively. Nearly 90 per cent of the decrease in 
textiles was caused by the 14 per cent fall in synthetic textiles and silk. 


As noted above mining rose by 0.7 per cent. All of this gain originated in 
fuels, which rose by 2 per cent, as both metals and non-metals fell fractionally. 
Although both natural gas and petroleum contributed to the fuels rise the bulk of 
it was due to the petroleum increase, In part this in turn was due to increased ex- 
ports to the United States to allow the reallocation of tanker transport to cope with 
pipe line shutdowns in the Arab countries and the closing of the Suez Canal,

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the 'Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Real Domestic Product less Agriculture 
Second Quarter, 1967 

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the second quarter of 1967 rose 
by 1.5 per cent, following the decline of 0.3 per cent that occurred in the first quarter of this year, 
This rise can be compared with the quarter-to-quarter gains of 2.2 per cent, 1.0 per cent, 0.2 per cent, 
and 1.8 per cent that were realized during 1966, and the gains of 2.4, 1.4, 2.0 and 2.1 per cent that 
occurred in 1965. 

Table A shows the percentage changes in the major industry groupings from the first to the 


second quarter of 1967, and their effect on the increase in non-agricultural output.

Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on the 
changes in total real output less agriculture, as measured from the cyclical low in the first quarter 
of 1961 to the second quarter of 1967 and each of the preceding three quarters, 


The increase in total non-agricultural output in the second quarter of this year was almost 
entirely the result of an expansion in the service-producing industries, which rose by 2.8 per cent, 
compared to the 0.3 per cent increase that was recorded for the goods-producing industries. The size 
of the expansion in the service-producing industries is illustrated in Table D on page 11, which shows 
that the percentage increase for these industries in the second quarter of 1967 has been exceeded only 
twice since the first quarter of 1946, Effects of Expo and centennial celebrations can be seen in 
certain of the service industries in the second quarter, and were probably factors in the increases 
registered in other service-producing industries, 


Within the service-producing industries, wholesale and retail trade showed the largest advance, 
with an increase of 4.5 per cent. This increase amounted to a contribution of 43 per cent toward the 
second-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Retail trade rose by 3.7 per cent, to 
account for 23 per cent of the increase in total non-agricultural output. With the exception of very 
small declines in output that were experienced by a few components, all retail trade components 
conttibuted to the second-quarter increase, Sales of motor vehicle dealers, which rose by 9.3 per cent 
(in line with a 10.8 per cent expansion in motor vehicle production), made the largest contribution, 
followed by government liquor stores. Other significant contributions were made by the furniture and 
appliances, variety stores, and clothing components. 


Wholesale trade rose by 5.7 per cent, to account for 20 per cent of the increase in total non- 
agricultural output. Although some of the components in this group declined, most showed large in- 
creases over their first-quarter levels. Included in the components that expanded were groceries and 
food specialties, industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, and construction materials 
and supplies. 


The community, recreation, business and personal service grouping expanded by 3.5 per cent, to 
record the second-largest contribution to the second-quarter increase, Within this grouping the person- 
al service group rose by 7.2 per cent, and contributed 15 per cent to the second-quarter increase, 

Expo affected both the personal service group and the business component, which recorded an increase 
of 4.2 per cent, 


The transportation, storage and communication grouping accounted for 21 per cent of the increase 
in total non-agricultural output. Although gains were registered for storage in grain elevators and for 
telephone communication, an increase of 3.2 per cent in this grouping was concentrated in the transpor- 
tation components, Within transportation there were two major factors, Statistics for the carriage 
of passengers indicate that travel to and from Expo was one of these factors; and an 8.5 per cent in- 
crease in transportation by pipeline was the other one - this increase seems to have been partially 
caused by greater oil shipments to the U.S. brought about by the Middle East crisis, With the exception 
of the strike-affected third quarter of 1966, the output of the transportation industries has been 
rising since mid-1963. 


Of the remaining service-producing industries, public administration and defence rose by 1.4 
per cent in the second quarter of 1967, while the finance, insurance and real estate grouping was at 
almost exactly the same level as it was during the first quarter of this year.

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Within the goods-producing industries, mining, with an increase of 2.8 per cent, contributed 
12 per cent to the second-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Crude petroleum mining, 
with an expansion of 7.0 per cent, provided the major impetus to this grouping, and made a contribution 
of 12 per cent to the second-quarter increase, The advance in this type of mining more than offset the 
large drop of 14.7 per cent in the iron ore component. Movements within the other components of the 
metal, fuel, and non-metal mining groups were mixed. 


Manufacturing advanced by only 0.4 per cent, and, in contrast to most quarters, made but a 
relatively minor contribution to the change in total non-agricultural output in the second quarter. 
All of this contribution, of 9 per cent, came from the manufacturing of non-durables, which rose by 
0.9 per cent. The textile products group had the largest contribution, of 7 per cent, most of which 
came from the 10.2 per cent increase in synthetic textiles and silk, supplemented by the additional 
output of cotton goods, Although recovering from a drop of 11.6 per cent in the first quarter, the 
synthetic textiles and silk industry had not quite regained the level of output it had achieved since 
its period of almost uninterrupted expansion began, in 1961. The foods and beverages group had the 
second largest contribution, of 5 per cent, chiefly from the beverage products components (notably 
distilleries, whose output rose considerably). With the exception of the paper products group, move- 
ments in the remaining non-durables groups were mixed, but had relatively little effect on the second- 
quarter increase. Paper products fell by 2.3 per cent, because of some cut-backs in pulp and paper 
production. 


Although durables manufacturing was unchanged from its first-quarter level, there were fairly 
large offsetting movements within this area, The largest contribution to the second-quarter increase 
was 12 per cent, which came from the manufacture of motor vehicles, which rose by 10.8 per cent. When 
included with the other motor-vehicle-related series (manufacture of motor vehicle parts and accessories, 
and retail sales of motor vehicle dealers), the effect of the recovery in motor vehicle manufacturing 
from the decline in the previous quarter was to contribute about one-fifth of the increase in total 
non-agricultural production, The electrical apparatus and supplies group slipped by 6.7 per cent, 
which was the largest negative effect in durables manufacturing. Each of the five components of this 
group fell from their second-quarter levels; the greatest declines were in those components that were 
affected by strikes. Even though the iron and steel products group decreased by 1.4 per cent this 
quarter, the production of primary iron and steel rose by 2.1 per cent, The wood products, non-metallic 
mineral products, and non-ferrous metal products groups all made small contributions to the second- 
quarter increase. 


Electric power and gas utilities rose by 2.5 per cent. The contribution of this grouping, 
which was 7 per cent, was divided almost evenly between the two components, although gas utilities 
expanded by 7.2 per cent while electric power increased by only 1.6 per cent, 


Construction, which was affected by strikes in Ontario and Quebec, was the only industry to 
show a significant drop in terms of weighted index points in the second quarter. This drop was greater 
than the contribution to the second-quarter increase which was made by the manufacturing industry and 
only slightly less than the contribution of the transportation groups. The decrease of 3.2 per cent 
in the construction industry was the result of a fractional decline in private construction and a 9,3 
per cent fall in public construction, Within the private construction component an 18.7 per cent in- 
crease in housing, which represented a recovery to the levels of the first half of 1966, was more than 
offset by a decrease in non-residential construction. The large increase in private residential con- 
struction was sparked by the doubling of the number of housing units, of both the single-and multiple- 
dwelling type, that were started in the second quarter. This very large increase in housing starts 
was affected by the direct loans to home builders that were provided by Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation in April and May. Within the public construction component, a big upward movement in 
residential and non-residential construction was completely outweighted by an even bigger downward 
movement in highway construction. 


Although fishing and trapping declined by 9.3 per cent due to a decline in sea fishing, and 
forestry decreased by 1.1 per cent from a very high first-quarter level, these two industries had only 
a very minor dampening effect on the second-quarter rise in total non-agricultural output. 


FirstiHalf of 01967 


Table C shows that non-agricultural real output in the first six months of this year rose by 
3.0 per cent over the first six months of 1966, on a seasonally unadjusted basis. The contrast 
between this increase and the post-war average rate of growth of 4.8 per cent was the result of a 
decline of 0.3 per cent (on a seasonally-adjusted basis) in total non-agricultural output in the first 
quarter. In that quarter the monthly Index of Industrial Production fell by 0.9 per cent, on a season- 


ally-adjusted basis, Manufacturing and construction have been the major dampening influences on 
industrial growth this year.

cent in August. 
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AUGUST INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced by 0.4 per cent in August, 
rising to 284.2 from the revised July level of 283.0. All of the gain was contributed by manufacturing, 
which rose by 0.7 per cent, as mining and electric power and gas utilities fell by 0.6 and 0.2 per cent 
respectively. Roughly two-thirds of the manufacturing gain originated in durables. 


Non- ferrous metal products was the biggest single factor in the durables increase of 1 per 
cent. Nearly all of the 9 per cent increase in non-ferrous metal products occurred in smelting and 
refining, which rose by nearly 14 per cent. In part this was due to recovery from both labour disputes 
and from production cutbacks in July. Non-metallic mineral products rose by 6 per cent. In transpor- 
tation equipment (+ 3%), most of the gain was due to increased motor vehicle production. 


Partially offsetting the above durable gains were declines in wood products, iron and steel 
products and electrical apparatus and supplies that ranged from marginal to more than 4 per cent. In 
electrical apparatus and supplies (- 4%) a drop of nearly 23 per cent in telecommunication equipment 
was only partially offset by gains in all of the other components. The decline in telecommunication 
equipment was primarily due to reduced production of black and white television sets. Primary iron 
and steel fell by 3.6 per cent. 


In non-durable manufacturing (+ 0.5%) 6 of the 11 major components fell. About 80 per cent 
of the non-durables gain was due to the better than 10 per cent gain in textiles. [In turn nearly all 
of this was due to the better than 24 per cent increase in synthetic textiles and silk. Gains in the 
other rising non-durable components were considerably smaller, ranging from fractional in paper products 
to nearly 2 per cent in products of petroleum and coal. On the negative side declines ranged from 
fractional in clothing and in foods and beverages to 8 per cent in rubber products. 


In mining (- 0.6%) declines of more than 4 per cent in non-metals and nearly 2 per cent in fuel 
were only partially offset by a near 1 per cent increase in metals. Most of the metals increase was 


due to a gain of almost 8 per cent in nickel. 


The fractional decrease in electric power and gas utilities was entirely due to the decline in 
electric power as gas rose by nearly 1 percent. 


With 1967 two-thirds complete, the following changes are now shown from the same period in 1966:

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies''. In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, 'Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Real Domestic Product less Agriculture 


Second Quarter, 1967 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the second quarter of 1967 rose 
by 1.5 per cent, following the decline of 0.3 per cent that occurred in the first quarter of this year, 
This rise can be compared with the quarter-to-quarter gains of 2.2 per cent, 1.0 per cent, 0.2 per cent, 
and 1.8 per cent that were realized during 1966, and the gains of 2.4, 1.4, 2.0 and 2.1 per cent that 
occurred in 1965. 


Table A shows the percentage changes in the major industry groupings from the first to the 
second quarter of 1967, and their effect on the increase in non-agricultural output. 
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Note: The columns may not add to the total due to rounding. 


Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on the 
changes in total real output less agriculture, as measured from the cyclical low in the first quarter 
of 1961 to the second quarter of 1967 and each of the preceding three quarters, 


The increase in total non-agricultural output in the second quarter of this year was almost 
entirely the result of an expansion in the service-producing industries, which rose by 2.8 per cent, 
compared to the 0.3 per cent increase that was recorded for the goods-producing industries. The size 
of the expansion in the service-producing industries is illustrated in Table D on page 11, which shows 
that the percentage increase for these industries in the second quarter of 1967 has been exceeded only 
twice since the first quarter of 1946. Effects of Expo and centennial celebrations can be seen in 
certain of the service industries in the second quarter, and were probably factors in the increases 
registered in other service-producing industries, 


Within the service-producing industries, wholesale and retail trade showed the largest advance, 
with an increase of 4.5 per cent. This increase amounted to a contribution of 43 per cent toward the 
second-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Retail trade rose by 3.7 per cent, to 
account for 23 per cent of the increase in total non-agricultural output. With the exception of very 
small declines in output that were experienced by a few components, all retail trade components 
conttibuted to the second-quarter increase, Sales of motor vehicle dealers, which rose by 9.3 per cent 
(in line with a 10.8 per cent expansion in motor vehicle production), made the largest contribution, 
followed by government liquor stores, Other significant contributions were made by the furniture and 
appliances, variety stores, and clothing components, 


Wholesale trade rose by 5.7 per cent, to account for 20 per cent of the increase in total non- 
agricultural output. Although some of the components in this group declined, most showed large in- 
creases over their first-quarter levels. Included in the components that expanded were groceries and 
food specialties, industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, and construction materials 
and supplies. 


The community, recreation, business and personal service grouping expanded by 3.5 per cent, to 
record the second-largest contribution to the second-quarter increase. Within this grouping the person- 
al service group rose by 7.2 per cent, and contributed 15 per cent to the second-quarter increase, 

Expo affected both the personal service group and the business component, which recorded an increase 
OretecpeL cent. 


The transportation, storage and communication grouping accounted for 21 per cent of the increase 
in total non-agricultural output. Although gains were registered for storage in grain elevators and for 
telephone communication, an increase of 3,2 per cent in this grouping was concentrated in the transpor- 
tation components. Within transportation there were two major factors. Statistics for the carriage 
of passengers indicate that travel to and from Expo was one of these factors; and an 8.5 per cent in- 
crease in transportation by pipeline was the other one - this increase seems to have been partially 
caused by greater oil shipments to the U.S. brought about by the Middle East crisis, With the exception 
of the strike-affected third quarter of 1966, the output of the transportation industries has been 
rising since mid-1963. 


Of the remaining service-producing industries, public administration and defence rose by 1.4 
per cent in the second quarter of 1967, while the finance, insurance and real estate grouping was at 
almost exactly the same level as it was during the first quarter of this year. 
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Within the goods-producing industries, mining, with an increase of 2.8 per cent, contributed 
12 per cent to the second-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Crude petroleum mining, 
with an expansion of 7.0 per cent, provided the major impetus to this grouping, and made a contribution 
of 12 per cent to the second-quarter increase, The advance in this type of mining more than offset the 
large drop of 14.7 per cent in the iron ore component. Movements within the other components of the 
metal, fuel, and non-metal mining groups were mixed. 


Manufacturing advanced by only 0.4 per cent, and, in contrast to most quarters, made but a 
relatively minor contribution to the change in total non-agricultural output in the second quarter. 
All of this contribution, of 9 per cent, came from the manufacturing of non-durables, which rose by 
0.9 per cent. The textile products group had the largest contribution, of 7 per cent, most of which 
came from the 10.2 per cent increase in synthetic textiles and silk, supplemented by the additional 
output of cotton goods, Although recovering from a drop of 11.6 per cent in the first quarter, the 
synthetic textiles and silk industry had not quite regained the level of output it had achieved since 
its period of almost uninterrupted expansion began, in 1961, The foods and beverages group had the 
second largest contribution, of 5 per cent, chiefly from the beverage products components (notably 
distilleries, whose output rose considerably). With the exception of the paper products group, move- 
ments in the remaining non-durables groups were mixed, but had relatively little effect on the second- 
quarter increase. Paper products fell by 2.3 per cent, because of some cut-backs in pulp and paper 
production. 


Although durables manufacturing was unchanged from its first-quarter level, there were fairly 
large offsetting movements within this area. The largest contribution to the second-quarter increase 
was 12 per cent, which came from the manufacture of motor vehicles, which rose by 10.8 per cent, When 
included with the other motor-vehicle-related series (manufacture of motor vehicle parts and accessories, 
and retail sales of motor vehicle dealers), the effect of the recovery in motor vehicle manufacturing 
from the decline in the previous quarter was to contribute about one-fifth of the increase in total 
non-agricultural production, The electrical apparatus and supplies group slipped by 6.7 per cent, 
which was the largest negative effect in durables manufacturing. Each of the five components of this 
group fell from their second-quarter levels; the greatest declines were in those components that were 
affected by strikes. Even though the iron and steel products group decreased by 1.4 per cent this 
quarter, the production of primary iron and steel rose by 2.1 per cent, The wood products, non-metallic 
mineral products, and non-ferrous metal products groups all made small contributions to the second- 
quarter increase. 


Electric power and gas utilities rose by 2.5 per cent. The contribution of this grouping, 
which was 7 per cent, was divided almost evenly between the two components, although gas utilities 
expanded by 7.2 per cent while electric power increased by only 1.6 per cent. 


Construction, which was affected by strikes in Ontario and Quebec, was the only industry to 
show a significant drop in terms of weighted index points in the second quarter. This drop was greater 
than the contribution to the second-quarter increase which was made by the manufacturing industry and 
only slightly less than the contribution of the transportation groups. The decrease of 3.2 per cent 
in the construction industry was the result of a fractional decline in private construction and a 9,3 
per cent fall in public construction, Within the private construction component an 18.7 per cent in- 
crease in housing, which represented a recovery to the levels of the first half of 1966, was more than 
offset by a decrease in non-residential construction. The large increase in private residential con- 
struction was sparked by the doubling of the number of housing units, of both the single-and multiple- 
dwelling type, that were started in the second quarter, This very large increase in housing starts 
was affected by the direct loans to home builders that were provided by Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation in April and May. Within the public construction component, a big upward movement in 
residential and non-residential construction was completely outweighted by an even bigger downward 
movement in highway construction, 


Although fishing and trapping declined by 9.3 per cent due to a decline in sea fishing, and 
forestry decreased by 1.1 per cent from a very high first-quarter level, these two industries had only 
a very minor dampening effect on the second-quarter rise in total non-agricultural output, 


First Half of 1967 


Table C shows that non-agricultural real output in the first six months of this year rose by 
3.0 per cent over the first six months of 1966, on a seasonally unadjusted basis. The contrast 
between this increase and the post-war average rate of growth of 4.8 per cent was the result of a 
decline of 0.3 per cent (on a seasonally-adjusted basis) in total non-agricultural output in the first 
quarter, In that quarter the monthly Index of Industrial Production fell by 0.9 per cent, on a season- 
ally-adjusted basis, Manufacturing and construction have been the major dampening influences on 
industrial growth this year. 
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An assumption of a one per cent increase, on a seasonally adjusted basis, in each of the last two quarters of 1967 
would result in a 3.4 per cent increase for 1967 as a whole, while a 2 per cent increase would result in a 4.2 per cent 


increase for the year.

The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was virtually unchanged in September, 
advancing by 0.1 per cent to 284,6 from the August level of 284.2. All of the increase occurred in 
manufacturing as mining and electric power and gas utilities fell by 0.7 and 1.7 per cent respectively. 
In terms of contribution the gain of 0.6 per cent in manufacturing was almost equally divided between 
non-durables and durables, each of which rose by 0.6 per cent, 


In durables manufacturing more than 80 per cent of the increase was due to the better than 
8 per cent gain in electrical apparatus and supplies. About half of this in turn was due to increased 
production of autg radios, with most of the remainder being due to increased production of black and 
white television sets. Iron and steel products, which rose by nearly 1 per cent, was responsible for 
about 1/6 of the durables gain. The balance of the durables gain was due to a fractional increase 
in wood products. Offsetting the above durables gains were declines of from nearly 1 to better than 
3 per cent in non-ferrous metal products, non-metallic mineral products, and transportation equipment, 
The largest of these, that in transportation equipment, (-3%) was almost entirely due to a better than 
6 per cent decrease in motor vehicle production. This in turn was primarily due to the effects on 
Canadian production of labour disputes south of the border. Primary iron and steel rose by 0.4 per 
Cenirr 


In non-durables manufacturing 9 of the 1l major components rose. Only tobacco, (-2%) and 
chemicals and allied products, (-1%) fell. The decline in the latter was in part due to labour 
disputes. Paper products (+1%), products of petroleum and coal, (+3%), and printing, publishing and 
allied industries (+2%), were the major factors in the non-durables gain, accounting for nearly 70 
per cent of it between them. Increases in the remaining major components ranged from fractional to 
nearly 2 per cent. 


A 2 per cent decline in fuels was the major factor in the mining decrease of 0.7 per cent, 
accounting for better than 70 per cent of the decrease. The latter drop was confined to petroleum, 
(-1%), and coal, (-11%), as natural gas was virtually unchanged. In metals, which fell fractionally, 
gains of 17 per cent in nickel, 3 per cent in zinc and 2 per cent in copper, were more than offset 
by declines ranging from 1 to 1l per cent in the remaining components. In non-metals, (+5%), both 
components shared in the increase, 


In electric power and gas utilities, (-1.7%), both components contributed to the decline, 
electric power falling fractionally and gas utilities by nearly 8 per cent. 


With the third quarter of 1967 now complete the following percentage changes are shown; in 
column 1 for the third quarter of 1967 from the second on a seasonally adjusted basis, and in column 
2 for the first nine months of 1967 over the first nine months of 1966. Column 3 presents 1946-66 
growth rates calculated by the least squares of logarithms method,

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of “indirect taxes less subsidies''. In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, 'Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Second Quarter, 1967 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture for the second quarter of 1967 rose 
by 1.5 per cent, following the decline of 0.3 per cent that occurred in the first quarter of this year. 
This rise can be compared with the quarter-to-quarter gains of 2.2 per cent, 1.0 per cent, 0.2 per cent, 
and 1.8 per cent that were realized during 1966, and the gains of 2.4, 1.4, 2.0 and 2.1 per cent that 
occurred in 1965. 


Table A shows the percentage changes in the major industry groupings from the first to the 
second quarter of 1967, and their effect on the increase in non-agricultural output.

Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on the

The increase in total non-agricultural output in the second quarter of this year was almost 
entirely the result of an expansion in the service-producing industries, which rose by 2.8 per cent, 
compared to the 0.3 per cent increase that was recorded for the goods-producing industries. The size 
of the expansion in the service-producing industries is illustrated in Table D on page 11, which shows 
that the percentage increase for these industries in the second quarter of 1967 has been exceeded only 
twice since the first quarter of 1946. Effects of Expo and centennial celebrations can be seen in 
certain of the service industries in the second quarter, and were probably factors in the increases 
registered in other service-producing industries. 


Within the service-producing industries, wholesale and retail trade showed the largest advance, 
with an increase of 4,5 per cent. This increase amounted to a contribution of 43 per cent toward the 
second-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output, Retail trade rose by 3.7 per cent, to 
account for 23 per cent of the increase in total non-agricultural output. With the exception of very 
small declines in output that were experienced by a few components, all retail trade components 
conttibuted to the second-quarter increase, Sales of motor vehicle dealers, which rose by 9.3 per cent 
(in line with a 10.8 per cent expansion in motor vehicle production), made the largest contribution, 
followed by government liquor stores, Other significant contributions were made by the furniture and 
appliances, variety stores, and clothing components, 
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Wholesale trade rose by 5.7 per cent, to account for 20 per cent of the increase in total non- 
agricultural output. Although some of the components in this group declined, most showed large in- 
creases over their first-quarter levels. Included in the components that expanded were groceries and 
food specialties, industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, and construction materials 
and supplies. 


The community, recreation, business and personal service grouping expanded by 3.5 per cent, to 
record the second-largest contribution to the second-quarter increase, Within this grouping the person- 
al service group rose by 7.2 per cent, and contributed 15 per cent to the second-quarter increase. 

Expo affected both the personal service group and the business component, which recorded an increase 
of 4.2 per cent. 


The transportation, storage and communication grouping accounted for 21 per cent of the increase 
in total non-agricultural output. Although gains were registered for storage in grain elevators and for 
telephone communication, an increase of 3.2 per cent in this grouping was concentrated in the transpor- 
tation components. Within transportation there were two major factors. Statistics for the carriage 
of passengers indicate that travel to and from Expo was one of these factors; and an 8.5 per cent in- 
crease in transportation by pipeline was the other one - this increase seems to have been partially 
caused by greater oil shipments to the U.S. brought about by the Middle East crisis.

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OCTOBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined by 0.8 per cent 
in October, falling to 282.5 from the revised September figure of 284.7. All of the 
decline*occurred in manufacturing; which=fetl by l-5 percent; -asemining tose hy ue 
percent and electric power and gas utilities by 2.2 percent. 


In manufacturing all of the decline was due to the drop in durables, which were 
hard hit by both the direct effects of Canadian labour disputes in wood products, and 
the secondary effects of American labour disputes in transportation equipment, If 
these strike effects were to be removed durable manufacturing would have declined 
only fractionally, manufacturing as a whole would have been virtually unchanged from 
September, and the Index of Industrial Production would have shown a small gain. As 
it was, durables declined by 3.3 percent while non durables rose by 0.2 percent, 


Turning to the detail, transportation equipment (-10%), accounted for more than 
60 percent of the durables decline. All of this transportation equipment decline was 
due to the 18 percent drop in motor vehicles production and the 5 percent drop in 
motor vehicle parts production which were severely disrupted by parts shortages 
attributable to American labor disputes, 


In wood products, which accounted for 10 percent of the durables! slump, vir- 
tually all of the decline was due to the near 7 percent decrease in saw-mille, where 
production was adversely affected by labour disputes in British Columbia, 


Electrical apparatus and supplies accounted for more than 15 percent of the 
durables' drop. While all components contributed to this decrease, the bulk of it 
was due to the 7 percent decrease in telecommunication equipment, The remaining 
portion of the durables' fall was due to the 3 percent decrease in non ferrous metal 
products. This in turn was almost entirely due to the 5% reduction in smelting and 
refining, The remaining major durable groups, iron and steel products and non-metal- 
lic mineral products, rose fractionally. Primary iron and steel rose by 3.5 percent, 
reaching its highest level since July 1967, although still well below the levels 
reached during the last few years. 


The non durable manufactures gain was widely distributed, with 8 major groups 
rising by amounts ranging from fractional to 4 percent while 3 fell. About 30 per- 
cent of the non-durable gain was due to a 1 percent rise in foods and beverages. 

Here beverages, (+5%), were the cause of the increase, as foods fell by 1 percent, 
The major factors in the beverages gain were large increases in both distilleries and 
carbonated beverages. About 20 percent of the increase in non-durables originated in 
the 4 percent rubber products increase, largely related to motor vehicle tires. 


The mining increase of 0.7 percent was confined to metals, (43%), as both fuels 
and non-metals fell, particularly the former. Half of the metals increase was due to 
the 9 percent increase in iron ore with the bulk of the remainder being due to a large 
increase in lead, 


In fuels a 10 percent rise in coal was more than offset by decreases of 2 per- 
cent in petroleum and 5 percent in natural gas, In part the increased coal production 
was because of increased thermal generation in Alberta due to lower hydro generation 
attributable to lower than normal water levels.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Real Gross Domestic Product at Factor Cost 


Production by Industry 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture increased by 0.9 per cent in the 
third quarter of 1967. The non-agricultural goods~producing industries rose by 1.2 per cent, while 
the service-producing industries increased by 0.6 per cent. These changes can be compared with the 
previous quarter, when the service-producing industries rose by 2.4 per cent and the goods- producing, 
0.1 per cent, and with the first quarter of this year, when the goods-producing industries decreased 
by 0.4 per cent and the service-producing industries were unchanged from their level in the fourth 
quarter of 1966, 


Table A shows the percentage changes in the major industry groupings for the first three 
quarters of 1967, and their effect on the change in non-agricultural output. 
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Note: The columns may not add to the total due to rounding. 


Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on 
the changes in total real output less agriculture, as measured from the cyclical low in the first 
quarter of 1961 to the third quarter of 1967 and each of the preceding three quarters. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing, with a 1.0 per cent increase, contributed 
almost two-fifths of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. 


The increase in manufacturing came mainly from the manufacture of durables, which increased 
by 1.9 per cent, while the manufacture of non-durables showed only a fractional positive change. 
Within durables manufacturing, the transportation equipment group rose by 9 per cent, which is a 
more-than-one-third contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. 


This rise came from the motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts and accessories components, which 
recorded advances of 10 and 14 per cent, respectively. Both of these industries continued to be 
affected by rising exports under the Canadian-U.S. auto trade pact. The advance in the manufacture 
of motor vehicles pushed the output of this component to a level higher than the previous record, 
established in the first quarter of 1966. If this industry is combined with the other motor-vehicle- 
related series (manufacture of motor vehicle parts and accessories and retail sales of motor vehicle 
dealers) and deducted from the aggregate, the effect is to lower the third-quarter increase in total 
non-agricultural output from 0.9 per cent to 0.6 per cent. Movements in these series are illustrated 
in Chart A. Electrical apparatus and supplies was the other group within durables manufacturing to 
make a significant contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. This 
contribution, of almost one-fifth, was partly accounted for by recoveries from strike effects and by 
increased production of auto radios. The most significant decline in any of the groups within 
durables manufacturing was registered for the iron and steel products group, which fell by 3 per cent. 
The two largest components, in terms of 1949 industry weights, within this group - primary iron and 
steel, and machinery and machine shops - fell by 5 and 3 per cent, respectively. Another component, 
bridge and structural steel, declined by 10 per cent. 


The 0.3 per cent increase in non-durables manufacturing is a continuation of the fractional 
changes which have been recorded for these activities so far this year. Within non-durables manu- 
facturing, rubber products rose by 12 per cent. The other groups showed only relatively small changes 
in weighted index points. Petroleum products, with a 3 per cent increase, was among these. 


Also within the goods-producing industries, mining, which rose by 2.2 per cent, contributed 
nearly one-fifth of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. This was the third 
largest contribution among the eleven major industry groupings. The rise in mining was largely due 
to a 6 per cent advance in crude petroleum fuel mining, which can be linked to increased oil exports 
to the U.S. Crude petroleum mining output reached a peak in July and then slowly declined in August 
and September. The other mining components showed mixed movements, including a 19 per cent drop in 
lead mining and a 4 per cent decrease in copper mining (despite the copper strike in the U.S.). 


The other two goods-producing industries that made positive contributions to the third-quarter 
increase in total non-agricultural output were electric power and gas utilities, and fishing and 
trapping. Electric power and gas utilities increased by 2.2 per cent, thus contributing less than 
one-eighth of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Most of this increase 
came from the electric power component. Fishing and trapping rose by 10.9 per cent, because of a 
13 per cent advance in fishing from a low second-quarter level. This rise, however, represented 
only a small contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. 


Forestry was the only one of the goods-producing industries to have a dampening effect on the 
third quarter. The decline in this industry, of 1.7 per cent, originated with decreases in cuttings 
of pulpwood and other wood. Cuttings were affected by closure of some of the B.C. forests due to 
excessive fire hazards. 


Construction, the remaining goods-producing industry, was fractionally higher than its 
second-quarter level. This change was the result of an increase in public construction being lowered 
by a decrease in private construction. After an 11 per cent drop in the second quarter of this year, 
public construction began to recover to the level of activity that lasted from the second quarter of 
last year to the first quarter of this year. This recovery has been led by the public residential 
and non-residential construction component. The highway construction component of public construction 
has been declining following the surge of road-building that took place for Centennial year and EXPO, 
The decrease in private construction was the result of a 10 per cent increase in residential 
construction being more than offset by a decline in non-residential construction. Private residential 
construction was at a level higher than any quarter has been since the first quarter of 1964. This 
high level was established because of a 17 per cent increase in the number of housing units under 
construction and a 6 per cent increase in the number of completions, both of which reflected the very 
large increase in the number of units started in the first quarter. In contrast to the strong 
improvement in the private residential index, private non-residential construction had slipped to a 
level that is only somewhat higher than that of the second quarter of 1965. During the third quarter 
of this year the construction industry continued to be affected by strikes, mainly in Ontario. 
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Note: The columns may not add to the total due to rounding. 


Within the service-producing industries, the community, recreation, business and personal 
service grouping, for the second quarter in a row, recorded the second-largest contribution to the 
quarterly increase in total non-agricultural output. This contribution, of about one-fourth, was 
the result of a 2.4 per cent expansion in this industrial grouping. Although the community group made 
a significant contribution, because of continued advances in the education and health components, the 
major contributions came from personal and business services, both of which reflected the effects of 
EXPO and centennial celebrations. The personal service components that increased included hotels, 
motels, and lodging houses, restaurants, and domestic service. Personal service as a whole grew by 
3 per cent, while business service went up by 5 per cent. 


Public administration and defence, with an increase of 2.4 per cent, contributed one-eighth 
of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Provincial government administration 
was responsible for almost half of this contribution, with federal government administration, 
municipal government administration, and federal government defence sharing the remainder. 


Finance, insurance and real estate was the other service-producing industry to contribute to 
the increase in total non-agricultural output this quarter. This contribution, of more than one-tenth, 
came from a 0.9 per cent increase in the grouping, with most of the increase taking place in the rents 
component. 


The two remaining service-producing industry groupings - transportation, storage and communi- 
cation, and wholesale and retail trade - recorded output levels which were only fractionally below 
those of the second quarter of 1967. In both instances the levels of the second quarter were new 
"highs' which had been attained after large percentage increases. The transportation, storage and 
communication grouping decline of 0.7 per cent was affected by the shipping strike in August and 
September, while the trade decline of 0.4 per cent was the result of a slow-down in retail sales in 
July and August. 


Within the transportation, storage and communication grouping, a decrease of 1 1/2 per cent 
in transportation and a drop of 13 per cent in storage more than offset an increase of 3 per cent 
in communication. Within transportation, the tendency of EXPO and centennial celebrations to encourage 
travel was shown in passenger gains recorded for air transportation (5 1/2 per cent), rail (6 per cent), 
bus (8 per cent), and urban transit (l per cent). Urban transit transportation was affected by a 
major strike in Montreal which began on September 21. The water transportation strike from August 
17 to September 23 had an even greater effect on the transportation group. This strike, and a 
decreased demand for exports of grain, were major contributors to the estimated decline of 29 per cent 
in the output of water freight shipping. Related declines occurred in grain elevators, which were 
down 17 per cent, and in stevedoring. Railway freight transportation (which has suffered from a 4 1/2 
per cent drop in freight carloadings from the beginning of this year to the end of September compared 
to the same period last year) was also affected by these two conditions, as reflected in a 2 per cent 
decrease. Truck transportation was also probably affected. Pipelines transportation, which rose by 
3 per cent, reflected greater oil exports to the U.S. Communication rose by 3.2 per cent because of 
increases in the postal and telephone services. 
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Within the trade grouping, retail trade declined by 0.9 per cent, while wholesale trade 
increased by 0.6 per cent. Within retail trade, most of the components registered decreases. Among 
the more significant of these were furniture and appliances (5 per cent), fuel dealers (15 per cent, 
perhaps affected by warmer-than-usual weather), clothing (3 per cent), and farm implement dealers 
(13 per cent, linked to a large drop in wholesale sales of farm machinery). One of the few store- 
types to increase from the previous quarter was motor vehicle dealers, which rose by 2 per cent. 
This increase, which was the result of expanded sales in September, did not quite reach the record

level of output for this industry which was achieved in the last quarter of 1965, and was considerably 
below the 10 per cent expansion in the manufacture of motor vehicles. Two other store-types that 
increased in the third quarter of this year were drug stores (3 per cent) and used car dealers (10 per 
cent). 


Within wholesale trade, wholesalers "proper" rose by 1 1/2 per cent. Most of the components 
in this category fell, but two of those that rose were automotive parts and accessories (up 3 per cent) 
and clothing and furnishings (up 6 per cent). Of the components that fell the most significant was 
construction materials and supplies, with a decrease of 4 per cent. Industrial and transportation 
equipment and supplies also decreased, by 5 per cent, as did grocery and food specialities, by 2 per 
cent. Wholesale sales of farm machinery slipped 28 per cent below their second-quarter level. Most 
of this drop came in July and August, as did the sizeable decrease in retail sales of farm implement 
dealers. Both of these movements may be a reflection of the effects of the drought-like conditions 
which prevailed during much of this period in the Prairie Provinces. Also within wholesale trade, 
petroleum bulk tank stations decreased by one per cent. 


First Nine Months of 1967 


Table C shows that non-agricultural real output in the first nine months of this year rose by 
2.8 per cent over the first nine months of 1966, on a seasonally unadjusted basis. This increase is 
in sharp contrast to the post-war average rate of growth of 4.8 per cent. Construction ramained as 
the major dampening influence on industrial growth during 1967. 


An assumption of a one per cent increase, on a seasonally adjusted basis, in total non- 
agricultural real output in the last quarter of 1967 would result in a 3.1 per cent increase for 1967 
as a whole, while a 2 per cent increase would result in a 3.4 per cent increase for the year. If 
production declines by one per cent in the remaining quarter, the increase for the year would be only 
2.6 per cent.

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NOVEMBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose by 2.3 per cent in November, advan- 
cing to 288.9 from the revised October level of 282.3. Gains of 3.4 per cent in manufacturing and 1.0 
per cent in electric power and gas utilities were partially offset by a 1.9 per cent drop in mining. 
Most of the gain in the Index was due to the rise in manufacturing, which in turn was concentrated in 
durables, (up 6.1%). Non-durables rose by 1.0 per cent. 


The major factors in the durables' gain were a 16 per cent increase in transportation equipment, 
(nearly 60 per cent of the durables' gain), a 7 per cent increase in iron and steel products, (one third 
of the durables' gain), and a 3 per cent increase in wood products, (5 per cent of the durables' gain). 


In transportation equipment, virtually all of the increase was due to the 33 per cent advance 
in motor vehicles where production was recovering from labor disputes. 


In iron and steel products about 40 per cent of the gain originated in each of iron castings, 
(4+ 35%) and primary iron and steel, (+ 9%). Both of these latter increases were largely associated with 
increasing pipeline construction activity. The bulk of the remainder of the increase in the iron and 
steel products group occurred in the heating and cooking apparatus industry, and was mainly related to 
the introduction of new models. 


Textiles were the major factor in the non-durable gain, accounting for nearly 50 per cent of 
the increase. Most of the textiles' rise, (+ 7%), was accounted for by a large gain in synthetic tex- 
tiles and silk. Chemicals and allied products were responsible for almost 30 per cent of the non-dura- 
bles' increase. All components shared in this gain, rising by amounts ranging from fractional to 6 per 
cent. The balance of the non-durables' increase was distributed amongst products of petroleum and coal, 
miscellaneous manufacturers, clothing, leather products, printing, publishing and allied industries, and 
tobacco and tobacco products. These groups rose by amounts ranging from fractional to 2 per cent. 


Partially offsetting the gains in most non-durable groups were declines in rubber products, 
foods and beverages, and paper products which ranged from 5 per cent to fractional. 


Mining fell by 1.9 per cent. Declines of 6 per cent in fuels and nearly 5 per cent in non- 
metals were only partially offset by a 3 per cent increase in metals. In fuels more than 95 per cent 
of the decline was due to the near 7 per cent fall in petroleum. In turn this was in part due to lack 
of pipe-line capacity to carry western petroleum production to eastern markets. In non-metals both 
components contributed to the decline. Virtually all of the metals gain was due to a 19 per cent in- 
crease in iron ore as all other components with the exception of nickel, (which advanced only frac- 
tionally), declined. 


Electric power and gas utilities rose by 1 per cent. All of this gain originated in gas uti- 
lities, (+ 7%), as electric power fell fractionally. 


NOTE 


The figures in tables 1 and 2 may not reconcile with those on the Index of Industrial Produc- 
tion in table 3 because of small revisions to Sept. which have not been incorporated in the latter 
table.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the 'Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies". In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Production by Industry 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture increased by 0.9 per cent in the 
third quarter of 1967. The non-agricultural goods-producing industries rose by 1.2 per cent, while 
the service-producing industries increased by 0.6 per cent. These changes can be compared with the 
previous quarter, when the service-producing industries rose by 2.4 per cent and the goods- producing, 
0.1 per cent, and with the first quarter of this year, when the goods-producing industries decreased 
by 0.4 per cent and the service-producing industries were unchanged from their level in the fourth 
quarter of 1966. 


Table A shows the percentage changes in the major industry groupings for the first three 
quarters of 1967, and their effect on the change in non-agricultural output.

Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on 
the changes in total real output less agriculture, as measured from the cyclical low in the first 
quarter of 1961 to the third quarter of 1967 and each of the preceding three quarters. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing, with a 1.0 per cent increase, contributed 
almost two-fifths of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. 


The increase in manufacturing came mainly from the manufacture of durables, which increased 
by 1.9 per cent, while the manufacture of non-durables showed only a fractional positive change. 
Within durables manufacturing, the transportation equipment group rose by 9 per cent, which is a 
more-than-one-third contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output.

This rise came from the motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts and accessories components, which 
recorded advances of 10 and 14 per cent, respectively. Both of these industries continued to be 
affected by rising exports under the Canadian-U.S. auto trade pact. The advance in the manufacture 
of motor vehicles pushed the output of this component to a level higher than the previous record, 
established in the first quarter of 1966. If this industry is combined with the other motor-vehicle- 
related series (manufacture of motor vehicle parts and accessories and retail sales of motor vehicle 
dealers) and deducted from the aggregate, the effect is to lower the third-quarter increase in total 
non-agricultural output from 0.9 per cent to 0.6 per cent. Movements in these series are illustrated 
in Chart A. Electrical apparatus and supplies was the other group within durables manufacturing to 
make a significant contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. This 
contribution, of almost one-fifth, was partly accounted for by recoveries from strike effects and by 
increased production of auto radios. The most significant decline in any of the groups within 
durables manufacturing was registered for the iron and steel products group, which fell by 3 per cent. 
The two largest components, in terms of 1949 industry weights, within this group - primary iron and 
steel, and machinery and machine shops - fell by 5 and 3 per cent, respectively. Another component, 
bridge and structural steel, declined by 10 per cent. 


The 0.3 per cent increase in non-durables manufacturing is a continuation of the fractional 
changes which have been recorded for these activities so far this year. Within non-durables manu- 
facturing, rubber products rose by 12 per cent. The other groups showed only relatively small changes 
in weighted index points. Petroleum products, with a 3 per cent increase, was among these. 


Also within the goods-producing industries, mining, which rose by 2.2 per cent, contributed 
nearly one-fifth of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. This was the third 
largest contribution among the eleven major industry groupings. The rise in mining was largely due 
to a 6 per cent advance in crude petroleum fuel mining, which can be linked to increased oil exports 
to the U.S. Crude petroleum mining output reached a peak in July and then slowly declined in August 
and September. The other mining components showed mixed movements, including a 19 per cent drop in 
lead mining and a 4 per cent decrease in copper mining (despite the copper strike in the U.S.). 


The other two goods-producing industries that made positive contributions to the third-quarter 
increase in total non-agricultural output were electric power and gas utilities, and fishing and 
trapping. Electric power and gas utilities increased by 2.2 per cent, thus contributing less than 
one-eighth of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Most of this increase 
came from the electric power component. Fishing and trapping rose by 10.9 per cent, because of a 
13 per cent advance in fishing from a low second-quarter level. This rise, however, represented 
only a small contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. 


Forestry was the only one of the goods-producing industries to have a dampening effect on the 
third quarter. The decline in this industry, of 1.7 per cent, originated with decreases in cuttings 
of pulpwood and other wood. Cuttings were affected by closure of some of the B.C. forests due to 
excessive fire hazards. 


Construction, the remaining goods-producing industry, was fractionally higher than its 
second-quarter level. This change was the result of an increase in public construction being lowered 
by a decrease in private construction, After an 1l per cent drop in the second quarter of this year, 
public construction began to recover to the level of activity that lasted from the second quarter of 
last year to the first quarter of this year. This recovery has been led by the public residential 
and non-residential construction component. The highway construction component of public construction 
has been declining following the surge of road-building that took place for Centennial year and EXPO. 
The decrease in private construction was the result of a 10 per cent increase in residential 
construction being more than offset by a decline in non-residential construction, Private residential 
construction was at a level higher than any quarter has been since the first quarter of 1964, This 
high level was established because of a 17 per cent increase in the number of housing units under 
construction and a 6 per cent increase in the number of completions, both of which reflected the very 
large increase in the number of units started in the first quarter. In contrast to the strong 
improvement in the private residential index, private non-residential construction had slipped to a 
level that is only somewhat higher than that of the second quarter of 1965. During the third quarter 
of this year the construction industry continued to be affected by strikes, mainly in Ontario. 
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Within the service-producing industries, the community, recreation, business and personal 
service grouping, for the second quarter in a row, recorded the second-largest contribution to the 
quarterly increase in total non-agricultural output. This contribution, of about one-fourth, was 
the result of a 2.4 per cent expansion in this industrial grouping. Although the community group made 
a significant contribution, because of continued advances in the education and health components, the 
major contributions came from personal and business services, both of which reflected the effects of 
EXPO and centennial celebrations.

The two remaining service-producing industry groupings - transportation, storage and communi- 
cation, and wholesale and retail trade - recorded output levels which were only fractionally below 
those of the second quarter of 1967. In both instances the levels of the second quarter were new 
‘highs' which had been attained after large percentage increases. The transportation, storage and 
communication grouping decline of 0.7 per cent was affected by the shipping strike in August and 
September, while the trade decline of 0.4 per cent was the result of a slow-down in retail sales in 
July and August. 


Within the transportation, storage and communication grouping, a decrease of 1 1/2 per cent 
in transportation and a drop of 13 per cent in storage more than offset an increase of 3 per cent 
in communication. Within transportation, the tendency of EXPO and centennial celebrations to encourage 
travel was shown in passenger gains recorded for air transportation (5 1/2 per cent), rail (6 per cent), 
bus (8 per cent), and urban transit (1 per cent). Urban transit transportation was affected by a 
major strike in Montreal which began on September 21. The water transportation strike from August 
17 to September 23 had an even greater effect on the transportation group. This strike, and a 
decreased demand for exports of grain, were major contributors to the estimated decline of 29 per cent 
in the output of water freight shipping. Related declines occurred in grain elevators, which were 
down 17 per cent, and in stevedoring. Railway freight transportation (which has suffered from a 4 1/2 
per cent drop in freight carloadings from the beginning of this year to the end of September compared 
to the same period last year) was also affected by these two conditions, as reflected in a 2 per cent 
decrease. Truck transportation was also probably affected. Pipelines transportation, which rose by 
3 per cent, reflected greater oil exports to the U.S. Communication rose by 3.2 per cent because of 
increases in the postal and telephone services. 
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Within the trade grouping, retail trade declined by 0.9 per cent, while wholesale trade 
increased by 0.6 per cent. Within retail trade, most of the components registered decreases. Among 
the more significant of these were furniture and appliances (5 per cent), fuel dealers (15 per cent, 
perhaps affected by warmer-than-usual weather), clothing (3 per cent), and farm implement dealers 
(13 per cent, linked to a large drop in wholesale sales of farm machinery). One of the few store- 
types to increase from the previous quarter was motor vehicle dealers, which rose by 2 per cent. 
This increase, which was the result of expanded sales in September, did not quite reach the record 


level of output for this industry which was achieved in the last quarter of 1965, and was considerably 
below the 10 per cent expansion in the manufacture of motor vehicles. Two other store-types that 
increased in the third quarter of this year were drug stores (3 per cent) and used car dealers (10 per 
cent). 


Within wholesale trade, wholesalers "proper" rose by 1 1/2 per cent. Most of the components 
in this category fell, but two of those that rose were automotive parts and accessories (up 3 per cent) 
and clothing and furnishings (up 6 per cent). Of the components that fell the most significant was 
construction materials and supplies, with a decrease of 4 per cent. Industrial and transportation 
equipment and supplies also decreased, by 5 per cent, as did grocery and food specialities, by 2 per 
cent. Wholesale sales of farm machinery slipped 28 per cent below their second-quarter level. Most 
of this drop came in July and August, as did the sizeable decrease in retail sales of farm implement 
dealers. Both of these movements may be a reflection of the effects of the drought-like conditions 
which prevailed during much of this period in the Prairie Provinces. Also within wholesale trade, 
petroleum bulk tank stations decreased by one per cent. 


First Nine Months of 1967 


Table C shows that non-agricultural real output in the first nine months of this year rose by 
2.8 per cent over the first nine months of 1966, on a seasonally unadjusted basis. This increase is 
in sharp contrast to the post-war average rate of growth of 4.8 per cent. Construction ramained as 
the major dampening influence on industrial growth during 1967. 


An assumption of a one per cent increase, on a seasonally adjusted basis, in total non- 
agricultural real output in the last quarter of 1967 would result in a 3.1 per cent increase for 1967 
as a whole, while a 2 per cent increase would result in a 3.4 per cent increase for the year. If 
production declines by one per cent in the remaining quarter, the increase for the year would be only 
2 Xie CANe.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production advanced by 0.9 per 
cent in December. 
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DECEMBER INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose by 0.9 per cent in December, ad- 
vancing to 291.7 from the revised November level of 289.2. About 60 per cent of the gain was due to 
the 2.0 per cent rise in durables and about 40 per cent to the 3.1 per cent increase in mining. Non- 
durable manufacturing fell by 0.8 per cent and the electric power and gas utilities industry was vir- 
tually unchanged. 


The table below indicates some longer run changes; in column 1 the changes from the third quarter 
to the fourth quarter of 1967 are shown; and in column 2 the changes from 1966 to 1967. Column 3 gives 
1946-66 annual growth rates. 
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Returning to December, in durables some four-fifths of the gain was due to the 9 per cent in- 
crease in transportation equipment. Virtually all of the remaining durables gain was due to the 2 per 
cent advance in iron and steel products. 


In transportation equipment, (+9%), nearly all of the gain was tied to the auto industry, as 
motor vehicle production advanced by 13 per cent and parts and accessories by 9 per cent. In iron and 
steel products, (+2%), most of the gain occurred in primary iron and steel, (+5%), caused to a large 
extent by increased exports. The primary iron and steel gain was partially offset by a sizeable drop 
in the heating and cooking apparatus industry. 


Non-durable manufactures declined by 0.8 per cent. Gains of from 2 to 4 per cent in foods and 
beverages, clothing, and rubber products were more than offset by decreases in the other 8 components. 
About half of the non-durable decrease was due to the fall in textiles. About two-thirds of the tex- 
tiles' drop was due to the near 9 per cent fall in synthetic textiles and silks from an unusually high 
November level. Decreases in the remaining non-durables' group ranged from fractional to 3 per cent. 
Among the larger declines was that in pulp and paper which was in large part attributable to newspaper 
strikes in the U.S. 


Mining advanced by 3.1 per cent. A little more than half of this was due to the 4 per cent 
gain in fuels; largely due to the near 5 per cent gain in petroleum. Natural gas also contributed to 
the gain, (+3%), while coal fell, (-10%). Non-metals advanced by nearly 9 per cent. The bulk of the 
gain here was due to increased potash production as one mine, which was shut down for about half of 
November due to mechanical difficulties, resumed production in December. In metals, (+2%), about half 
of the gain was due to the better than 4 per cent increase in iron ore, where production reached an all 
time high. The remainder of the metals gain was due to advances of from 3 to 7 per cent in other metals, 
gold, and copper. 


The electric power and gas utilities industry was virtually unchanged, as an increase in gas 
almost entirely offset a decrease in electric power. 


NOTE 


The figures in tables 1 and 2 may not reconcile with those on the Index of Industrial Production 
in table 3 because of small revisions to Sept. which have not been incorporated in the latter table.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies''. In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Production by Industry 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture increased by 0.9 per cent in the 
third quarter of 1967, The non-agricultural goods-producing industries rose by 1.2 per cent, while 
the service-producing industries increased by 0.6 per cent. These changes can be compared with the 
previous quarter, when the service-producing industries rose by 2.4 per cent and the goods- producing, 
O.1 per cent, and with the first quarter of this year, when the goods-producing industries decreased 
by 0.4 per cent and the service-producing industries were unchanged from their level in the fourth 
quarter of 1966, 


Table A shows the percentage changes in the major industry groupings for the first three 
quarters of 1967, and their effect on the change in non-agricultural output. 
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Note: The columns may not add to the total due to rounding. 


Table B shows the percentage increases of the major industry groupings and their effect on 
the changes in total real output less agriculture, as measured from the cyclical low in the first 
quarter of 1961 to the third quarter of 1967 and each of the preceding three quarters. 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing, with a 1.0 per cent increase, contributed 
almost two-fifths of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. 


The increase in manufacturing came mainly from the manufacture of durables, which increased 
by 1.9 per cent, while the manufacture of non-durables showed only a fractional positive change. 
Within durables manufacturing, the transportation equipment group rose by 9 per cent, which is a 
more-than-one-third contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output.

This rise came from the motor vehicles and motor vehicle parts and accessories components, which 
recorded advances of 10 and 14 per cent, respectively. Both of these industries continued to be 
affected by rising exports under the Canadian-U.S. auto trade pact. The advance in the manufacture 
of motor vehicles pushed the output of this component to a level higher than the previous record, 
established in the first quarter of 1966. If this industry is combined with the other motor-vehicle- 
related series (manufacture of motor vehicle parts and accessories and retail sales of motor vehicle 
dealers) and deducted from the aggregate, the effect is to lower the third-quarter increase in total 
non-agricultural output from 0.9 per cent to 0.6 per cent. Movements in these series are illustrated 
in Chart A. Electrical apparatus and supplies was the other group within durables manufacturing to 
make a significant contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. This 
contribution, of almost one-fifth, was partly accounted for by recoveries from strike effects and by 
increased production of auto radios. The most significant decline in any of the groups within 
durables manufacturing was registered for the iron and steel products group, which fell by 3 per cent. 
The two largest components, in terms of 1949 industry weights, within this group - primary iron and 
steel, and machinery and machine shops - fell by 5 and 3 per cent, respectively. Another component, 
bridge and structural steel, declined by 10 per cent. 


The 0.3 per cent increase in non-durables manufacturing is a continuation of the fractional 
changes which have been recorded for these activities so far this year. Within non-durables manu- 
facturing, rubber products rose by 12 per cent. The other groups showed only relatively small changes 
in weighted index points. Petroleum products, with a 3 per cent increase, was among these. 


Also within the goods-producing industries, mining, which rose by 2.2 per cent, contributed 
nearly one-fifth of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. This was the third 
largest contribution among the eleven major industry groupings. The rise in mining was largely due 
to a 6 per cent advance in crude petroleum fuel mining, which can be linked to increased oil exports 
to the U.S. Crude petroleum mining output reached a peak in July and then slowly declined in August 
and September. The other mining components showed mixed movements, including a 19 per cent drop in 
lead mining and a 4 per cent decrease in copper mining (despite the copper strike in the U.S.). 


The other two goods-producing industries that made positive contributions to the third-quarter 
increase in total non-agricultural output were electric power and gas utilities, and fishing and 
trapping. Electric power and gas utilities increased by 2.2 per cent, thus contributing less than 
one-eighth of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Most of this increase 
came from the electric power component. Fishing and trapping rose by 10.9 per cent, because of a 
13 per cent advance in fishing from a low second-quarter level. This rise, however, represented 
only a small contribution to the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. 


Forestry was the only one of the goods-producing industries to have a dampening effect on the 
third quarter. The decline in this industry, of 1.7 per cent, originated with decreases in cuttings 
of pulpwood and other wood. Cuttings were affected by closure of some of the B.C. forests due to 
excessive fire hazards. 


Construction, the remaining goods-producing industry, was fractionally higher than its 
second-quarter level. This change was the result of an increase in public construction being lowered 
by a decrease in private construction. After an 11 per cent drop in the second quarter of this year, 
public construction began to recover to the level of activity that lasted from the second quarter of 
last year to the first quarter of this year. This recovery has been led by the public residential 
and non-residential construction component. The highway construction component of public construction 
has been declining following the surge of road-building that took place for Centennial year and EXPO, 
The decrease in private construction was the result of a 10 per cent increase in residential 
construction being more than offset by a decline in non-residential construction. Private residential 
construction was at a level higher than any quarter has been since the first quarter of 1964, This 
high level was established because of a 17 per cent increase in the number of housing units under 
construction and a 6 per cent increase in the number of completions, both of which reflected the very 
large increase in the number of units started in the first quarter. In contrast to the strong 
improvement in the private residential index, private non-residential construction had slipped to a 
level that is only somewhat higher than that of the second quarter of 1965, During the third quarter 
of this year the construction industry continued to be affected by strikes, mainly in Ontario. 
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Note: The columns may not add to the total due to rounding. 


Within the service-producing industries, the community, recreation, business and personal 
service grouping, for the second quarter in a row, recorded the second-largest contribution to the 
quarterly increase in total non-agricultural output. This contribution, of about one-fourth, was 
the result of a 2.4 per cent expansion in this industrial grouping. Although the community group made 
a significant contribution, because of continued advances in the education and health components, the 
major contributions came from personal and business services, both of which reflected the effects of 
EXPO and centennial celebrations. The personal service components that increased included hotels, 
motels, and lodging houses, restaurants, and domestic service. Personal service as a whole grew by 
3 per cent, while business service went up by 5 per cent. 


Public administration and defence, with an increase of 2.4 per cent, contributed one-eighth 
of the third-quarter increase in total non-agricultural output. Provincial government administration 
was responsible for almost half of this contribution, with federal government administration, 
municipal government administration, and federal government defence sharing the remainder. 


Finance, insurance and real estate was the other service-producing industry to contribute to 
the increase in total non-agricultural output this quarter. This contribution, of more than one-tenth, 
came from a 0.9 per cent increase in the grouping, with most of the increase taking place in the rents 
component. 


The two remaining service-producing industry groupings - transportation, storage and communi- 
cation, and wholesale and retail trade - recorded output levels which were only fractionally below 
those of the second quarter of 1967. In both instances the levels of the second quarter were new 
"highs' which had been attained after large percentage increases. The transportation, storage and 
communication grouping decline of 0.7 per cent was affected by the shipping strike in August and 
September, while the trade decline of 0.4 per cent was the result of a slow-down in retail sales in 
July and August.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production declined by 1.2 per 
cent in January. 


Non-agricultural real output in the fourth quarter advanced by 0.6 percent 
from its third quarter 1967 level. 
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JANUARY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined by 1.2 per 
cent in January, falling to 287.4 from the revised December record level of 291.0. 
Manufacturing, which fell by 1.8 per cent, was responsible for almost three quarters 
of the decline, and mining, (-3.5%), for the remainder, as electric power and gas 
utilities advanced by 6.9 per cent, 


Almost all of the decline in manufacturing originated with the 3.6 per cent 
drop in durables, with the major factor being the 8 per cent fall in transportation 
equipment, where motor vehicle production decreased by 13 per cent from the record 
December level. This decline was in part due to the effects of labour disputes. 
Weekly production statistics indicate a further strike-affected decline in February. 
Non-metallic mineral products fell by 11 per cent, as both cement production and 
concrete products, adversely affected by abnormally cold January weather, were 
considerably lower. Wood products fell by 3 per cent; virtually all of this was 
due to the 6 per cent decline in sawmills. 


Non-durable manufactures fell only fractionally, (-0.2%). About one-third of 
the decrease was due to the 3 per cent decline in products of petroleum and coal; 
with the bulk of the remainder being contributed by rubber products, (-3%), and 
clothing, (-2%). The rest was distributed among leather products, printing, publish- 
ing and allied industries, and chemical products, which fell by amounts ranging from 
fractional to 2 per cent, The above declines were only partially offset by increases 
in each of the remaining five major groups of about 1 per cent. 


In mining, (-3.5%), the major factor in the decrease was the 6 per cent drop 
in metals. While all components shared in it, iron ore (-9%), was the major factor, 
accounting for almost one half of the decrease, The remaining metals components 
fell by amounts ranging from fractional to 10 per cent, In fuels, (-2%), a 2 per 
cent drop in petroleum and an 8 per cent fall in coal were only partially offset by 
a gain of 7 per cent in*natural *eas. 


In electric power and gas utilities (46.9%), both components shared in the 
gain as electric power advanced by 6 per cent and gas by 13 per cent, The gain in 
the latter was in part due to abnormally cold weather in January and thus provided 
a partial offset to the partly cold weather induced slump in cement and concrete 
products production,

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 


service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies''. in addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture increased by 0.6 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 1967, advancing to 243.6 from the revised third-quarter level of 242.1. More than 
60 per cent of this increase came from manufacturing, with 30 per cent contributed by transportation, 
storage and communication, and more than 20 per cent from finance, insurance and real estate. The 
non-agricultural goods-producing industries rose by 0.5 per cent, and the service-producing industries 
went up by 0.7 per cent. 


Non-agricultural real output rose by 3.1 per cent during 1967, compared to the 6.7 per cent 
expansion that was recorded for 1966. The rate of growth for 1967 is also considerably less than the 
average annual rate of growth of 4.b8per cent that took place in the 1946 to 1966 period. Several of 
the major industry groupings showed increases that were well below their post-war average rates of 
growth, Manufacturing, for example, increased by only 1.1 per cent in 1967 compared to 4.9 per cent 
in the same period, while construction fell by several percentage points from its 1966 level. Of the 
major industry groupings that rose, the transportation, storage and communication grouping registered 
the most significant increase, rising to 5.8 per cent from 4.8 per cent during 1946 to 1966. 


Production by Industry, Fourth Quarter, 1967 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing rose by 1.3 per cent, with more than half 
of the gain coming from the manufacture of durables, which was up 1.5 per cent, while non-durables 
increased by 1.1 per cent. Within durables' manufacturing, the iron and steel products group expanded 
by 5 per cent. The major factors in this expansion were the primary iron and steel and the iron 
castings components, which advanced by 10 per cent and 24 per cent, respectively. In both cases 
manufacture of pipe was the major cause of the gains. Production of motor vehicles also rose, by 2 per 
cent, as gains in November and December offset the October decline which was attributable to the 
effects of labour disputes in the U.S. industry. Within non-durables' manufacturing, all groups 
increased, with the exception of rubber products, by amounts ranging from 1 to 4 per cent. The 
clothing and textile products groups between them accounted for more than half of the total increase 
in non-durables' manufacturing, 


Mining rose by 1.3 per cent, with gains of 7 per cent in metal mining and 1 per cent in non- 
metal mining being partially offset by a 4 per cent decline in fuel mining, The main factor in the 
metal mining increase was a 22 per cent advance in iron ore. Crude petroleum accounted for the fuel 
mining decline, falling from an unusually high third-quarter level. 


Electric power and gas utilities increased by 0.5 per cent in the fourth quarter, whereas 
forestry declined by 5.5 per cent, because of decreased cuttings of pulpwood and other types of wood. 


Construction declined by about 2 per cent, with a drop in public construction partially offset 
by an increase in private construction. 


Within the service-producing industries, transportation, storage and communication rose by 
1.9 per cent, with transportation expanding by 2 1/2 per cent, and communication by 1/2 per cent, 
while storage was only slightly higher than its third-quarter level. Within transportation, water 
transportation provided the main strength by recovering from the strike effects of the previous 
quarter, Air transport was also strong (up 4 per cent), as was transportation by pipelines (up 3 per 
cent, because of gas pipelines). Passenger transport showed the major weakness, reflecting the urban 
transit strike in Montreal which lasted from September 21 to October 21 and the lack of EXPO traffic 
in the last two months of the quarter. Railway transport was also down, by 1/2 per cent, due to a 
fractional decline in the freight component and a much larger decline in the passenger component, which 
was also affected by the post-EXPO period. Within communication, the telephone component rose by 2 
per cent. 


The finance, insurance and real estate grouping rose by 1.4 per cent, with more than half of 
this increase coming from the rents component.

Wholesale and retail trade increased by 0.9 per cent, with retail trade 0.6 per cent higher 
than its third-quarter level, and wholesale trade, 1.3 per cent higher. Within retail trade, almost 
all of the components showed relatively small movements. Farm implement dealers was the only store- 
type to record a large increase, of 10 per cent, which represented a partial recovery from a very low 
third-quarter level. Within wholesale trade, movements were mixed. The groceries and food specialties 
component increased by 1 per cent, while the construction materials and supplies component decreased

The community, recreation, business and personal service grouping declined by 1.3 per cent over 
the third quarter of 1967, mainly because of a drop of 4 1/2 per cent in the personal service group. 
This drop was concentrated in the restaurants and the hotels, motels and lodging houses components, 
which reflected the closing of EXPO at the end of October. Continued advances in the education and 
health components resulted in a 1/2 per cent increase in the community group.

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FEBRUARY INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production fell by 1.1 per cent in February, drop- 
ping to 284.4 from the revised January level of 287.6. A 1.9 per cent fall in manufacturing and a 0.8 
per cent decline in electric power and gas utilities were only partially offset by a 2.4 per cent in- 
crease in mining. All of the reduction in manufacturing output was due to the 5.0 per cent contraction 
in durables as non-durables rose by 0.9 per cent. 


The decline in durables' manufacturing was largely due to the effects of labour disputes on 
both the motor vehicles, (- 31%), and the motor vehicle parts, (- 26%), industries. If these two in- 
dustries had maintained their January levels, durables manufactures would have risen by 0.7 per cent, 
total manufacturing by 0.8 per cent, and the Index as a whole by 0.9 per cent. With the industries 
still affected by labour disputes in March, little or no recovery in these areas is expected before 
April. Also contributing to the durables' decrease were declines of 1 per cent in wood products and 
2 per cent in iron and steel products. The major factor in the latter decline was a near 9 per cent 
drop in iron castings; primarily due to decreased pipe production. 


Partially offsetting the above declines were increases of 3 per cent in non-ferrous metal prod- 
ucts, 7 per cent in non-metallic mineral products, (from an abnormally low January level), and 4 per 
cent in electrical apparatus and supplies. Virtually all of this latter gain was due to the 17 per cent 
increase in telecommunication equipment, and was in part due to increased production of colour tele- 
vision sets. 


In non-durables, (+ 0.9%), three of the eleven major groups, (tobacco, clothing and rubber), 
fell, by 1, 2 and 7 per cent respectively. The remaining eight rose by amounts ranging from fractional 
to more than 6 per cent. In foods and beverages, (+ 0.7%), a better than 2 per cent rise in the foods 
component was offset to a considerable extent by a more than 3 per cent decline in beverages as dis- 
tilleries fell by more than 14 per cent from their record January level. 


Other major contributors to the non-durables' upturn were paper products which rose by 3 per 
cent, (largely due to the better than 2 per cent increase in pulp and paper), and products of petroleum 
and coal which rose by 6 per cent. 


In mining, (+ 2.4%), all major components shared in the gain as metals rose by 2 per cent, non- 
metals rose by 6 per cent, and fuels rose fractionally. While almost all metals components rose, the 
major contributors were iron ore, (+ 4%), and copper, (+ 4%). In non-metals the gain was largely due 
to the potash component. 


In electric power and gas utilities, (- 0.8%), a 1 per cent increase in electricity was more 
than offset by a decline in gas. 


NOTE 


The figures in tables 1 and 2 may not reconcile with those on the Index of Industrial Production 
in table 3 because of small revisions to December which have not been incorporated in the latter table.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of “indirect taxes less subsidies’'. in addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S.

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MARCH INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose by 0.4 per cent in March, advancing 
to 286.1 from the revised February level of 284.9. While the latest movement reversed that of the 
previous two months, it left the Index, which measures approximately one-third of the economy, lower 
by 0.5% in the quarter than in the last quarter of 1967. 


The March gain originated in both manufacturing, (+ 0.6%), and mining, (+ 1.0%), as electric 
power and gas utilities fell by 2.4 per cent. In manufacturing all of the gain was due to the 2 per 
cent increase in non-durables, as durables fell by 1 per cent. 


The non-durables gain was wide spread as 8 of the 1l major groups rose. The major factors in 
the up-surge were textiles, which rose by nearly 11 per cent, rubber, (up by 18 per cent) and foods and 
beverages (+ 2 per cent). The only large decline at the major group level occurred in petroleum and 
coal products. 


In durables, (- 1.0%), the 2 per cent drop in iron and steel products was responsible for 
nearly 60 per cent of the decline. The major factor here was the 7 per cent decrease in primary 
iron and steel, largely due to a tapering off of demand for steel for use in pipes and tubes and in 
automobiles. In transportation equipment, (- 2%), the steel strike affected motor vehicles industry 
was the major factor in the decline, as it fell by 2 per cent. With the cessation of strikes at one 
of the largest producers in this industry a substantial advance in motor vehicle production is 
expected in April. 


Fuels, (+ 3%), were the cause of the 1.0 per cent gain in mining as both non-metals and metals 
fell by small amounts. All components contributed to the fuels increase; coal, (+ 10%), natural gas, 
(+ 6%), petroleum, (+ 2%). 


The 2.4 per cent decline in electric power and gas utilities was entirely due to a 3 per cent 
decrease in electric power as gas was unchanged. The drop was due to declines in Ontario and Quebec, 
particularly the latter. 


With the first quarter of 1968 now complete the following changes are shown, on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, from the fourth quarter of 1967.

The decline in the first quarter of 1968 was largely due to the effects of labour disputes in 
the motor vehicles and the motor vehicles parts industries. If these industries has maintained their 
fourth quarter levels, (strike affected also but only to a minor degree), then the following movements 
from the fourth quarter of 1967 to the first quarter of 1968 would have occurred; durable manufacturing, 
(- 0.6%), total manufacturing, (4+ 0.4%), Index of Industrial Production, (+ 0.7%). 


NOTE 


The figures in tables 1 and 2 may not reconcile with those on the Index of Industrial Production 
in table 3 because of small revisions to December which have not been incorporated in the latter table.

Real Domestic Product less Agriculture 


Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 
service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies''. in addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61".

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Real Domestic Product less Agriculture, Fourth Quarter, and the Year, 1967(1 


Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture increased by 0.6 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 1967, advancing to 243.6 from the revised third-quarter level of 242.1. More than 
60 per cent of this increase came from manufacturing, with 30 per cent contributed by transportation, 
storage and communication, and more than 20 per cent from finance, insurance and real estate. The 
non-agricultural goods-producing industries rose by 0.5 per cent, and the service-producing industries 
went up by 0.7 per cent. 


Non-agricultural real output rose by 3.1 per cent during 1967, compared to the 6.7 per cent 
expansion that was recorded for 1966. The rate of growth for 1967 is also considerably less than the 
average annual rate of growth of 4.8 per cent that took place in the 1946 to 1966 period. Several of 
the major industry groupings showed increases that were well below their post-war average rates of 
growth, Manufacturing, for example, increased by only 1.1 per cent in 1967 compared to 4.9 per cent 
in the same period, while construction fell by several percentage points from its 1966 level. Of the 
major industry groupings that rose, the transportation, storage and communication grouping registered 
the most significant increase, rising to 5.8 per cent from 4.8 per cent during 1946 to 1966. 


Production by Industry, Fourth Quarter, 1967 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing rose by 1.3 per cent, with more than half 
of the gain coming from the manufacture of durables, which was up 1.5 per cent, while non-durables 
increased by 1.1 per cent. Within durables' manufacturing, the iron and steel products group expanded 
by 5 per cent. The major factors in this expansion were the primary iron and steel and the iron 
castings components, which advanced by 10 per cent and 24 per cent, respectively. In both cases 
manufacture of pipe was the major cause of the gains, Production of motor vehicles also rose, by 2 per 
cent, as gains in November and December offset the October decline which was attributable to the 
effects of labour disputes in the U.S. industry. Within non-durables' manufacturing, all groups 
increased, with the exception of rubber products, by amounts ranging from 1 to 4 per cent. The 
clothing and textile products groups between them accounted for more than half of the total increase 
in non-durables' manufacturing. 


Mining rose by 1.3 per cent, with gains of 7 per cent in metal mining and 1 per cent in non- 
metal mining being partially offset by a 4 per cent decline in fuel mining. The main factor in the 
metal mining increase was a 22 per cent advance in iron ore. Crude petroleum accounted for the fuel 
mining decline, falling from an unusually high third-quarter level. 


Electric power and gas utilities increased by 0.5 per cent in the fourth quarter, whereas 
forestry declined by 5.5 per cent, because of decreased cuttings of pulpwood and other types of wood. 


Construction declined by about 2 per cent, with a drop in public construction partially offset 
by an increase in private construction. 


Within the service-producing industries, transportation, storage and communication rose by 
1.9 per cent, with transportation expanding by 2 1/2 per cent, and communication by 1/2 per cent, 
while storage was only slightly higher than its third-quarter level. Within transportation, water 
transportation provided the main strength by recovering from the strike effects of the previous 
quarter, Air transport was also strong (up 4 per cent), as was transportation by pipelines (up 3 per 
cent, because of gas pipelines).

Wholesale and retail trade increased by 0.9 per cent, with retail trade 0.6 per cent higher 
than its third-quarter level, and wholesale trade, 1.3 per cent higher. Within retail trade, almost 
all of the components showed relatively small movements. Farm implement dealers was the only store- 
type to record a large increase, of 10 per cent, which represented a partial recovery from a very low 
third-quarter level. Within:wholesale trade, movements were mixed. The groceries and food specialties 
component increased by 1 per cent, while the construction materials and supplies component decreased 
mL per cent. 


The community, recreation, business and personal service grouping declined by 1.3 per cent over 
the third quarter of 1967, mainly because of a drop of 4 1/2 per cent in the personal service group. 
This drop was concentrated in the restaurants and the hotels, motels and lodging houses components, 
which reflected the closing of EXPO at the end of October. Continued advances in the education and 
health components resulted in a 1/2 per cent increase in the community group.

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APRIL INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose by 2.2 percent in April, advancing 
to 291.5 from the revised March level of 285.3. All of the gain was due to the 3.2 percent growth in 
manufacturing as mining and electric power and gas utilities fell by 1.2 and 0.2 percent respectively. 
Within manufacturing most of the growth was due to the better than 6 percent gain in durables. Non- 
durables advanced by less than 1 percent. 


While 5 of the 6 durables' major groups shared in the gain the vast majority of it was due to 
the 29 percent advance in transportation equipment. Virtually all of this gain was due to the gains 
of 40 percent and 45 percent in the motor vehicles and motor vehicles parts industries respectively as 
they recovered from low levels in the previous two months. These low levels were substantially due to 
labour disputes, as indicated in last month's report. Elsewhere in durables primary iron and steel 
advanced by 6 percent. A considerable part of this gain was due to increased exports to the U.S. with 
much of the rest attributable to increased pipe and tube production. 


In non-durables 6 of the 11 major groups rose, advancing by amounts ranging from marginal to 5 
percent. Paper products, (+5%), were, however, the major factor in the non-durables gain, with the 
bulk of it originating in the pulp and paper industry, which advanced by more than 6 percent. Beverages 
also rose sharply, (5%); largely due to a near 13 percent advance in distilleries that reversed the 
movement of the past two months. 


The 1.2 percent decrease in mining was due to declines in metals and non-metals of 3 and 2 
percent respectively, as fuels advanced fractionally. The major factor in the metals' drop was the 
near 10 percent decrease in iron ore. 


In electric power and gas utilities, (-0.2%), a 10 percent decline in gas more than offset a 
2 percent gain in electric power. The decline in gas was largely due to abnormally warm weather in 
Ontario. 


NOTES TO USERS 


Ie The Real Domestic Product by industry measurement system (including the Index of Industrial 
Production) is about to be released on a revised basis, incorporating a new weight and reference base 
period (1961), the new (1960) Standard Industrial Classification, and more up to date comprehensive 
annual levels. The entire back record up to the end of 1967 will be made available in a new occasional 
paper entitled 'Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry - (1961 Base)", D.B.S. Cat. No. 61-506 

and will be updated, as in the past, in the regular monthly issues of this report, D.B.S. Cat. No. 
61-005. 


Because of the revision the first quarter 1968 Real Domestic Product data, which would normally 
be found in this April issue, are not available at this time.

Note to Users 


The indexes of real domestic product at factor cost (the sum of the unduplicated output of all 
industries located in Canada) are an extension of the "Index of Industrial Production" to cover the 
whole range of domestic industries. In addition to mining, manufacturing and electric power and gas 
utilities, total domestic product includes the following industry groups: agriculture; forestry; fish- 
ing and trapping; construction; transportation, storage and communication; trade; finance, insurance 
and real estate; public administration and defence; and community, recreation, business and personal 


service. 


The real domestic product indexes are also an elaboration of the supply side of the National 
Accounts. Total domestic product differs conceptually from constant dollar expenditure on Gross 
National Product by (1) the inclusion of income paid to non-residents (2) the exclusion of income 
received from non-residents, and (3) the exclusion of "indirect taxes less subsidies''. In addition, of 
course, statistical differences may exist between these two measures of aggregate production. 


The real output indexes in Table 3 serve to bring up to date the historical record of production 
in Canada published in the 1967 Annual Supplement to the Index of Industrial Production publication. 
For a detailed description of concepts and methods used as well as other relevant material, see D.B.S. 
Occassional Paper 61-505, "Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61". 


Quarterly indexes for agriculture and for aggregate domestic production will not be available, 
except on a once-a-year basis; they will appear in the annual supplement to this report each spring.

Seasonally adjusted real domestic product less agriculture increased by 0.6 per cent in the 
fourth quarter of 1967, advancing to 243.6 from the revised third-quarter level of 242.1. More than 
60 per cent of this increase came from manufacturing, with 30 per cent contributed by transportation, 
storage and communication, and more than 20 per cent from finance, insurance and real estate. The 
non-agricultural goods-producing industries rose by 0.5 per cent, and the service-producing industries 
went up by 0.7 per cent. 


Non-agricultural real output rose by 3.1 per cent during 1967, compared to the 6.7 per cent 
expansion that was recorded for 1966. The rate of growth for 1967 is also considerably less than the 
average annual rate of growth of 4.8 per cent that took place in the 1946 to 1966 period. Several of 
the major industry groupings showed increases that were well below their post-war average rates of 
growth. Manufacturing, for example, increased by only 1.1 per cent in 1967 compared to 4.9 per cent 
in the same period, while construction fell by several percentage points from its 1966 level. Of the 
major industry groupings that rose, the transportation, storage and communication grouping registered 
the most significant increase, rising to 5.8 per cent from 4.8 per cent during 1946 to 1966. 


Production by Industry, Fourth Quarter, 1967 


Within the goods-producing industries, manufacturing rose by 1.3 per cent, with more than half 
of the gain coming from the manufacture of durables, which was up 1.5 per cent, while non-durables 
increased by 1.1 per cent. Within durables' manufacturing, the iron and steel products group expanded 
by 5 per cent. The major factors in this expansion were the primary iron and steel and the iron 
castings components, which advanced by 10 per cent and 24 per cent, respectively. In both cases 
manufacture of pipe was the major cause of the gains. Production of motor vehicles also rose, by 2 per 
cent, as gains in November and December offset the October decline which was attributable to the 
effects of labour disputes in the U.S. industry. Within non-durables' manufacturing, all groups 
increased, with the exception of rubber products, by amounts ranging from 1 to 4 per cent. The 
clothing and textile products groups between them accounted for more than half of the total increase 
in non-durables' manufacturing, 


Mining rose by 1.3 per cent, with gains of 7 per cent in metal mining and 1 per cent in non- 
metal mining being partially offset by a 4 per cent decline in fuel mining. The main factor in the 
metal mining increase was a 22 per cent advance in iron ore. Crude petroleum accounted for the fuel 
mining decline, falling from an unusually high third-quarter level. 


Electric power and gas utilities increased by 0.5 per cent in the fourth quarter, whereas 
forestry declined by 5.5 per cent, because of decreased cuttings of pulpwood and other types of wood. 


Construction declined by about 2 per cent, with a drop in public construction partially offset 
by an increase in private construction. 


Within the service-producing industries, transportation, storage and communication rose by 
1.9 per cent, with transportation expanding by 2 1/2 per cent, and communication by 1/2 per cent, 
while storage was only slightly higher than its third-quarter level.

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IMPORTANT NOTICE - REGARDING WEIGHT AND REFERENCE BASE REVISIONS 


The Real Domestic Product by industry system has been extensively revised. Occasional Paper, 
Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry - 1961 Base, D.B.S, Catalogue No. 61-506 contains these re- 
visions and the complete historical record of annual and sub-annual measures of R.D.P. (including the Index 
of Industrial Production), back as far as 1919 for some series, and supersedes all previously published data. 
This publication, priced at $2.00, can be ordered from Publications Distribution, Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. (For a detailed description of concepts and methods users should continue to refer to D.B.S. 
occasional paper 61-505, Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61.) 


The most important changes in the revised series are the incorporation of a 1961 weight and 


reference base, the use of the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification as of 1961, and the revision of the 
1949-based indexes in industries other than those included in the Index of Industrial Production for the 
period from 1949 to 1960. As well, improved and up-to-date annual levels have been incorporated, the sub- 
annual projection techniques have been improved, and the sub-annual measures have been seasonally adjusted 
using the latest (X-11) variant of the U.S. Census Method II. 


Users will note that the tables contained in this and all forthcoming publications of 61-005 
extend the revised and rebased indexes into the current period. They present considerably expanded 
industrial detail for the service-producing industries as well as some additional detail for the Index of 
Industrial Production. Also included is an estimate of the output of agriculture each quarter, which will 
allow the regular quarterly release of total Real Domestic Product. 


May Index of Industrial Production - 1961 weight and Reference base 


The May Index of Industrial Production advanced to 158.1, a gain of 0.8 per cent from the April level of 156.8. 
Gains of 0.9 per cent in manufacturing and 2.1 per cent in electric power, gas and water utilities more than offset the 0.6 


per cent decline in mining. Within manufacturing the advance was entirely due to the 2.6 per cent increase in durables as non- 
durables declined by 0.8 per cent. 


With the exception of the machinery industries, where production was adversely affected by a strike in agricultural 
implements, all durables' major groups shared in the gain, rising by amounts ranging from marginal to 8 per cent. The bulk of 
the gain was due to the better than 8 per cent gain in transportation equipment. Virtually all of this was due to the 16 per 
cent advance in motor vehicles as the industry recovered from labour disputes in April. The wood industries rose by 5 per 


cent, due largely to a better than 7 per cent increase in sawmills and planing mills which was in part attributable to the 
settlement of strikes in British Columbia. 


In non-durables, (- 0.8%), gains of from 1 to 4 per cent in 7 major groups were more than offset by declines ranging 
from marginal to 6 per cent in the remaining 5. The major factor in the non-durables decline was the 5 per cent decline in 
foods and beverages. This in turn was largely due to the 29 per cent drop in distilleries, where production was adversely 


affected by labour disputes. Production in the rubber industries, which fell by 6 per cent, was also adversely affected by 
labour disputes. 


In mining, (- 0.6%)’, a fractional gain in metals was more than offset by declines in mineral fuels and non-metals of 


3 per cent and one per cent respectively. The decline in fuels was entirely due to the 3 per cent drop in crude petroleum and 
natural gas as coal moved upwards by 2 per cent. 


In utilities, G@ 2.1%), virtually all the gain was due to gas distribution, which rose by 14 per cent.

Real Domestic Product,(1) First arter of 1968 


Real domestic product rose by 1.0 per cent between the fourth quarter of 1967 and the first 
quarter of 1968, while non-agricultural real output increased by 0.5 per cent. The goods-producing 
industries less agriculture were up by 0.4 per cent, and the service-producing industries, by 0.6 per 
cent. The major dampening influence on the first quarter came from the components of the Index of 
Industrial Production, which was only fractionally higher (0.1 per cent) than it was during the last 
quarter of the previous year. 


Agriculture(2) advanced by 13 per cent from its first-quarter level. Transportation, storage 
and communication increased by 1 per cent, with advances in railway and truck transport more than 
offsetting declines in water transport and related services. Electric power, gas and water utilities 
was up by 3 per cent, because of a 3 per cent gain in electric power. Construction rose by 1 1/2 per 
cent and public administration and defence was 1 per cent higher than its fourth-quarter level. 


Manufacturing and trade were the only two of the eleven industry divisions to record declines 
in the first quarter. Each was down by less than 1/2 per cent. Trade declined because a drop in 
wholesale trade more than offset the first-quarter increase in retail trade. Both manufacturing and 
wholesale trade were affected by labour disputes in the motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts industries. 
Within manufacturing, a drop of 3 per cent in durables more than offset the increase of 2 per cent in 
non-durables.

All three principal 
components shared in the gain as mining advanced by 1.5 percent, manufacturing by 0.9 percent, and electric power, gas and 
water utilities by 1.8 percent. 


In mining, while all 3 principal components shared in the advance with gains ranging from 1 to 3 percent, the major 
part of it was due to a better than 2 percent advance in metal mines, 


In manufacturing, (+0.9%), all of the advance was due to the 2.0 percent gain in non-durable manufacturing as 
durables fell fractionally, (-0.1 percent). While all major non-durable components, (with the exception of chemicals), shared 
in the gain the principal factor, (accounting for about one half of it), was the better than 5 percent advance in the paper 
and allied industries. Pulp and paper mills, (+/7%), were the major cause of the latter gain, 


Other major contributors to the non-durables advance were the rubber industries, (+/7%), the petroleum and coal 
products industries, (44%), and the textile industries, (+2%). Part of the gain in the rubber industries was due to recovery 
from labour disputes. In the textile industries nearly all of the gain was due to the large advance in the cotton yarn and 
cloth mills component. Gains in the remaining non-durable groups ranged up to nearly 4 percent. 


Virtually all of the marginal durables' decline, (-0.1%), was due to the near 4 percent drop in the transportation 
equipment industries. While nearly all of the transportation components contributed to the decrease the principal factor was 
the 11 percent decline in motor vehicle parts and accessories where production was adversely affected by labour disputes. In 


addition, motor vehicle production declined by 2 percent and shipbuilding and repair by 8. With the exception of the machinery 


and non-metallic mineral products industries, each of which fell fractionally, the remaining durables' groups registered gains 
ranging from fractional to nearly 3 percent. 


In electric power, gas and water utilities, (+1.8%) the gain was divided between electric power, (+1%), and gas 
distribution, (+6%). 


Column 1 in the table below shows the change from the first to the second quarter of 1968 and column 2 shows the 
first 6 months of 1968 compared to the first 6 months of 1967.

In manufacturing, (40.9%), all of the advance was due to the 2.0 percent gain in non-durable manufacturing as 
durables fell fractionally, (-0.1 percent), While all major non-durable components, (with the exception of chemicals), shared 
in the gain the principal factor, (accounting for about one half of it), was the better than 5 percent advance in the paper 
and allied industries. Pulp and paper mills, (+7%), were the major cause of the latter gain. 


Other major contributors to the non-durables advance were the rubber industries, (+/7%), the petroleum and coal 
products industries, (44%), and the textile industries, (42%). Part of the gain in the rubber industries was due to recovery 
from labour disputes. In the textile industries nearly all of the gain was due to the large advance in the cotton yarn and 
cloth mills component. Gains in the remaining non-durable groups ranged up to nearly 4 percent. 


Virtually all of the marginal durables' decline, (-0.1%), was due to the near 4 percent drop in the transportation 
equipment industries. While nearly all of the transportation components contributed to the decrease the principal factor was 
the 11 percent decline in motor vehicle parts and accessories where production was adversely affected by labour disputes. In 
addition, motor vehicle production declined by 2 percent and shipbuilding and repair by 8. With the exception of the machinery 
and non-metallic mineral products industries, each of which fell fractionally, the remaining durables' groups registered gains 
ranging from fractional to nearly 3 percent. 


In electric power, gas and water utilities, (+1.8%) the gain was divided between electric power, (+1%), and gas 
distribution, (+6%). 


Column 1 in the table below shows the change from the first to the second quarter of 1968 and column 2 shows the 
first 6 months of 1968 compared to the first 6 months of 1967.

Real domestic product rose by 1.0 per cent between the fourth quarter of 1967 and the first 
quarter of 1968, while non-agricultural real output increased by 0.5 per cent. The goods-producing 
industries less agriculture were up by 0.4 per cent, and the service-producing industries, by 0.6 per 
cent. The major dampening influence on the first quarter came from the components of the Index of 
Industrial Production, which was only fractionally higher (0.1 per cent) than it was during the last 
quarter of the previous year. 


Agriculture(2) advanced by 13 per cent from its first-quarter level. Transportation, storage 
and communication increased by 1 per cent, with advances in railway and truck transport more than 
offsetting declines in water transport and related services. Electric power, gas and water utilities 
Mas up by 3 per cent, because of a 3 per cent gain in electric power. Construction rose by 1 1/2 per 
cent and public administration and defence was 1 per cent higher than its fourth-quarter level. 


Manufacturing and trade were the only two of the eleven industry divisions to record declines 
in the first quarter. Each was down by less than 1/2 per cent. Trade declined because a drop in 
wholesale trade more than offset the first-quarter increase in retail trade. Both manufacturing and 
wholesale trade were affected by labour disputes in the motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts industries. 
Within manufacturing, a drop of 3 per cent in durables more than offset the increase of 2 per cent in 
non-durables. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements shown here may not always coincide with the constant price 
gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to 
conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price 
valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight-base 
periods. 

(2) Includes an estimate of crop production based on acreage intentions and ten-year average yields. 

As in the income and expenditure accounts, one quarter of this annual estimate is added to the 
first-quarter seasonally adjusted agriculture industry estimate. As firmer information on the 1968 
crop becomes available the agriculture index will be revised.

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IMPORTANT NOTICE - REGARDING WEIGHT AND REFERENCE BASE REVISIONS 


The Real Domestic Product by industry system has been extensively revised. Occasional Paper, 
Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry - 1961 Base, D.B.S, Catalogue No. 61-506 contains these re- 
visions and the complete historical record of annual and sub-annual measures of R.D.P. (including the Index 
of Industrial Production), back as far as 1919 for some series, and supersedes all previously published data. 
This publication, priced at $2.00, can be ordered from Publications Distribution, Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. (For a detailed description of concepts and methods users should continue to refer to D.B.S. 
occasional paper 61-505, Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61.) 


The most important changes in the revised series are the incorporation of a 1961 weight and 


reference base, the use of the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification as of 1961, and the revision of the 
1949-based indexes in industries other than those included in the Index of Industrial Production for the 
period from 1949 to 1960. As well, improved and up-to-date annual levels have been incorporated, the sub- 
annual projection techniques have been improved, and the sub-annual measures have been seasonally adjusted 
using the latest (X-11) variant of the U.S. Census Method II. 


Users will note that the tables contained in this and all forthcoming publications of 61-005 
extend the revised and rebased indexes into the current period. They present considerably expanded 
industrial detail for the service-producing industries as well as some additional detail for the Index of 
Industrial Production. Also included is an estimate of the output of agriculture each quarter, which will 
allow the regular quarterly release of total Real Domestic Product. 


July Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined by 0.6% in July to 159.0 from the revised June level 
of 159.9. This represented the first monthly decline during 1968. The decline originated in manufacturing as mining was 
virtually unchanged in July and the output of electric power, gas and water utilities was higher by almost 6%. Within manu- 
facturing, the entire drop occurred in the non-durables component, down by 3.2 per cent, as durables moved marginally higher 
during the month. 


This latest change left the total Index higher by 4 per cent thus far in 1968, a year characterized by a widespread 
incidence of work stoppages. As has been the case for several months these work stoppages and recoveries therefrom continued 
in July to influence many of the short term monthly movements in various component industries. In manufacturing, for example, 
the 'time lost in work stoppages' to the end of July 1968 amounts to 2749.5 thousand man-working days. This exceeds by about 
50% the time lost in all of 1967. The time lost in manufacturing in July alone was considerably more than double the amount 
lost in July last year. 


Returning to the month of July, the major element in the non-durables' decline was an 11% drop in the pulp and paper 
industry, following on the heels of six consecutive and relatively large monthly gains up to June. Elsewhere, the 1 per cent 
gain in beverages in July obscured two very large and strike-affected movements in the distilleries and breweries components. 
Output in the rubber industry fell a further 14% in July. The major factor in the 4% decline in textiles was a large drop in 
cotton yarn and cloth industry, after the unusually high June level. 


In durables, the wood industries fell by 6 per cent in July with both sawmills and veneer and plywood contributing, 
down by 6 per cent and 12 per cent respectively. Although iron and steel mills were little changed in the month, the primary 
metal industries group advanced by 3%, largely due to iron foundries and smelting and refining. The machinery industries 
showed a sizeable advance in July, due to strike recovery in its agricultural implement component. Motor vehicle production 
was up by 7% in July; however this movements was offset by large declines in aircraft and parts, motor vehicle parts and 
accessories, and railway rolling stock. The construction-oriented non-metallic mineral products group was down more than 5% 
in the month, with almost all components contributing to the weakness.

Real Domestic Product(1), Second Quarter of 1968 


In the second quarter of 1968 the seasonally adjusted Index of Real Domectic Product rose by 1.3% from the revised 
first-quarter level of 141.9. Real Domestic Product less agriculture rose by 1.5% from its first -quarter level, which was 
also slightly revised. Almost all of this advance came from the goods-producing industries less agriculture, which were 3.1% 
higher than they were in the strike-affected first quarter. In contrast, the service-producing industries, partially dampened 
by strikes, were only fractionally changed (+0.3%) from their first-quarter level. The Index of Industrial Production components 
registered a strong recovery, increasing by 2.7%. 


Manufacturing advanced by 3.2%, with durables up by 5.1%, and non-durables by 1.4%. The large increase in the manu- 
facturing of durables was mainly the result of recoveries from first-quarter strikes in the motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts 
and accessories manufacturers industries. These recoveries continued throughout the second quarter but were dampened by further 
strikes in April and June. In non-durables, paper and allied industries were largely responsible for the increase. 


Construction was 6.1% over its first-quarter level, reflecting the substantial increases which occurred in the resi- 


dential, engineering, and highways components. The increase in residential construction was evident in both multiple and sin- 
gle-housing units. 


Mining rose by 2.3%, with increases in metal mines and mineral fuels accounting for nearly all of this increase. 


The community, business and personal service division was 0.6% higher than its first-quarter level. Education and 
related services and health and welfare services rose, more than offsetting a drop in personal services (mainly in hotels, 
restaurants and taverns). 


Trade also recorded a 0.6% increase, with retail trade unchanged from its first-quarter level, and wholesale trade 
higher by 1.6%. 


Agriculture and the strike-affected transportation, storage and communication division were the only industries to 
record significant declines in output during the second quarter. Agriculture (2) fell by 4.1%. Transportation, storage and 
communication decreased by 1.5% with transportation down by 2 1/2%, storage by 4 1/2%, and communication up by 1%. Railway, 
water and truck transport fell by 3%, 7%, and 2%, respectively. The water transport industry and incidental services were 


affected by the strike which closed the St. Lawrence Seaway on June 21, as were other related industries, such as grain 
elevator and other storage.

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IMPORTANT NOTICE - REGARDING WEIGHT AND REFERENCE BASE REVISIONS 


The Real Domestic Product by industry system has been extensively revised. Occasional Paper, 
Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry - 1961 Base, D.B.S, Catalogue No. 61-506 contains these re- 
visions and the complete historical record of annual and sub-annual measures of R.D.P. (including the Index 
of Industrial Production), back as far as 1919 for some series, and supersedes all previously published data. 
This publication, priced at $2.00, can be ordered from Publications Distribution, Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. (For a detailed description of concepts and methods users should continue to refer to D.B.S. 
occasional paper 61-505, Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61.) 


The most important changes in the revised series are the incorporation of a 1961 weight and 


reference base, the use of the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification as of 1961, and the revision of the 
1949-based indexes in industries other than those included in the Index of Industrial Production for the 
period from 1949 to 1960. As well, improved and up-to-date annual levels have been incorporated, the sub- 
annual projection techniques have been improved, and the sub-annual measures have been seasonally adjusted 
using the latest (X-11) variant of the U.S. Census Method II. 


Users will note that the tables contained in this and all forthcoming publications of 61-005 
extend the revised and rebased indexes into the current period. They present considerably expanded 
industrial detail for the service-producing industries as well as some additional detail for the Index of 
Industrial Production. Also included is an estimate of the output of agriculture each quarter, which will 
allow the regular quarterly release of total Real Domestic Product. 


August Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was virtually unchanged in August as it fell marginally to 
159.3, a drop of 0.1 percent from the revised July level of 159.5. This marginal decline was due to decreases of 2.1 percent 
in mining and 0.6 percent in electric power, water and gas utitities; these decreases were almost offset by a small upwards 
movement in manufacturing. 


The decrease in mining was largely due to a 3 percent decline in metals, the principal cause of which was decreased 
production of zinc. A fall in electric power caused the drop in utilities. 


In manufacturing the increase, (+ 0.3%), was due to a 1.4 percent gain in durables, as non-durables fell by 0.9 per- 
cent. The major factors in the durables' gain were the 5 percent rise in the transportation equipment industries, which ac- 
counted for nearly 3/5 of the durables' increase, and the 6 percent gain in the wood industries, which accounted for the bulk 
of the remainder. Non-metallic minerals, furniture and fixtures, and metal fabricating also rose. The principal factors in 
the transportation equipment gain were production increases of 14 percent in motor vehicle parts and accessories, 5 percent 
in aircraft and parts, and 4 percent in motor vehicles. In the case of the first two the gains to a large extent represen- 
ted recovery from labour disputes. In the wood industries the principal causes of the gain were increases of 9 percent and 
3 percent in sawmills and planing mills and in veneer and plywood mills, respectively. 


Partially offsetting the above noted durables' gains were declines of 3 percent in primary metals and 2 percent in 
machinery. A principal cause of the drop in primary metals was the 23 percent fall in steel pipe and tube mills, (largely due 
to the completion of pipeline contracts). Accompanying the above noted decline in metal mining was a 6 percent decline in 
smelting and refining, (largely due to decreased production of lead and zinc), which also contributed to the primary metals 
drop. 


Non-durables manufacturing, (- 0.9%), presented a mixed picture in August. Declines ranging from 1 to 8 percent in 
miscellaneous manufactures, printing and publishing, chemicals, paper products, and tobacco were only partially offset by 
increases ranging from fractional to 4 percent in the remaining seven principal components. The largest single factor in the 
non-durables' decrease was the 8 percent dip in pulp and paper, in part attributable to labour disputes.

Real Domestic Product(1l Second Quarter of 1968 


In the second quarter of 1968 the seasonally adjusted Index of Real Domectic Product rose by 1.3% from the revised 
first-quarter level of 141.9. Real Domestic Product less agriculture rose by 1.5% from its first -quarter level, which was 
also slightly revised. Almost all of this advance came from the goods-producing industries less agriculture, which were 3.1% 
higher than they were in the strike-affected first quarter. In contrast, the service-producing industries, partially dampened 


by strikes, were only fractionally changed (40.3%) from their first-quarter level. The Index of Industrial Production components 
registered a strong recovery, increasing by 2.7%. 


Manufacturing advanced by 3.2%, with durables up by 5.1%, and non-durables by 1.4%. The large increase in the manu- 
facturing of durables was mainly the result of recoveries from first-quarter strikes in the motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts 
and accessories manufacturers industries. These recoveries continued throughout the second quarter but were dampened by further 
strikes in April and June. In non-durables, paper and allied industries were largely responsible for the increase. 


Construction was 6.1% over its first-quarter level, reflecting the substantial increases which occurred in the resi- 


dential, engineering, and highways components. The increase in residential construction was evident in both multiple and sin- 
gle-housing units. 


Mining rose by 2.3%, with increases in metal mines and mineral fuels accounting for nearly all of this increase. 


The community, business and personal service division was 0.6% higher than its first-quarter level. Education and 
related services and health and welfare services rose, more than offsetting a drop in personal services (mainly in hotels, 
restaurants and taverns). 


Trade also recorded a 0.6% increase, with retail trade unchanged from its first-quarter level, and wholesale trade 
higher by 1.6%. 


Agriculture and the strike-affected transportation, storage and communication division were the only industries to 
record significant declines in output during the second quarter. Agriculture (2) fell by 4.1%. Transportation, storage and 
communication decreased by 1.5% with transportation down by 2 1/2%, storage by 4 1/2%, and communication up by 1%. Railway, 
water and truck transport fell by 3%, 7%, and 2%, respectively. The water transport industry and incidental services were 


affected by the strike which closed the St. Lawrence Seaway on June 21, as were other related industries, such as grain 
elevator and other storage.

IMPORTANT NOTICE - REGARDING WEIGHT AND REFERENCE BASE REVISIONS 


The Real Domestic Product by industry system has been extensively revised. Occasional Paper, 
Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry - 1961 Base, D.B.S, Catalogue No. 61-506 contains these re- 
visions and the complete historical record of annual and sub-annual measures of R.D.P. (including the Index 
of Industrial Production), back as far as 1919 for some series, and supersedes all previously published data. 
This publication, priced at $2.00, can be ordered from Publications Distribution, Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. (For a detailed description of concepts and methods users should continue to refer to D.B.S. 
occasional paper 61-505, Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61.) 


The most important changes in the revised series are the incorporation of a 1961 weight and 


reference base, the use of the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification as of 1961, and the revision of the 
1949-based indexes in industries other than those included in the Index of Industrial Production for the 
period from 1949 to 1960. As well, improved and up-to-date annual levels have been incorporated, the sub- 
annual projection techniques have been improved, and the sub-annual measures have been seasonally adjusted 
using the latest (X-11) variant of the U.S. Census Method II. 


Users will note that the tables contained in this and all forthcoming publications of 61-005 
extend the revised and rebased indexes into the current period. They present considerably expanded 
industrial detail for the service-producing industries as well as some additional detail for the Index of 
Industrial Production. Also included is an estimate of the output of agriculture each quarter, which will 
allow the regular quarterly release of total Real Domestic Product. 


September Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced to 161.1 in September, a gain of 1.1 percent from 
the revised August level of 159.3. The gain reversed the movement of the previous two months and was entirely due to the 1.8 
percent rise in manufacturing, as mining and utilities fell by 0.5 and 1.2 percent respectively. In manufacturing, both dura- 
bles and non-durables contributed to the gain, the former rising by 1.5 percent and the latter by 2.0 percent. 


The non-durables increase was widespread, as 9 of the 12 major groups rose. Only petroleum and coal products, print- 
ing and publishing, and clothing showed declines. The bulk of the increase was due to gains in rubber, (where recovery from 
labour disputes was a factor), in chemical products, and in paper products, where some recovery took place after the large July 
drop. 


In durables also the gains were widespread as 6 of the 8 major groups rose. Only machinery and electrical products 
showed decreases and these were small. The major contributors to the durables gain were the primary metals industries and the 
transportation equipment industries, due to continued strength in both iron and steel mills and motor vehicles and related 
industries. 


Metal mines were the cause of the decline in mining as both fuels and non-metal mines rose, although the former only 
slightly. In mineral fuels the gain in crude petroleum was almost offset by a 12 percent decrease in coal mining, (largely 
caused by decreased production in Nova Scotia). In utilities both electricity and gas contributed to the decline. 


With 1968 now three quarters over, the following percentage changes are shown for the Canadian Index and its U.S. 
counterpart, based on seasonally adjusted data.

Real Domestic Product(1), Second Quarter of 1968 


In the second quarter of 1968 the seasonally adjusted Index of Real Domectic Product rose by 1.3% from the revised 
first-quarter level of 141.9. Real Domestic Product less agriculture rose by 1.5% from its first -quarter level, which was 
also slightly revised. Almost all of this advance came from the goods-producing industries less agriculture, which were 3.1% 
higher than they were in the strike-affected first quarter. In contrast, the service-producing industries, partially dampened 
by strikes, were only fractionally changed (+0.3%) from their first-quarter level. The Index of Industrial Production components 
registered a strong recovery, increasing by 2.7%. 


Manufacturing advanced by 3.2%, with durables up by 5.1%, and non-durables by 1.4%. The large increase in the manu- 
facturing of durables was mainly the result of recoveries from first-quarter strikes in the motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts 
and accessories manufacturers industries. These recoveries continued throughout the second quarter but were dampened by further 
strikes in April and June. In non-durables, paper and allied industries were largely responsible for the increase. 


Construction was 6.1% over its first-quarter level, reflecting the substantial increases which occurred in the resi- 
dential, engineerin and highways components. The increase in residential construction was evident in both multiple and sin- 
’ g B> & yi ip P 
gle-housing units. 


Mining rose by 2.3%, with increases in metal mines and mineral fuels accounting for nearly all of this increase. 


The community, business and personal service division was 0.6% higher than its first-quarter level. Education and 
related services and health and welfare services rose, more than offsetting a drop in personal services (mainly in hotels, 
restaurants and taverns). 


Trade also recorded a 0.6% increase, with retail trade unchanged from its first-quarter level, and wholesale trade 
higher by 1.6%. 


Agriculture and the strike-affected transportation, storage and communication division were the only industries to 
record significant declines in output during the second quarter. Agriculture (2) fell by 4.1%. Transportation, storage and 
communication decreased by 1.5% with transportation down by 2 1/2%, storage by 4 1/2%, and communication up by 1%. Railway, 
water and truck transport fell by 3%, 7%, and 2%, respectively. The water transport industry and incidental services were 


affected by the strike which closed the St. Lawrence Seaway on June 21, as were other related industries, such as grain 
elevator and other storage. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements shown here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national expenditure 
data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. Among these 
differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of 
different weight-base periods.

The newly-calculated annual rates of growth for the Real Domestic Product (RDP) 
measures, which span the 1935-1967 period for most industries, indicate that there 
has been a marked and fairly general acceleration in output growth in Canada during 
the 1960's. Thus, in spite of some deceleration in output during 1966 and 1967, 
total RDP grew at a rate of 5.86% from 1961, the beginning of the current cyclical 
expansion. In contrast, the average growth in total RDP for the 1946-61 period was 
4.70% per annum, and 4.69% for the 1946-67 period as a whole. This compares with an 
average annual rate of growth of population of 1.88% from 1961-67, thus indicating a 
per capita rate of growth in real output of about 4 per cent in the current period. 


The highest rate of growth both over the long term and during the 1960's was 
exhibited by the electric power, gas and water utilities group which advanced at a 
rate of 9.30% per annum during the 1946-67 and at 8.38% during the 1961-67 periods. 

In the 1946-61 period, mining output expanded even more rapidly - at 10.22% per 

annum. This very rapid advance was not, however, sustained during the 1960's although | 
mines continued to show an above average growth of 6.72%. Construction, with a 

growth rate of between 6% and 7% consistently maintained third place throughout the | 
post-war period, while the cyclically sensitive manufacturing and transportation, 
storage and communication industry groups showed marked acceleration in their rates | 
of-advance during the 1960"s (advancinefrom’4.58, "to" 7*+627 and from 4.297, £6 6.5575 
respectively, as between the 1946-61 and 1961-67 periods). It is interesting to 

note the significant increase in the rate of growth of the community, business and | 
personal services group in recent years (5.79% vs. 3.84% for the earlier period), 
resulting largely from expansion of such industries as education and services to 
business management. Public administration and defence, on the other hand, showed 
a growth of 2.16% per annum since 1961, thus joining the group of low-growth 
industries which had hitherto consisted of such primary goods-producing industries 
as fishing and trapping, agriculture and forestry.

Real Domestic Product Growth Trends | 
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The growth rates are based on the recently revised RDP measures published in 
DBS Occasional Paper 61-506, Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry, 1961 Base, 
and serve to replace growth trends published earlier in DBS Catalogue No. 61-005, 
spanning the 1946-66 period. Table 1 shows average annual long term rates of growth 
for the major industries and aggregates, and a breakdown of the post-war years into 
two sub-periods. The latter clearly reveals the differences in growth trends under- 
lying the long term rate. It should be noted that, since the recent revision of the 
RDP system included not only a rebasing to a 1961 weight and reference base but also 
the incorporation of the 1960 SIC, some industries were not sufficiently comparable 
between the new and the old system to be considered continuous for the entire 1946- 
67 period. In such cases long term growth rates are footnoted in the table. The | 
remaining tables show, for total RDP and selected major industry aggregates, year- 
to-year percentage changes as well as average annual growth rates for all sub-pe- 
riods encompassed in the 1935-67 period. Thus, for example, the year-to-year per 
cent change from 1966 to 1967 in the service-producing industries (as indicated in 
the last column and last row of Table IV) was 5.0%, while the 1935-67 average rate 
of growth (as indicated in the last column and the first row of the table) was 4.5

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IMPORTANT NOTICE - REGARDING WEIGHT AND REFERENCE BASE REVISIONS 


The Real Domestic Product by industry system has been extensively revised. Occasional Paper, 
Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry - 1961 Base, D.B.S, Catalogue No. 61-506 contains these re- 
visions and the complete historical record of annual and sub-annual measures of R.D.P. (including the Index 
of Industrial Production), back as far as 1919 for some series, and supersedes all previously published data. 
This publication, priced at $2.00, can be ordered from Publications Distribution, Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. (For a detailed description of concepts and methods users should continue to refer to D.B.S. 
occasional paper 61-505, Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61.) 


The most important changes in the revised series are the incorporation of a 1961 weight and 
reference base, the use of the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification as of 1961, and the revision of the | 
1949-based indexes in industries other than those included in the Index of Industrial Production for the 
period from 1949 to 1960. As well, improved and up-to-date annual levels have been incorporated, the sub- 
annual projection techniques have been improved, and the sub-annual measures have been seasonally adjusted 
using the latest (X-11) variant of the U.S. Census Method II. 


Users will note that the tables contained in this and all forthcoming publications of 61-005 
extend the revised and rebased indexes into the current period. They present considerably expanded 
industrial detail for the service-producing industries as well as some additional detail for the Index of 
Industrial Production. Also included is an estimate of the output of agriculture each quarter, which will 
allow the regular quarterly release of total Real Domestic Product. 


October Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced by 0.7 percent in October, rising to 162.5 from the 
revised September level of 161.4. While all three principal components contributed to the gain, manufacturing was the principal 
factor; both non-durables and durables advanced by 0.5 percent. 


While eight of the twelve non-durables' groups shared in the rise almost half of it was due to the near 6 percent 
increase in pulp and paper mills. This increase was largely due to increased exports of newsprint to countries other than 
the U.S.A. Sizeable gains also occurred in the three fabric oriented industries, (textiles, knitting mills, and clothing). 
Partially offsetting the gains in most non-durables' groups were declines in foods and beverages, rubber, leather and 
chemicals. The most important of these in terms of contribution was that in foods and beverages which fell by nearly 4 percent, 
largely due to decreases in the three principal beverages components. 


Durable manufacturing presented a mixed picture in October. Gains in wood products, furniture, primary metals, 
transportation equipment and non-metallic products were partially offset by decreases in the metal fabricating, machinery, 
and electrical products industries. The major factor in the durables' gains was the near 10 percent advance in sawmills and 
planing mills. This was largely due to increased production in British Columbia. Most of the remaining durables' gain was 
due to the 1 percent advance in transportation equipment where the motor vehicle industries continued to show strength. | 


Some significant movements in the durables' detail was obscured by aggregation. The fractional gain in the primary 
metals industries was entirely due to a better than 30 percent advance in the steel pipe and tube mills component that was 
largely a result of increased exports and stockpiling. In the machinery industries the decline was almost entirely due to 
a sizeable, largely labour dispute caused, decline in the agricultural implements component that was only partially offset 
by gains in most of the other components. | 


Utilities advanced by 1.6 percent. The bulk of it was due to the electric power component where gains in all areas 
of the country resulted in a near two percent increase. 


In mining, (40.9%), metals were responsible for most of the gain with fuels also contributing. All metals' 
components except gold, (-14%), shared in the advance. The decrease in gold was almost entirely due to the closing of and 
important producer in Ontario. In fuel both components shared in the gain. The coal increase was largely attributable 
to higher production in Alberta and was in part due to increased thermal power generation.

R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, rose by 1.0 per cent to a level of 145.2 from the revised second-quarter level of 143.8. Third quarter output, however, 
was dampened by strikes and lockouts, as it was in the first two quarters of this year, which increased by 0.8 and 1.5 per cent, respectively. 


Trade accounted for almost half of the total third-quarter increase. Retail trade rose by 4 per cent; almost half of this came from an acceleration 
in sales of motor vehicle dealers, which more than offset a drop in sales of liquor, beer and wine stores (affected by strikes in Quebec and Ontario). Whole- 
sale trade increased by 31/2 per cent. 


Electric power, gas and water utilities advanced 6 per cent after a small dip in the second quarter (natural gas was affected by relatively warm 
weather in April). 


Manufacturing industries rose fractionally in the third quarter, with an increase of 3 per cent in durables more than offsetting a drop of 2 per cent 
in non-durables, An advance in motor vehicle manufacturers and a drop in the strike-affected paper and allied industries group were the most significant 
changes. 


Construction declined 2 per cent, with falls of 1 to 8 per cent in the highways, engineering, and non-residential building components. Residential 
construction was almost unchanged from its second-quarter level. 


The transportation, storage and communication index was slightly less than it was at the end of the second quarter. It was affected by the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, the postal, and the grain handlers' strikes. 


Real Domestic Product, First Three Quarters of 1968 


In the first three quarters of this year compared to the same period of 1967, on a seasonally unadjusted basis, R.D.P. rose by 3.7 per cent. This 
compares with the 1946-67 growth rate of 4.7 per cent, the 1961-67 growth rate of 5.9 per cent, and the 1967 rate of 2.7 per cent. If an increase of 1 per 
cent is assumed for the fourth quarter of this year, the 1968 growth rate would be 3.8 per cent; if no increase is assumed, the rate of increase would be 3.5; 
if a decrease of 1 per cent is assumed, the growth would be 3,2 per cent. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements shown here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national 
income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, the 
use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight-base periods.

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IMPORTANT NOTICE - REGARDING WEIGHT AND REFERENCE BASE REVISIONS 


The Real Domestic Product by industry system has been extensively revised. Occasional Paper, 
Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry - 1961 Base, D.B.S, Catalogue No. 61-506 contains these re- 
visions and the complete historical record of annual and sub-annual measures of R.D.P. (including the Index 
of Industrial Production), back as far as 1919 for some series, and supersedes all previously published data. 
This publication, priced at $2.00, can be ordered from Publications Distribution, Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. (For a detailed description of concepts and methods users should continue to refer to D.B.S. 
occasional paper 61-505, Indexes of Real Domestic Product by Industry of Origin, 1935-61.) 


The most important changes in the revised series are the incorporation of a 1961 weight and 


reference base, the use of the 1960 Standard Industrial Classification as of 1961, and the revision of the 
1949-based indexes in industries other than those included in the Index of Industrial Production for the 
period from 1949 to 1960. As well, improved and up-to-date annual levels have been incorporated, the sub- 
annual projection techniques have been improved, and the sub-annual measures have been seasonally adjusted 
using the latest (X-11) variant of the U.S. Census Method II. 


Users will note that the tables contained in this and all forthcoming publications of 61-005 
extend the revised and rebased indexes into the current period. They present considerably expanded 
industrial detail for the service-producing industries as well as some additional detail for the Index of 
Industrial Production. Also included is an estimate of the output of agriculture each quarter, which will 
allow the regular quarterly release of total Real Domestic Product. 


November Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced by 1.0 percent in November, rising to 164.7 from the 
revised October level of 163.0 in a continuation of the upwards movement that began in August. Virtually all of the gain was 
due to the 1.3 percent advance in manufacturing as both mining and utilities showed little change. 


The manufacturing gain was concentrated in non-durables, (+ 2.4%). While the rise was wide spread; (9 of the 12 
major groups rose), most of it was concentrated in foods and beverages, paper, textiles, and printing and publishing. These 
groups registered gains that ranged from 3 to 5 percent. The foods and beverages increase reversed the movement of the pre- 
vious month and was largely due to strong gains in both dairy products and distilleries. In paper products the major factor 
in the increase was the continued strength shown by the pulp and paper mills component. Cotton and synthetic textiles were 
responsible for most of the textiles advance. 


In durables, (+0.3%), gains that ranged from fractional to 2 percent in machinery, metal fabricating, electrical 


products, primary metals and wood were largely offset by a drop in transportation equipment that was almost entirely due to 
decreased production of motor vehicles. 


The mining index showed no change from October, Gains in non-metals and metals were almost entirely offset by de- 
clines in fuels and quarrying. Utilities components showed little or no change. 


With the year nearly over the following changes are now shown: column 1 for the eleven months of 1968 as compared to 
the same period of 1967; columns 2, 3 and 4 for comparable periods of earlier years; columns 5 and 6 show longer term growth 
rates,

R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, rose by 1.0 per cent to a level of 145.2 from the revised second-quarter level of 143.8. Third quarter output, however, 
was dampened by strikes and lockouts, as it was in the first two quarters of this year, which increased by 0.8 and 1.5 per cent, respectively. 


Trade accounted for almost half of the total third-quarter increase. Retail trade rose by 4 per cent; almost half of this came from an acceleration 
in sales of motor vehicle dealers, which more than offset a drop in sales of liquor, beer and wine stores (affected by strikes in Quebec and Ontario). Whole- 
sale trade increased by 31/2 per cent. 


Electric power, gas and water utilities advanced 6 per cent after a small dip in the second quarter (natural gas was affected by relatively warm 
weather in April). 


Manufacturing industries rose fractionally in the third quarter, with an increase of 3 per cent in durables more than offsetting a drop of 2 per cent 
in non-durables, An advance in motor vehicle manufacturers and a drop in the strike-affected paper and allied industries group were the most significant 
changes. 


Construction declined 2 per cent, with falls of 1 to 8 per cent in the highways, engineering, and non-residential building components. Residential 
construction was almost unchanged from its second-quarter level. 


The transportation, storage and communication index was slightly less than it was at the end of the second quarter. It was affected by the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, the postal, and the grain handlers' strikes. 


Real Domestic Product, First Three Quarters of 1968 


In the first three quarters of this year compared to the same period of 1967, on a seasonally unadjusted basis, R.D.P. rose by 3.7 per cent. This 
compares with the 1946-67 growth rate of 4.7 per cent, the 1961-67 growth rate of 5.9 per cent, and the 1967 rate of 2.7 per cent. If an increase of 1 per 
cent is assumed for the fourth quarter of this year, the 1968 growth rate would be 3.8 per cent; if no increase is assumed, the rate of increase would be 3.5; 
if a decrease of 1 per cent is assumed, the growth would be 3.2 per cent. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements shown here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national 
income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, the 
use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight-base periods.

The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production advanced by 0.5 per 
cent in December, 


Real Domestic Product in the third quarter 1968 advanced by 1.0 percent from 
its second quarter 1968 level. 
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December Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose to 165.7 in December, a gain of 0.5 percent from the 
revised November level of 164.9. Both manufacturing and utilities contributed to the increase, while mining fell. In manu- 
facturing the net gain came from a 2.0 percent advance in non-durables. 


The strong increase in the paper and allied industries was responsible for almost one half of the non-durables' 
movement. This mainly reflected the growth of newsprint production in response to higher demand from the U.K., Japan, and the 


U.S., where the increased demand was largely generated by increased newspaper advertising. The foods and beverages group was 
also particularly strong in December. 


The drop in transportation equipment, in particular motor vehicles, was the major factor in the durables' decline. 


Cold weather in most parts of Canada, which caused an increase in electric power generation, was the main reason for 
the utilities increase. In mining most of the decline was due to the metals component. 


4th Quarter and Annual 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced by 2.7 percent in the fourth quarter of 1968, leaving 
the year as a whole 5.0 percent higher than in 1967. The gain was a considerable improvement over the 1967 performance when thi 
Index advanced by only 1.9 percent. The improvement shown by the Index in 1968, however, fell far short of the average annual 
growth rate of the 1961-67 period. Details of quarterly and annual movements, together with comparable figures for the U-.S., 
are shown in the following tables.

Growth in the Index of Industrial Production was halted in the first quarter of 1968, largely as a result of labour 
disputes in the motor vehicles and motor vehicles parts and accessories industries. If these industries had maintained their 
fourth quarter 1967 production levels then the Index of Industrial Production would have risen by almost 1 percent. In non- 
durables the growth was primarily due to gains in the foods and beverages and the chemicals components, 


Movement in the second quarter was also considerably affected by labour disputes. To a considerable extent the 
large gain in durables, which was the major factor in the Index's strong upwards movement, was due to recovery from labour 
disputes. The slackening off of growth in non-durables was also, to a considerable extent, due to labour disputes; principally 
in the distilleries and rubber products industries. Partially offsetting these was the large increase shown by pulp and paper 
which in part was in anticipation of strikes that were expected in the third quarter. 


The Index of Industrial Production increased by only 1.1 percent in the third quarter. This reduction from the 
second quarter rate of growth was largely due to the decline in non-durables, and was in part due to labour disputes. 


In the fourth quarter output continued to expand as the Index of Industrial Production advanced by 2.7 percent. 
Most of this gain was due to the increase in manufacturing output, with both non-durables and durables contributing. All major 
groups contributed to the non-durables gain, the first time this has occurred since the first quarter of 1962, The major 
factor in the gain was the strong advance in pulp and paper mills. The production increase here was in part due to increased 
newspaper advertising in the U.S. In durables wood products were the major factor in the gain as lumber production increased. 


In mining the fourth quarter gain was due to the fuels component. In utilities the gain was due to electric power.

Real Domestic Product, (1) Third arter 1968 


R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, rose by 1.0 per cent to a level of 145.2 from the revised second-quarter level of 143.8. Third quarter output, however, 
was dampened by strikes and lockouts, as it was in the first two quarters of this year, which increased by 0.8 and 1.5 per cent, respectively. 


Trade accounted for almost half of the total third-quarter increase. Retail trade rose by 4 per cent; almost half of this came from an acceleration 
in sales of motor vehicle dealers, which more than offset a drop in sales of liquor, beer and wine stores (affected by strikes in Quebec and Ontario). Whole- 
sale trade increased by 31/2 per cent. 


Electric power, gas and water utilities advanced 6 per cent after a small dip in the second quarter (natural gas was affected by relatively warm 
weather in April). 


Manufacturing industries rose fractionally in the third quarter, with an increase of 3 per cent in durables more than offsetting a drop of 2 per cent 
in non-durables, An advance in motor vehicle manufacturers and a drop in the strike-affected paper and allied industries group were the most significant 
changes. 


Construction declined 2 per cent, with falls of 1 to 8 per cent in the highways, engineering, and non-residential building components. Residential 
construction was almost unchanged from its second-quarter level. 


The transportation, storage and communication index was slightly less than it was at the end of the second quarter. It was affected by the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, the postal, and the grain handlers' strikes. 


Real Domestic Product, First Three Quarters of 1968 


In the first three quarters of this year compared to the same period of 1967, on a seasonally unadjusted basis, R.D.P. rose by 3.7 per cent. This 
compares with the 1946-67 growth rate of 4,7 per cent, the 1961-67 growth rate of 5,9 per cent, and the 1967 rate of 2.7 per cent. If an increase of 1 per 
cent is assumed for the fourth quarter of this year, the 1968 growth rate would be 3.8 per cent; if no increase is assumed, the rate of increase would be 3.5; 
if a decrease of 1 per cent is assumed, the growth would be 3,2 per cent. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements shown here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national 


income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, the 
use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight-base periods, 


The significant 1968 growths to date are compared with historical rates in the following table.

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January Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production was at 164.7 in January, 
a decline of 0.9 percent from the revised December level of 166.2. The decrease, 
which ended a series of gains that began last September, was entirely due to a 1.6 
percent decline in manufacturing as mining and utilities advanced by 2.5 and 1.0 
percent respectively. Within manufacturing the decline was almost evenly divided 
between non-durables and durables. 


The decline in non-durables was concentrated in foods and beverages, printing, 
and paper. Between them these components accounted for almost 3/4 of the drop. 
Textiles, chemicals and rubber products were responsible for the balance. Most of 
the foods and beverages drop was due to beverages where all three components fell 
sharply. In paper products the decline was due to the decrease in pulp and paper | 
mills, a reversal of the upwards movement that began in September. Partially off- 
setting the above declines were gains in the remaining principal non-durables com- 
ponents. Of these the largest was that in clothing, which advanced by more than 5 
percent to reach its highest level since the summer of 1966. 


In durables also, the decreases were widespread as 6 of the 8 major groups 
fell. The decline was mainly in wood and in primary metals, and in the latter par- 
ticularly in the iron and steel mills industry. In wood, the decline was largely 
due to adverse weather conditions in British Columbia that depressed lumber produc- 
tion. Partially offsetting the above declines were small gains in transportation 
equipment and in furniture and fixtures. 


reached their highest level ever, largely because of increased iron ore and nickel 
output. In utilities most of the gain was due to increased natural gas consumption 
that was largely attributable to abnormally cold weather in most parts of Canada,

Real Domestic Product,(1) Fourth Quarter 1968 


R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, advanced by 2.1 per cent to a level of 148.7 from the revised third-quarter level of 145.7. This advance, which was the 
largest since the first quarter of 1966, followed increases of 1.2, 1.4 and 1.0 per cent, respectively, in the first three quarters of this year. The goods- 
producing industries, with an increase of 3.1 per cent, were responsible for over 70 per cent of the increase in R.D.P. 


Manufacturing accounted for nearly one-half of the total fourth-quarter advance. Its gain in this quarter, the majority of which came from non- 
durables, was larger than any since the third quarter of 1961. For the first time in many years every one of the major groups in non-durables rose, but by far 


the most significant was an increase in paper and allied industries. The most significant change in durables was a large increase in sawmills and planing 
mills, affected by greater exports of lumber to the U.S. 


Between them the transportation, storage and communication and the agriculture divisions were responsible for close to one-third of the total fourth- 
quarter advance. The most significant changes in the former division were a large increase in water transportation in the latter part of the fourth quarter 
and a large increase in railway transportation (particularly of agricultural products) in the earlier part of the quarter. A substantial increase in the pro- 
duction of livestock was the main reason for the advance in agricultural output. 


Real Domestic Product, the Year 1968 


In 1968 R.D.P. rose by 4.2 per cent. This compares with the 1946-67 growth rate of 4.7 per cent, the 1961-67 rate of 5.9 per cent, and the 1967 rate 
of 2.7 per cent. Growth rates for the major divisions of the economy are shown in the following table. 


Several major factors affected industrial output in 1968. The major positive effect was the record increase in exports, paced by shipments under the 
Canadian-U.S. auto pact. Other positive factors were the growths in population and employment. Inhibiting the growth in the economy was the fact that the 
time lost in strikes and lockouts was one-third greater than it was in 1967. Major strikes occurred in the water transportation, storage, post office, retail 
trade (liquor), and the motor vehicle, wood, machinery, and rubber manufacturing industries. Another factor affecting 1968 output was the absence of the 
growth effect of EXPO and other centennial celebrations. 


Although the increase in the output of the domestic economy was widespread, the largest contribution came from the manufacturing division. Durables 
and non-durables shared almost equally in the contribution (nearly 30 per cent), with foods and beverages, paper, textiles and chemicals recording the most 
important growth in non-durables, and transportation equipment and primary metal industries the most significant gains in durables. 


Both finance, insurance and real estate and the community, business and personal service industries contributed 10 per cent each to the increase in 
total R.D.P. Continued gains in education and health and welfare services were the most significant changes in the latter group of industries. 


Trade made almost the same contribution as the above two groups of industries. Two-thirds of this came from retail trade, with sales of department 
stores and motor vehicle dealers registering the most important increases. 


Transportation, storage and communication rose in 1968 despite the effect of several strikes and the post-EXPO effect on passenger transportation. 


Construction also rose, because of residential construction; the reported number of starts on dwelling units was more than 32,000 greater than the previous 
record in 1965. 


Other factors that occurred in 1968 which affected the output of specific industries were the abnormally cold weather in both January and December, 
a decline in the number of employees in defence services, the very low quality wheat crop, and widespread minor strikes (especially in manufacturing). The 
industry with the largest percentage change in 1968 was fishing and trapping, with both Atlantic and Pacific fishing recording substantial increases. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements shown here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national 
income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, 
the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight-base periods.

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Real Domestic Product in the fourth quarter 1968 advanced by 2.1 percent 
from’its third quarter 1968 level. 
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February Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose to 166.0 in 
February, an increase of 0.7 percent from the revised January level of 164.8. The 
gain reversed the movement of last month and virtually returned the Index to its 
December 1968 level. All of the advance was due to widespread gains in the manufac- 
turing industries as both mining and utilities fell. 


Some two thirds of the manufacturing increase was due to gains in non-durables 
output which were led by a strong advance in foods and beverages, particularly in the 
breweries component. Textiles, where the synthetics component reached its highest 
level ever, also advanced strongly. All of the remaining principal non-durable 
components, with the exceptions of rubber products and of printing and publishing, 
also contributed to the increase. 


Seven of the eight major durables groups registered gains. The most signifi- 
cant contributions were those made by electrical products and primary metals. [In- 
creased auto radio production in electrical products and recovery from ground lost 
last month in iron and steel mills were, respectively, the primary influences on 
these two industries. Declines in transportation equipment were confined to the 
motor vehicles industries. In part the motor vehicles decline was due to a shutdown 
at one plant to re-tool for the production of a new sub-compact car. 


In mining all of the decline was due to the metals component as both fuels and 
non-metals rose. In utilities both components contributed to the decline.

Real Domestic Product ,(1) Fourth arter 1968 


R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, advanced by 2.1 per cent to a level of 148.7 from the revised third-quarter level of 145.7. This advance, which was the 
largest since the first quarter of 1966, followed increases of 1.2, 1.4 and 1.0 per cent, respectively, in the first three quarters of this year. The goods- 
producing industries, with an increase of 3.1 per cent, were responsible for over 70 per cent of the increase in R.D.P. 


Manufacturing accounted for nearly one-half of the total fourth-quarter advance. Its gain in this quarter, the majority of which came from non- 
durables, was larger than any since the third quarter of 1961. For the first time in many years every one of the major groups in non-durables rose, but by far 
the most significant was an increase in paper and allied industries. The most significant change in durables was a large increase in sawmills and planing 
mills, affected by greater exports of lumber to the U.S. 


Between them the transportation, storage and communication and the agriculture divisions were responsible for close to one-third of the total fourth- 
quarter advance. The most significant changes in the former division were a large increase in water transportation in the latter part of the fourth quarter 
and a large increase in railway transportation (particularly of agricultural products) in the earlier part of the quarter. A substantial increase in the pro- 
duction of livestock was the main reason for the advance in agricultural output. 


Real Domestic Product, the Year 1968 


In 1968 R.D.P. rose by 4.2 per cent. This compares with the 1946-67 growth rate of 4.7 per cent, the 1961-67 rate of 5.9 per cent, and the 1967 rate 
of 2.7 per cent. Growth rates for the major divisions of the economy are shown in the following table. 


Several major factors affected industrial output in 1968. The major positive effect was the record increase in exports, paced by shipments under the 
Canadian-U.S. auto pact. Other positive factors were the growths in population and employment. Inhibiting the growth in the economy was the fact that the 
time lost in strikes and lockouts was one-third greater than it was in 1967. Major strikes occurred in the water transportation, storage, post office, retail 
trade (liquor), and the motor vehicle, wood, machinery, and rubber manufacturing industries. Another factor affecting 1968 output was the absence of the 
growth effect of EXPO and other centennial celebrations. 


Although the increase in the output of the domestic economy was widespread, the largest contribution came from the manufacturing division. Durables 
and non-durables shared almost equally in the contribution (nearly 30 per cent), with foods and beverages, paper, textiles and chemicals recording the most 
important growth in non-durables, and transportation equipment and primary metal industries the most significant gains in durables. 


Both finance, insurance and real estate and the community, business and personal service industries contributed 10 per cent each to the increase in 
total R.D.P. Continued gains in education and health and welfare services were the most significant changes in the latter group of industries. 


Trade made almost the same contribution as the above two groups of industries. Two-thirds of this came from retail trade, with sales of department 
stores and motor vehicle dealers registering the most important increases. 


Transportation, storage and communication rose in 1968 despite the effect of several strikes and the post-EXPO effect on passenger transportation. 


Construction also rose, because of residential construction; the reported number of starts on dwelling units was more than 32,000 greater than the previous 
record in 1965. 


Other factors that occurred in 1968 which affected the output of specific industries were the abnormally cold weather in both January and December, 
a decline in the number of employees in defence services, the very low quality wheat crop, and widespread minor strikes (especially in manufacturing). The 
industry with the largest percentage change in 1968 was fishing and trapping, with both Atlantic and Pacific fishing recording substantial increases. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements shown here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national 
income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, 
the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight-base periods.

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March Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose strongly in March to reach 169.7, 
a gain of 1.6 percent from the revised February level of 167.1. Users should note that the whole of 
the 1968 Index of Industrial Production has now been revised to incorporate raw data changes and more 
up to date seasonal factors. These new seasonal factors have also been incorporated into the 1969 data. 


Virtually all of the March increase was due to the 2.1 percent increase in manufacturing as 
utilities rose only fractionally while mining fell slightly. Durables accounted for almost two-thirds 
of the manufacturing gain. 


While gains in durables were widespread, (7 of the 8 major groups rose), most of the increase 
was due to the motor vehicle sparked advance in transportation equipment where one of the major produc- 
ers resumed full production after cutbacks in February. Other major contributors to the durables' gain 
were wood, where lumber production rose from the weather induced slump of the earlier part of the year, 
and metal fabricating. Steel pipe and tube mills rose by more than 20 percent, largely in response to 
increased demand for pipe-line construction. 


Non-durable increases were also widespread as ten of the twelve major groups rose. The major 
factors in the increase were pulp and paper, in large part due to increased exports of newsprint, 
printing and publishing, and rubber. 


In mining, declines in metals and non-metals were only partially offset by an increase in fuels 
while in utilities an increase in electric power was largely cancelled by a decline in gas distribution. 


With the first quarter complete the following percentage changes are now shown, on a seasonal- 
ly adjusted basis, from the fourth quarter of 1968.

Real Domestic Product in the first quarter 1969 advanced by 2.2 percent from 


its fourth quarter 1968 level. 
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April Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined sharply in 
April, falling by 2.0 percent to 167.7 from the revised March level of 1/1.1. The 
drop erased last month's strong gain and virtually returned the Index to its 
February level. Both mining and manufacturing, which fell by 3.0 and 2.2 percent 
respectively, contributed to the decline, while utilities rose by 0.8 percent. The 
manufacturing drop was almost evenly divided between durables and non-durables. 


While the decline in non-durables was widespread, (of the major groups only 
the textile industries and the knitting mills ran counter to the trend), the bulk 
of it was due to declines in foods and beverages and in paper products. The major 
causes were decreased sugar production in Quebec and a decline in newsprint 
production in Newfoundland due to strikes. 


Partly due to a parts shortage, the major declines in durables were in the 
motor vehicles and parts industries. With the exception of wood products all other 
durables' groups also declined. The motor vehicles industry is expected to recover 
somewhat in May due to increased production of sub-compact cars. 


Metals were the major factor in the mining decline as all components fell. 
The decline in fuels was largely due to the crude petroleum and natural gas compo- 
nent. Non-metals rose fractionally. In utilities the increase was entirely due to 
the electric power component as gas distribution fell.

Canada's R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, advanced by 2.2 per cent from the fourth quarter of 1968, 
to record the second strong consecutive quarterly increase in output. Equally significant changes 
occurred in both the service-producing and the goods-producing industry components. With the exception 
of small declines in forestry and in fishing and trapping, each of the industry divisions rose. 


The largest contributions to the advance in R.D.P. originated in manufacturing and in transpor- 
tation, storage and communication. Non-durables were responsible for most of the increase in manufac- 
turing. Within non-durables pulp and paper mills recorded by far the most significant increase. 
Within durables, drops in motor vehicles and in saw mills more than offset increases in the other 
components. The percentage change in transportation, storage and communication was the largest since 
the first quarter of 1965. It was also very widespread, with every component higher than its fourth- 
quarter level. 


Three industry divisions (trade, construction, and community, business and personal services) 
made roughly equal contributions to the over-all increase. The majority of the increase in trade came 
from wholesale trade, particularly industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, construction 
materials, and household electrical appliances. Within retail trade there were widespread increases. 
The increase in construction came mostly from residential construction (erection of single-dwelling 
units increased more than multiple-dwelling units). The increase in the community, business and 
personal services division originated mainly in education and business services. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant 
price gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, 
due to conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus 
market pricevaluation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different 
weight-base periods.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’”’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input-

Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lendersand financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company cr 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
internationa! standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics.

May Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production in May fell to 166.6, a decline of 0.6 
percent from the revised April level of 167.6. The decline, following on the heels of the April de- 
cline, left the Index 2.7 percent below its March peak. A drop in the output of mines that affected 
all principal components was the major factor in the decrease. 


Metal mines, where iron ore production plummetted by 40 percent due to strikes, were the major 
factor in the mining decline. Lower oil production in Alberta and decreased use of coal for thermal 
power generation, (as abnormally high water levels permitted increased hydro generation), caused the 
drop in fuels. In non-metals mines the major factor in the decline was decreased potash production. 


Manufacturing advanced fractionally in May as a result of increased durables output. Non-dura- 
bles fell slightly. While gains in durables were widespread, (5 of the 8 major groups rose), the major 
factor in the durables' gain was the near 7 percent gain in transportation equipment, a result of both 
increased subcompact car production and recovery from labour disputes in the aircraft industry. Off- 
setting the increase in transportation equipment were declines in wood products, (where slackening 
demand and lower prices caused a fall-off in lumber production), and in primary metals, (largely due 
to decreased iron and steel mill output). Movements in the remaining durables major groups were frac- 
tional. 


While non-durables as a whole fell, 8 of the 12 major groups rose. The major factor in the 
decline was foods and beverages (foods largely as a result of a decrease in fish products, and beverages 
due to decreased soft drink production). Tobacco, petroleum products and chemicals also declined. 


In utilities the gain in electric power was partially offset by the decline in gas distribution. 


NOTES TO USERS 


Users should note that all previously published figures for the Index of Industrial Production 
and its components and for Real Domestic Product have been revised, both on a seasonally unadjusted 
and adjusted basis, from January, 1968 to date. Tables, together with a fuller explanation of these 
changes, can be found in the 1969 "Annual Supplement of the Index of Industrial Production (1961=100)", 
DBS Catalogue number 61-005. Current issues of this report will provide the figures for 1969. 


The figures in tables 1 and 2 may not reconcile with those on the Index of Industrial Production 
in table 3 because of small revisions to earlier months which have not been incorporated in the latter.

Canada's R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, advanced by 2.2 per cent from the fourth quarter of 1968, 
to record the second strong consecutive quarterly increase in output. Equally significant changes 
occurred in both the service-producing and the goods-producing industry components. With the exception 
of small declines in forestry and in fishing and trapping, each of the industry divisions rose. 


The largest contributions to the advance in R.D.P. originated in manufacturing and in transpor- 
tation, storage and communication. Non-durables were responsible for most of the increase in manufac- 
turing. Within non-durables pulp and paper mills recorded by far the most significant increase. 
Within durables, drops in motor vehicles and in saw mills more than offset increases in the other 
components. The percentage change in transportation, storage and communication was the largest since 
the first quarter of 1965. It was also very widespread, with every component higher than its fourth- 
quarter level. 


Three industry divisions (trade, construction, and community, business and personal services) 
made roughly equal contributions to the over-all increase. The majority of the increase in trade came 
from wholesale trade, particularly industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, construction 
materials, and household electrical appliances. Within retail trade there were widespread increases, 
The increase in construction came mostly from residential construction (erection of single-dwelling 
units increased more than multiple-dwelling units). The increase in the community, business and 
personal services division originated mainly in education and business services.

June Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production showed little change in June in advancing to 167.3, a gain of 
0.2 percent from the revised May level of 167.0. Fractional increases in both manufacturing and utilities contributed to the 
gain while mining declined for the third consecutive month. The fractional increase in the total Index for June followed 
declines in the two previous months, and left the Index below the February level. While these movements reflect special fac- 
tors in the mining industry, manufacturing output also was growing less rapidly during the second quarter. 


Non-durables accounted for 3/4 of the advance of manufacturing. Paper products provided the main impetus to this ad- 
vance, largely because of increased pulp exports. Foods and beverages, where sugar production rose sharply after the settle- 
ment of labour disputes, was the other major contributor to the non-durables gain. Smaller gains occurred in petroleum and 
coal products, rubber, printing and publishing, clothing, and leather. Offsetting these increases were declines in the re- 
maining major groups and especially in textiles, where sharp drops in most components resulted in a near 8 percent decrease 
for the group as a whole. 


In durables, (40.2%), performance was mixed as 4 of the eight major groups rose. Most of the increase was due to the 
5 percent gain in the primary metals industries where increased production from the iron and steel mills and the smelting and 
refining components provided most of the impetus. Electrical products advanced by 2 percent, largely as a result of increased 
production of household radio and television sets and other communications equipment. Smaller gains were registered by the 
machinery and the furniture industries. The above gains were largely offset by declines in the remaining major groups; partic- 
ularly in wood products, (-7%), where slackening demand and lower prices caused lumber production to fall by more than 10 per- 
cent, (its second consecutive sharp decline); and in transportation equipment, where the major factor was the near 7 percent 
drop in the motor vehicle parts and accessories component. 


In mining, (-1.4%), the decrease was due to iron ore, where production again fell sharply due to labour disputes. The 
latest decline left iron ore production at little more than 1/4 of its 1968 average. This decline was partially offset by 


increased petroleum production due to increased demand by Canadian refiners, and by increased output in non metal mining. 


In utilities, (40.3%), the entire increase was due to the gas distribution component as electric power fell fraction- 
ally. 


Second Quarter, 1969 
The Index of Industrial Production turned downwards in the second quarter, for the first time since the first quarter 
of 1967. The decline was entirely due to the mining component as both manufacturing and utilities registered fractional gains. 


These gains were the smallest recorded since the first quarter of 1967 and the fourth quarter of 1962, respectively. Most of 
the mining decline was attributable to labour disputes in the iron ore industry.

Real Domestic Product,(1) First Quarter 1969 


Canada's R.D.P., seasonally adjusted, advanced by 2.2 per cent from the fourth quarter of 1968, 
to record the second strong consecutive quarterly increase in output. Equally significant changes 
occurred in both the service-producing and the goods-producing industry components. With the exception 
of small declines in forestry and in fishing and trapping, each of the industry divisions rose. 


The largest contributions to the advance in R.D.P. originated in manufacturing and in transpor- 
tation, storage and communication. Non-durables were responsible for most of the increase in manufac- 
turing. Within non-durables pulp and paper mills recorded by far the most significant increase. 
Within durables, drops in motor vehicles and in saw mills more than offset increases in the other 
components. The percentage change in transportation, storage and communication was the largest since 
the first quarter of 1965. It was also very widespread, with every component higher than its fourth- 
quarter level. 


Three industry divisions (trade, construction, and community, business and personal services) 
made roughly equal contributions to the over-all increase. The majority of the increase in trade came 
from wholesale trade, particularly industrial and transportation equipment and supplies, construction 
materials, and household electrical appliances. Within retail trade there were widespread increases. 
The increase in construction came mostly from residential construction (erection of single-dwelling 
units increased more than multiple-dwelling units). The increase in the community, business and 
personal services division originated mainly in education and business services.

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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
Sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘*‘ASystem of National Accounts’”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


July Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production drifted lower in July with a decline of 0.2 percent to 166.8 
from the revised June level of 167.1. As has been the case for several months, the major influences were provided by labour 
disputes, the threat of labour disputes and recovery from labour disputes and no clear trend has emerged. A 2.5 percent 
decline in mining caused the marginal drop in the Index as utilities rose by 1.0 percent and manufacturing was unchanged. 


Within mining, strong gains in fuels (largely due to increased production in Alberta) and large increases in asbestos 
production were more than offset by the 10 percent decline in metals. Labour disputes were the causes of the principal move- 
ments in metals as the 18 percent decline in the miscellaneous component (due to strikes in the Sudbury area) was only part- 
ially offset by a large gain in iron ore production where the effect of labour disputes eased. 


Within manufacturing both durables and non-durables were virtually unchanged from the previous month. In non- 
durables gains in tobacco (the first since March), in leather (as a result of increased shoe production), in chemicals (where 
industrial chemicals moved sharply upward for the first time since March), in petroleum products and in textiles were almost 
exactly offset by downturns in the remaining principal components. 


In durables (+ 0.1%), gains in metal fabricating and transportation equipment were almost entirely offset by declines 
in the remaining 6 principal components. The effects of labour disputes were particularly pronounced, and to some extent 
offsetting, in durables. 


In primary metals (- 3%), a 17 percent decline in smelting and refining resulting from labour disputes in northern 
Ontario was offset to a considerable extent by a 5 percent increase in iron and steel mills output. Both the increase in 
iron and steel mills and in the metal fabricating industries were probably largely in response to anticipated strikes in 
August. In transportation equipment too, while part of the gain was due to the settlement of labour disputes in aircraft and 
parts most of the impetus came from the motor vehicles industries. 


In utilities both components contributed to the gain.

Canada's seasonally adjusted index of R.D.P. in the second quarter dropped 0.6 per cent to 
150.5 from the revised first quarter level of 151.4. This quarterly decrease, which follows large ad- 
vances in the previous two quarters, is the first one recorded since the current economic upswing 
started in 1961. Both the goods-producing industries and the service-producing industries contributed 
to this setback of output in the second quarter which, to a certain extent, was characterized by strikes 
and lockouts. 


In goods, the decline originated mainly in the mining industries (-7 1/2 per cent) where the 
production of iron ore was seriously affected by labour disputes. Output in agriculture and in cons- 
truction was also down with the latter partly affected by strikes. Manufacturing industries registered 
a small gain of 0.4 per cent with most of it coming from durable goods. 


Transportation, storage and communication fell substantially by 4.6 per cent from the first 
quarter, and accounted entirely for the drop in the service-producing industries. Almost all of the 
decline occurred in the transportation industry where wide-spread decreases were shown in most of the 
components, with air, railway and water transport industries directly and indirectly affected by major 
labour disturbances. 


Trade was up by 0.4 per cent from the revised first quarter level. Wholesale trade advanced 
almost 2 per cent while retail trade receded slightly.

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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and Services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts.

August Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production, its movements still dominated by the effects of labour dis- 
putes, fell to 164.2, a decline of 1.6 percent from the revised July level of 166.9. This is its lowest level since October, 
1968. The drop was due to the 1.7 percent decline in manufacturing and the 3.2 percent decline in mining as utilities rose by 
0.6 percent. 


In manufacturing the decline centred in durables. Labour disputes in the primary metals and metal fabricating groups, 
(which fell by 26 and 5 percent respectively), were the principal causes of the durables decline of 4.1 percent. Major 
contributors to the primary metals slump were iron and steel mills, (-42%), steel pipe and tube mills, (-18%), and smelting 
and refining, (-10%). The metal fabricating industries fall was primarily the result of the 30 percent decline in the wire and 
wire products industry. 


Elsewhere in durables movements were largely upwards. Most notable were the 4 percent gain in the wood industries 
where sawmills reversed their downturn of the past 3 months and the 3 percent gain in transportation equipment where increased 
auto production more than offset declines in the other components. [In electrical products household radio and TV rose by 18 
percent due to increased auto radio production. 


In non-durables, (40.7%), gains in foods and beverages, printing and publishing, petroleum and coal, paper, clothing 
and miscellaneous manufacturing more than offset the declines in the remaining 6 principal groups. 


Mining movements were also largely a result of labour disputes. In metals, (-8%), a large gain in iron ore production 
due to strike recovery was more than offset by the considerable decline in the miscellaneous component due to labour disputes. 
Fuel and non-metals rose fractionally. In utilities both components shared in the gain.

Canada's seasonally adjusted index of R.D.P. in the second quarter dropped 0.6 per cent to 
150.5 from the revised first quarter level of 151.4. This quarterly decrease, which follows large ad- 
vances in the previous two quarters, is the first one recorded since the current economic upswing 
started in 1961. Both the goods-producing industries and the service-producing industries contributed 
to this setback of output in the second quarter which, to a certain extent, was characterized by strikes 
and lockouts. 


In goods, the decline originated mainly in the mining industries (-7 1/2 per cent) where the 
production of iron ore was seriously affected by labour disputes. Output in agriculture and in cons- 
truction was also down with the latter partly affected by strikes. Manufacturing industries registered 
a small gain of 0.4 per cent with most of it coming from durable goods. 


Transportation, storage and communication fell substantially by 4.6 per cent from the first 
quarter, and accounted entirely for the drop in the service-producing industries. Almost all of the 
decline occurred in the transportation industry where wide-spread decreases were shown in most of the 
components, with air, railway and water transport industries directly and indirectly affected by major 
labour disturbances. 


Trade was up by 0.4 per cent from the revised first quarter level. Wholesale trade advanced 
almost 2 per cent while retail trade receded slightly. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price 
gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to 
conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price 
valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight base 
periods.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lendersand financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


September Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced to 165.2 in September, a gain of 0.4 percent from the 
revised August level of 164.5. 


About 2/3 of the gain was due to the 4,3 percent advance in mining with the balance attributable to the 2.4 percent 
rise in utilities. Partially offsetting these was a decline of 0.4 percent in manufacturing where both non-durables and dura- 
bles fell fractionally. 


As has been the case in recent months labour disputes were the major factor behind the Index's movement. While 
metals, non-metals, and fuels all contributed to the mining gain the major element was the 7 percent increase in metals output 
and this was almost entirely due to the sharp increase in iron ore output as labour disputes were settled in that industry. 


Despite the settlement of strikes in the iron ore industry time lost to labour disputes continued to grow, (it 
amounted to about 4 percent of time worked in manufacturing and mining in September) and continued to have a depressing influ- 
ence on the mining and manufacturing components of the Index. A calculation abstracting the effects of the strikes on the in- 
dustries affected suggests a level for the Index approximately 4 percent above the present one. 


3rd Quarter 1969 


For the second quarter in a row the Index of Industrial Production registered a decline. This is the first time it 
has fallen for two quarters in succession since 1960. 


In both quarters the primary cause of the decline has been labour disputes. In the second quarter the major cause 
of the decline was the better than 40 percent drop in iron ore production due to strikes. Recovery here that began in the 
third quarter was too late to have any great effect on the second to third quarter movement. 


In the third quarter mining continued to decline as strikes in the Sudbury area affected the miscellaneous metals 
component. The effect of this on the total Index was reinforced by the decline in durables manufacturing where labour disputes 
lowered production in the iron and steel mills and in the smelting and refining industries.

Canada's seasonally adjusted index of R.D.P. in the second quarter dropped 0.6 per cent to 
150.5 from the revised first quarter level of 151.4. This quarterly decrease, which follows large ad- 
vances in the previous two quarters, is the first one recorded since the current economic upswing 
started in 1961. Both the goods-producing industries and the service-producing industries contributed 
to this setback of output in the second quarter which, to a certain extent, was characterized by strikes 
and lockouts. 


In goods, the decline originated mainly in the mining industries (-7 1/2 per cent) where the 
production of iron ore was seriously affected by labour disputes. Output in agriculture and in cons- 
truction was also down with the latter partly affected by strikes. Manufacturing industries registered 
a small gain of 0.4 per cent with most of it coming from durable goods. 


Transportation, storage and conmunication fell substantially by 4.6 per cent from the first 
quarter, and accounted entirely for the drop in the service-producing industries. Almost all of the 
decline occurred in the transportation industry where wide-spread decreases were shown in most of the 
components, with air, railway and water transport industries directly and indirectly affected by major 
labour disturbances. 


Trade was up by 0.4 per cent from the revised first quarter level. Wholesale trade advanced 
almost 2 per cent while retail trade receded slightly. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price 
gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to 
conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market price 
valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight base 
periods.

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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all. publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘*‘ASystem of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 
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October Index of Industrial Production 


Seasonally adjusted industrial production in October fell to 165.8, down marginally from September and down 3.2 per 
cent from the high in March. At this level the Index was only 1.3 per cent above the same month last year. The decreases in 
October in both non-durable manufacturing and mining output were almost entirely offset by gains in durables manufacturing and 
ch a Oe bo YI 


Within manufacturing, declines in non-durables were generally small but widespread. Principal among them were the 
declines in foods and beverages, (largely due to a falling off in meat and in dairy products), in paper products, (where pulp 
and paper fell from a high September level), and in printing and publishing. In durables, iron and steel centred increases 
were largely attributable to recovery from labour disputes. 


In mining, gains in non-metals and fuels were more than offset by a drop in metals where declines in the miscellaneous 
component and in gold were only partially offset by a sharp increase in iron ore output. In utilities all components shared in 
the gain. 


Comparison to U.S. 


Over the past twelve months the performance of the Canadian Index of Industrial Production has been somewhat better 
than that of the U.S. and would have been even better if considerable production had not been lost due to labour disputes. 
All principal components, with the exception of mining, which was particularly hard hit by strikes, showed greater gains than 
their U.S. counterparts. Details are shown in the following table.

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Real Domestic Product(1), Third Quarter 1969 


The seasonally adjusted R.D.P. index in the third quarter was unchanged from its second-quarter 
level. This is the second consecutive quarter in which this economic indicator has not advanced. A 
drop in the goods-producing industries offset an increase in the service-producing industries. 


Production in the third quarter was strongly affected by strikes - the number of man-days lost 
established a post-1960 record (man-days lost to strikes and lockouts were also very large in the 
second quarter). Production losses from labour disturbances in the third quarter were much larger than 
the production gains from strike settlements. 


Mining accounted for almost half of the drop in the goods-producing industries. The commencement 
of the nickel strikes more than offset a large increase in crude petroleum and natural gas mining, and 
a slight increase in iron ore mining which occurred because of the termination of strikes in the last 
month of the quarter. Agriculture (2) also recorded’ a ‘significant decrease in the third quarter, because 
of smaller accrued income due to a large drop in Canadian Wheat Board profits (greatly reduced sales of 
wheat) and decreased production of livestock, and of vegetables and other items. A decrease in manu- 
facturing, because of a downturn in durables, contributed one-fifth of the change in the goods-producing 
industries. Within durables manufacturing sharp declines in the strike-affected iron and steel mills 
and smelting and refining industries and a slowdown in sawmills more than offset an increase in the 
manufacturing of motor vehicles. Within non-durables manufacturing the most noteworthy changes were 
increases in the printing and publishing, petroleum and coal products, and paper industries. Forestry 
fell substantially because, of a drop in cuttings of timber im B.@.3 activity inpthis province fell” fyom 
the high levels that occurred in the Spring, when there was a combination of short supplies (due to 
bad weather in the Winter) and high levels of demand (shortage of logs in the U.S. Northwest and record 
U.S. and Canadian construction activity). 


Trade contributed more than a third of the increase in the service-producing industries. More 
than half of the increase in this division came from wholesale trade, which showed fairly widespread 
increases. In retail trade a large increase in sales of motor vehicle dealers took place. The commu- 
nity, business and personal services and the finance, insurance and real estate divisions each recorded 
substantial increases. Transportation, storage and communication registered a lesser over-all increase, 
but one which contained strong upward and downward movements. A substantial recovery in air transport 
from the strike-affected second quarter and an advance in pipeline transport (reflecting increased 
exports to the U.S.) more than offset declines in freight transportation by rail and water (both were 
strongly affected by the iron ore strikes). 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price 
gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to 
conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market 
price valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight 
base periods. At times there may also be statistical differences in the timing and the weight of 
the impact of temporary dislocations in the economy, such as strikes. It is possible that in this 
quarter these dislocations may have had a dampening effect on the series used to measure industrial 
output.

In the first nine months of this year compared to the same period in 1968, R.D.P. rose by 5.1 
per cent. This compares with the 1946-68 growth rate of 4.7 per cent and the 1961-68 growth rate of 
5.6 per cent. Using growth assumptions in the fourth quarter of 1969 that range from an increase of 
2 per cent to a decrease of 1 per cent, the rate of increase from the year 1969 would range from a 
high of 4.7 per cent to a low of 4.0 per cent. The 1969 growth would thus be of about the same size 
as the increase in 1968 of 4.5 per cent that followed the low growth in Centennial Year of 2.7 per cent. 


The goods-producing industries accounted for 60 per cent of the year-over-year change in R.D.P. 
The output of both the goods-producing industries and the service-producing industries has been held 
down by the loss of production due to strikes and lockouts. There has been an increase of over thirty 
per cent in the number of man-days lost in the first nine months of this year compared to the January- 
September period in 1968. 


Within the goods-producing industries, the increase in the index of manufacturing, unadjusted 
for seasonal variation, accounted for 60 per cent of the total increase in goods. More of the increase 
in manufacturing came from the fast-rising durables than from non-durables, despite the effect of strikes 
in the third quarter. Also within the goods-producing industries, increases in agriculture(l), con- 
struction, and the utilities much more than offset declines in mining, which was severely affected by 
strikes, and in fishing. 


Within the service-producing industries, the community, business and personal services division 
recorded the largest amount of growth, followed by trade; finance, insurance and real estate; and 
transportation, storage and communication. The public administration and defence index, however, was 
lower this year than it was from January to September, 1968. 


(1) The estimated constant-dollar value of the 1969 grain crops is 17 per cent larger than the value of 
the 1968 crops.

Real Domestic Product in the third quarter 1969 was unchanged from its second quarter 1969 
level. 
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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on_ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


November Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose strongly in November, advancing by 1.8 per cent. 
Contributing to the gain were large increases in mining¥anufacturing output; utilities fell fractionally. As has been the 
case for several months strike effects were the dominant factor in the Index's movements. 


Within manufacturing, the gain was concentrated in durables where six of the eight major group rose. While increases 
were widespread in durables more than three fourths of the gain was due to the settlement of labour disputes in iron and steel 
mills and the wire products industries. Output of these two industries has now returned to near its pre-strike levels. In 
smelting and refining where labour disputes were settled in November a smaller recovery occurred. Recovery from this strike 
is expected to take several months. Smaller gains in durables were registered by wood products, (where both sawmills and 


veneer and plywood shared in the gain), in furniture, in electrical products and in non-metallic mineral product where output 
of construction material increased strongly. 


Gains were also widespread in non-durables where eight of the twelve major groups rose. About 25 per cent of the 
non-durables gain was due to recovery from labour disputes in the rubber industry. Paper products, where pulp and paper mills 
advanced by more than 3 per cent, and petroleum and coal products accounted for most of the remaining non-durables advance. 


Notable among industries registering a decline was distilleries, which registered a sharp drop from high levels in September 
and October. 


In mining most of the gain flowed from increased output of metal mines; this was also influenced by recovery from 
labour disputes. While iron ore production has largely regained its pre-strike levels, output in the miscellaneous metals 
component can be expected to continue to increase for several months as nickel output gets back to normal levels. 


In utilities both components contributed to the decline.

The seasonally adjusted R.D.P. index in the third quarter was unchanged from its second-quarter 
level. This is the second consecutive quarter in which this economic indicator has not advanced. A 
drop in the goods-producing industries offset an increase in the service-producing industries. 


Production in the third quarter was strongly affected by strikes - the number of man-days lost 
established a post-1960 record (man-days lost to strikes and lockouts were also very large in the 
second quarter). Production losses from labour disturbances in the third quarter were much larger than 
the production gains from strike settlements. 


Mining accounted for almost half of the drop in the goods-producing industries. The commencement 
of the nickel strikes more than offset a large increase in crude petroleum and natural gas mining, and 
a slight increase in iron ore mining which occurred because of the termination of strikes in the last 
month of the quarter. Agriculture(2) also recorded a significant decrease in the third quarter, because 
of smaller accrued income due to a large drop in Canadian Wheat Board profits (greatly reduced sales of 
wheat) and decreased production of livestock, and of vegetables and other items. A decrease in manu- 
facturing, because of a downturn in durables, contributed one-fifth of the change in the goods-producing 
industries. Within durables manufacturing sharp declines in the strike-affected iron and steel mills 
and smelting and refining industries and a slowdown in sawmills more than offset an increase in the 
manufacturing of motor vehicles. Within non-durables manufacturing the most noteworthy changes were 
increases in the printing and publishing, petroleum and coal products, and paper industries. Forestry 
fell substantially because of a drop in cuttings of timber in B.C.3; activity in this province fell from 
the high levels that occurred in the Spring, when there was a combination of short supplies (due to 
bad weather in the Winter) and high levels of demand (shortage of logs in the U.S. Northwest and record 
U.S. and Canadian construction activity). 


Trade contributed more than a third of the increase in the service-producing industries. More 
than half of the increase in this division came from wholesale trade, which showed fairly widespread 
increases. In retail trade a large increase in sales of motor vehicle dealers took place. The commu- 
nity, business and personal services and the finance, insurance and real estate divisions each recorded 
substantial increases. Transportation, storage and communication registered a lesser over-all increase, 
but one which contained strong upward and downward movements. A substantial recovery in air transport 
from the strike-affected second quarter and an advance in pipeline transport (reflecting increased 
exports to the U.S.) more than offset declines in freight transportation by rail and water (both were 
strongly affected by the iron ore strikes). 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price 
gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to 
conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market 
price valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and the use of different weight 
base periods. At times there may also be statistical differences in the timing and the weight of 
the impact of temporary dislocations in the economy, such as strikes. It is possible that in this 
quarter these dislocations may have had a dampening effect on the series used to measure industrial 
output. 

(2) The 1969 crop estimates include the results of the September Forecast of Production of Principal

Real Domestic Product, First Nine Months of 1969 


Inthe first. nine months.of this year compared to the same period in -1968, R.D.P. rose by 5.1 
per cent. This compares with the 1946-68 growth rate of 4.7 per cent and the 1961-68 growth rate of 
5.6 per cent. Using growth assumptions in the fourth quarter of 1969 that range from an increase of 
2 per cent to a decrease of 1 per cent, the rate of increase from the year 1969 would range from a 
high of 4.7 per cent to a low of 4.0 per cent. The 1969 growth would thus be of about the same size 
as the increase in 1968 of 4.5 per cent that followed the low growth in Centennial Year of 2.7 per cent. 


The goods-producing industries accounted for 60 per cent of the year-over-year chaige in R.D.P. 
The output of both the goods-producing industries and the service-producing industries has been held 
down by the loss of production due to strikes and lockouts. There has been an increase of over thirty 
per cent in the number of man-days lost in the first nine months of this year compared to the January- 
September period in 1968. 


Within the goods-producing industries, the increase in the index of manufacturing, unadjusted 
for seasonal variation, accounted for 60 per cent of the total increase in goods. More of the increase 
in manufacturing came from the fast-rising durables than from non-durables, despite the effect of strikes 
in the third quarter. Also within the goods-producing industries, increases in agriculture(1), con- 
struction, and the utilities much more than offset declines in mining, which was severely affected by 
strikes, and in fishing. 


Within the service-producing industries, the community, business and personal services division 
recorded the largest amount of growth, followed by trade; finance, insurance and real estate; and 
transportation, storage and communication. The public administration and defence index, however, was 
lower this year than it was from January to September, 1968. 


(1) The estimated constant-dollar value of the 1969 grain crops is 17 per cent larger than the value of 
the 1968 crops.

Real Domestic Product in the fourth quarter 1969 advanced by 1.5 from its third quarter 1969 
level. 
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December Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced to 171.5 in December, a gain of 1.4% from the 
revised November level of 169.2. The latest advance virtually restored the Index to its previous high point reached in March, 
1969. 


While all three principal components shared in the rise, most of it was due to the 7% gain in mining. Within min- 
ing nearly all of the gain originated in metals and was largely due to recovery from labour disputes in nickel mining. 


Manufacturing advanced by 0.5% in December. About two thirds of the gain came from the durables component where the 
major factors were increased output from the iron and steel mills and the smelting and refining industries, particularly in 
nickel and copper. Paper products were the major contributor to the 0.3% non-durables increase. The paper gain was due to 
increased output of packaging materials and to increased exports of pulp to non-U.S. markets. 


Contributions to the December change are shown in the following table.

4th Quarter and Annual 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced by 1.8% in the 4th Quarter of 1969, leaving the year 
as a whole 5% higher than in 1968. The gain was slightly less than that shown in 1968 when the Index rose by 5.3% and 
considerably less than the 1961-68 average growth rate of + 7.1%. Details of quarterly and annual movements, together with 
comparable figures for the USA are shown in the following tables.

Most of the 4th Quarter gain was due to increased mines output and was concentrated in the metals component where 
the cessation of labour disputes caused nickel ore output to advance strongly. 


Manufacturing advanced by 0.7%. Most of the gain was due to advances in durables where strike settlements caused 
both iron and steel mills and smelting and refining to show large gains. In non-durables paper advanced strongly due to 
increased exports and was the major factor in the gain. 


In utilities both components shared in the gain. 
All of the annual increase in the Index originated in the manufacturing and utilities components as mining output 
fell for the first time since 1946. Durables and non-durables contributed about equally to the gain. Within durables all major 


groups, with the exception of primary metals, which was severely affected by strikes, shared in the gain. In non-durables, 
all major groups, except leather and clothing advanced,

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Real Domestic Product(1), Fourth Quarter 1969 


The seasonally adjusted R.D.P. index rose 1.5 per cent in the fourth quarter from its slightly revised third-quarter 
level. In 1969 production in the domestic economy started very strongly, with the first quarter exceeding the substantial 
expansion that had occurred in the last quarter of 1968. In the second quarter, however, production declined for the first 
time in the current expansionary period; the level of output in the third quarter was almost unchanged from that in the second. 


Strikes and lockouts played a dominant role in the quarter-to-quarter movements. There were fewer working days lost 
in the first quarter than in the same quarter for the last several years. Not since the current expansionary period began, 
however, have the second, third and fourth quarters recorded so many days lost, and the third quarter established a new record, 


The service-producing industries accounted for over 60 per cent of the increase in R.D.P. in the fourth quarter. 
Transportation, storage and communication recorded the major increase within this grouping. Railway transport led the way, 
because of renewed carriage of commodities that had fallen off in volume in the previous months due to the iron ore, steel, 
and nickel strikes. Water transport also benefitted from the pickup in activity. Pipeline transport was up strongly, 
particularly gas pipelines, in response to accelerated demand from the United States. The effects of recovery from the B.C. 
telephone strike as well as continued advances in output are reflected in the advance in telephone systems. 


Mining's strong advance was the result of iron ore mining rising from the strike-depressed levels of the previous 
two quarters, and an expansion in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry. Manufacturing also rose significantly in the 
fourth quarter, with most of the increase originating in durables. Within durables, strike recoveries in iron and steel mills 
and in smelting and refining, along with expansion in the wood industries, more than offset decreases in the transportation 
equipment industries and in the electrical product industries. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national 
expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. 
Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and 
the use of different weight base periods.

Canada's R.D.P. for 1969 rose by 4.6 per cent. This compares with the 1946-68 average growth rate of 4.7 per cent, 
the 1961-68 growth rate of 5.6 per cent, the 1968 rate of 4.5 per cent, and the 1967 rate of 2.7 per cent. Growth rates for 
the major segments of the economy are listed in the following table. They show that the domestic economy is moving towards 
the post-war rate of advance, but is still considerably below the rate of expansion that took place in 1962 to 1966. The 
decrease in mining was one of the major dampening influences on the economy in 1969; mining growth in the '60's has also 
slowed considerably from the post-war rate. Decelerations from the 1946-68 rates also occurred in transportation, storage 
and communication, and in trade. 


Several major factors affected industrial output in 1969. Exports rose strongly, led by shipments of automotive 
products to the U.S. Population grew, but at a lesser rate than in 1968 because of decreased immigration from Europe. The 
labour force, however, increased by a larger percentage in 1969 than in the previous year, as did labour force employment. 
The major dampening factor was the increase of more than one-half in the number of man-days lost to strikes and lockouts. 
This loss amounted to one day for each person employed in Canada. The larger of the major strikes occurred in the miscella- 
neous metal mining (nickel), steel mills, iron ore mining, smelting and refining, construction, and air transport industries. 


In 1969 the faster-rising goods-producing industries accounted for a little more than one-half of the growth in 
R.D.P. Increased manufacturing output had the largest effect within the goods~-producing industries; the advance in manufac- 
turing alone accounted for one-third of the year-over-year increase in output in the domestic economy. Within manufacturing, 
durables grew a little faster than non-durables. The increase in durables resulted from advances in the transportation 
equipment, electrical products, machinery, and metal fabricating industries which more than offset a decrease in the strike- 
affected primary metal industries. Non-durables increased on the basis of a strong advance in paper and allied industries, 
and gains in the foods and beverages, textile, and printing and publishing industries. ; 


Of the other six goods-producing industry divisions, construction made the largest contribution to the change in 
aggregate R.D.P. The increase in this division originated in residential construction, which rose sharply in the year on the 
strength of the first and second quarter. Scarcity of mortgage money and rising interest rates and construction costs combi- 
ned to slow the erection of housing units in the latter half of the year. These factors and the June deferral of capital cost 
allowances on commercial projects in three provinces contributed to holding non-residential building down to its 1968 level. 
Within residential construction, the number of starts rose to a new record within the year, but all of the increase came from 
multiple units. 


Agriculture and the utilities recorded significant advances of about the same magnitude. The 1969 rise in agricul- 
ture originated in increased production of grain (wheat), poultry and eggs, miscellaneous products (particularly tobacco), 
and livestock (cattle and calves). Expenses also rose, with an increase in feed expenses more than offsetting a decrease in 
machinery expenses. 


The utilities expanded on the strength of large gains in both the electric power utilities and gas distribution. 
Forestry's rise, although small in terms of its impact on the total output of the national economy, was much stronger than the 
depressed level of operations in 1968. Pulpwood cuttings advanced in response to growth in external demand for pulp and paper, 
particularly from overseas markets. 


In 1969 more than one-third of the increase in the service-producing industries came from the community, business 
and personal service division. Continued advances were recorded for education, business management, health and welfare, 
personal, and other services. 


Trade showed the second most significant increase of the service-producing industries, with two-thirds of it ori- 
ginating in retail trade. Department, variety, and chain grocery stores showed the largest volume increases among the retail 
outlets, while the most significant wholesale trade increases occurred in automotive parts and accessories, household electri- 
cal appliances, industrial and transportation equipment, and petroleum bulk tank stations. 
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Of the other two service-producing industry divisions with significant increases, the finance, insurance and real 
estate division received most of its growth from insurance and real estate, although the finance industries grew at a faster 
relative rate. The dominant factor in the transportation, storage and communication division's increase was the lack of growth 
in rail and water transport, neither of which were able to advance in the year primarily because of the effect of strikes in 
the mining industry. A continued strong upward movement in telephone systems, and increases in air transport (despite being 
strike-bound in April and May) and pipeline transport (particularly gas pipelines) were also important factors. 


The increase in the output of the domestic economy was not as widespread as in 1968, when all of the twelve industry 
divisions rose. In 1969 three divisions decreased. Mining's decline was the most significant, and was caused by the miscell- 
aneous metals and the iron ore strikes more than offsetting increases in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry and in 
non-metal mining (except coal). 


The public administration and defence index was fractionally lower than in the previous year, because decreases in 
federal and provincial administration more than offset an increase in local administration. A very large percentage decrease 
was suffered by the fishing industry. Atlantic fishing declined, and B.C. fishing shrank substantially, because of a drop off 
in the salmon catch.

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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS

The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘*constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary defail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


January Index of Industrial Production 


In January the seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production fell by 0.8 percent. All of the downturn was due 
to the decrease in manufacturing as both mining and utilities advanced. Within manufacturing the drop was almost equally 
divided between durables and non-durables. 


Within non-durables, most of the decrease was due to the sharp fall in pulp and paper output from an unusually 
high December level. This was, in large part, attributable to decreased pulp exports and to decreased output of container 
materials. Both of these declines were from unusually high December levels. 


In durables, the principal factor in the drop was motor vehicles, where output fell by 13 percent as a result of 
shutdowns by all three principal producers. Preliminary figures indicate that motor vehicle production will fall farther in 
February. With the exception of wood products and primary metal products all other durables' major groups also contributed 
to the decline. 


In mining both metals and fuels contributed to the gain. In fuels the principal factor was increased oil exports 
to the U.S. 


In utilities both components contributed to the gain. 


For the first time in nearly a year the month to month movement in the Index has been relatively unaffected by 
labour disputes since, as the table below shows, both December and January were free from such disputes.

The seasonally adjusted R.D.P. index rose 1.5 per cent in the fourth quarter from its slightly revised third-quarter 
level. In 1969 production in the domestic economy started very strongly, with the first quarter exceeding the substantial 
expansion that had occurred in the last quarter of 1968. In the second quarter, however, production declined for the first 
time in the current expansionary period; the level of output in the third quarter was almost unchanged from that in the second. 


Strikes and lockouts played a dominant role in the quarter-to-quarter movements. There were fewer working days lost 
in the first quarter than in the same quarter for the last several years. Not since the current expansionary period began, 
however, have the second, third and fourth quarters recorded so many days lost, and the third quarter established a new record. 


The service-producing industries accounted for over 60 per cent of the increase in R.D.P. in the fourth quarter. 
Transportation, storage and communication recorded the major increase within this grouping. Railway transport led the way, 
because of renewed carriage of commodities that had fallen off in volume in the previous months due to the iron ore, steel, 
and nickel strikes. Water transport also benefitted from the pickup in activity. Pipeline transport was up strongly, 
particularly gas pipelines, in response to accelerated demand from the United States. The effects of recovery from the B.C. 
telephone strike as well as continued advances in output are reflected in the advance in telephone systems. 


Mining's strong advance was the result of iron ore mining rising from the strike-depressed levels of the previous 
two quarters, and an expansion in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry. Manufacturing also rose significantly in the 
fourth quarter, with most of the increase originating in durables. Within durables, strike recoveries in iron and steel mills 
and in smelting and refining, along with expansion in the wood industries, more than offset decreases in the transportation 
equipment industries and in the electrical product industries. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national 
expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences.

Real Domestic Product, 1969 


Canada's R.D.P. for 1969 rose by 4.6 per cent. This compares with the 1946-68 average growth rate of 4.7 per cent, 
the 1961-68 growth rate of 5.6 per cent, the 1968 rate of 4.5 per cent, and the 1967 rate of 2.7 per cent. Growth rates for 
the major segments of the economy are listed in the following table. They show that the domestic economy is moving towards 
the post-war rate of advance, but is still considerably below the rate of expansion that took place in 1962 to 1966. The 
decrease in mining was one of the major dampening influences on the economy in 1969; mining growth in the '60's has also 
slowed considerably from the post-war rate. Decelerations from the 1946-68 rates also occurred in transportation, storage 
and communication, and in trade. 


Several major factors affected industrial output in 1969. Exports rose strongly, led by shipments of automotive 
products to the U.S. Population grew, but at a lesser rate than in 1968 because of decreased immigration from Europe. The 
labour force, however, increased by a larger percentage in 1969 than in the previous year, as did labour force employment. 
The major dampening factor was the increase of more than one-half in the number of man-days lost to strikes and lockouts. 
This loss amounted to one day for each person employed in Canada. The larger of the major strikes occurred in the miscella- 
neous metal mining (nickel), steel mills, iron ore mining, smelting and refining, construction, and air transport industries. 


In 1969 the faster-rising goods-producing industries accounted for a little more than one-half of the growth in 
R.D.P. Increased manufacturing output had the largest effect within the goods-producing industries; the advance in manufac- 
turing alone accounted for one-third of the year-over-year increase in output in the domestic economy. Within manufacturing, 
durables grew a little faster than non-durables. The increase in durables resulted from advances in the transportation 
equipment, electrical products, machinery, and metal fabricating industries which more than offset a decrease in the strike- 
affected primary metal industries. Non-durables increased on the basis of a strong advance in paper and allied industries, 
and gains in the foods and beverages, textile, and printing and publishing industries. 


Of the other six goods-producing industry divisions, construction made the largest contribution to the change in 
aggregate R.D.P. The increase in this division originated in residential construction, which rose sharply in the year on the 
strength of the first and second quarter. Scarcity of mortgage money and rising interest rates and construction costs combi- 
ned to slow the erection of housing units in the latter half of the year. These factors and the June deferral of capital cost 
allowances on commercial projects in three provinces contributed to holding non-residential building down to its 1968 level. 
Within residential construction, the number of starts rose to a new record within the year, but all of the increase came from 
multiple units. 


Agriculture and the utilities recorded significant advances of about the same magnitude. The 1969 rise in agricul- 
ture originated in increased production of grain (wheat), poultry and eggs, miscellaneous products (particularly tobacco), 
and livestock (cattle and calves). Expenses also rose, with an increase in feed expenses more than offsetting a decrease in 
machinery expenses. 


The utilities expanded on the strength of large gains in both the electric power utilities and gas distribution. 
Forestry's rise, although small in terms of its impact on the total output of the national economy, was much stronger than the 
depressed level of operations in 1968. Pulpwood cuttings advanced in response to growth in external demand for pulp and paper, 
particularly from overseas markets. 


In 1969 more than one-third of the increase in the service-producing industries came from the community, business 
and personal service division. Continued advances were recorded for education, business management, health and welfare, 
personal, and other services. 


Trade showed the second most significant increase of the service-producing industries, with two-thirds of it ori- 
ginating in retail trade. Department, variety, and chain grocery stores showed the largest volume increases among the retail 
outlets, while the most significant wholesale trade increases occurred in automotive parts and accessories, household electri- 
cal appliances, industrial and transportation equipment, and petroleum bulk tank stations. 


Of the other two service-producing industry divisions with significant increases, the finance, insurance and real 
estate division received most of its growth from insurance and real estate, although the finance industries grew at a faster 
relative rate. The dominant factor in the transportation, storage and communication division's increase was the lack of growth 
in rail and water transport, neither of which were able to advance in the year primarily because of the effect of strikes in 
the mining industry. A continued strong upward movement in telephone systems, and increases in air transport (despite being 
strike-bound in April and May) and pipeline transport (particularly gas pipelines) were also important factors. 


The increase in the output of the domestic economy was not as widespread as in 1968, when all of the twelve industry 
divisions rose. In 1969 three divisions decreased. Mining's decline was the most significant, and was caused by the miscell- 
aneous metals and the iron ore strikes more than offsetting increases in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry and in 
non-metal mining (except coal). 


The public administration and defence index was fractionally lower than in the previous year, because decreases in 
federal and provincial administration more than offset an increase in local administration. A very large percentage decrease 
was suffered by the fishing industry. Atlantic fishing declined, and B.C. fishing shrank substantially, because of a drop off 
in the salmon catch.

February Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production rose strongly in February to reach a 
level of 174.6, a gain of 2.2 percent from the revised January level of 170.8. The advance was in 
contrast to the United States experience where the Index of Industrial Production fell by 0.5 percent 
in spite of a considerable amount of strike recovery. Canadian gains were widespread, with all three 
principal components advancing. 


The 2.6 percent increase in durables manufacturing contributed more than two-fifths of the 
Index's gains. Transportation equipment, where motor vehicles advanced from a low January level, was 
the major factor in the durables gain. This again was in contrast to the United States experience where 
auto production fell by more than 3 percent. Other major contributors to the durables! increase were 
electrical products, where all components advanced, and primary metals where increased production of 
pipe for pipelines was the major factor. Smaller contributions to the durables' gain were made by the 
machinery, wood, and non-metallic minerals industries. 


There were widespread, although generally smaller, gains in non-durables with 6 out of the 12 
major groups advancing. About 50 percent of the non-durables' gain was due to increases in the foods 
and beverages component, particularly in beverages where distillery production continued to recover 
from its low December level. Other major contributors to the non-durables' advance were chemical 
products, in particular industrial chemicals, and miscellaneous manufacturing. Smaller contributions 
to the non-durables' gain were made by rubber, by leather, and by petroleum and coal products. 


Metal mines, in particular the miscellaneous metals component, were the major factor in the 
mining advance; accounting for more than half of the increase. Most of the remainder originated in the 
petroleum and natural gas and the other non-metals component. 


In utilities both components shared in the gain.

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Real Domestic Product (1 Fourth Quarter 1969 


The seasonally adjusted R.D.P. index rose 1.5 per cent in the fourth quarter from its slightly revised third-quarter 
level. In 1969 production in the domestic economy started very strongly, with the first quarter exceeding the substantial 
expansion that had occurred in the last quarter of 1968. In the second quarter, however, production declined for the first 
time in the current expansionary period; the level of output in the third quarter was almost unchanged from that in the second. 


Strikes and lockouts played a dominant role in the quarter-to-quarter movements. There were fewer working days lost 
in the first quarter than in the same quarter for the last several years. Not since the current expansionary period began, 
however, have the second, third and fourth quarters recorded so many days lost, and the third quarter established a new record, 


The service-producing industries accounted for over 60 per cent of the increase in R.D.P. in the fourth quarter. 
Transportation, storage and communication recorded the major increase within this grouping. Railway transport led the way, 
because of renewed carriage of commodities that had fallen off in volume in the previous months due to the iron ore, steel, 
and nickel strikes. Water transport also benefitted from the pickup in activity. Pipeline transport was up strongly, 
particularly gas pipelines, in response to accelerated demand from the United States. The effects of recovery from the B.C. 
telephone strike as well as continued advances in output are reflected in the advance in telephone systems. 


Mining's strong advance was the result of iron ore mining rising from the strike-depressed levels of the previous 
two quarters, and an expansion in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry. Manufacturing also rose significantly in the 
fourth quarter, with most of the increase originating in durables. Within durables, strike recoveries in iron and steel mills 
and in smelting and refining, along with expansion in the wood industries, more than offset decreases in the transportation 
equipment industries and in the electrical product industries. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national 
expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. 
Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and 
the use of different weight base periods. 


Real Domestic Product, 1969 


Canada's R.D.P. for 1969 rose by 4.6 per cent. This compares with the 1946-68 average growth rate of 4.7 per cent, 
the 1961-68 growth rate of 5.6 per cent, the 1968 rate of 4.5 per cent, and the 1967 rate of 2.7 per cent. Growth rates for 
the major segments of the economy are listed in the following table. They show that the domestic economy is moving towards 
the post-war rate of advance, but is still considerably below the rate of expansion that took place in 1962 to 1966. The 
decrease in mining was one of the major dampening influences on the economy in 1969; mining growth in the '60's has also 
slowed considerably from the post-war rate. Decelerations from the 1946-68 rates also occurred in transportation, storage 
and communication, and in trade. 


Several major factors affected industrial output in 1969. Exports rose strongly, led by shipments of automotive 
products to the U.S. Population grew, but at a lesser rate than in 1968 because of decreased immigration from Europe. The 
labour force, however, increased by a larger percentage in 1969 than in the previous year, as did labour force employment. 
The major dampening factor was the increase of more than one-half in the number of man-days lost to strikes and lockouts. 
This loss amounted to one day for each person employed in Canada. The larger of the major strikes occurred in the miscella- 
neous metal mining (nickel), steel mills, iron ore mining, smelting and refining, construction, and air transport industries. 


In 1969 the faster-rising goods-producing industries accounted for a little more than one-half of the growth in 
R.D.P. Increased manufacturing output had the largest effect within the goods-producing industries; the advance in manufac- 
turing alone accounted for one-third of the year-over-year increase in output in the domestic economy. Within manufacturing, 
durables grew a little faster than non-durables. The increase in durables resulted from advances in the transportation 
equipment, electrical products, machinery, and metal fabricating industries which more than offset a decrease in the strike- 
affected primary metal industries. Non-durables increased on the basis of a strong advance in paper and allied industries, 
and gains in the foods and beverages, textile, and printing and publishing industries. 


Of the other six goods-producing industry divisions, construction made the largest contribution to the change in 
aggregate R.D.P. The increase in this division originated in residential construction, which rose sharply in the year on the 
strength of the first and second quarter. Scarcity of mortgage money and rising interest rates and construction costs combi- 
ned to slow the erection of housing units in the latter half of the year. These factors and the June deferral of capital cost 
allowances on commercial projects in three provinces contributed to holding non-residential building down to its 1968 level. 
Within residential construction, the number of starts rose to a new record within the year, but all of the increase came from 
multiple units. 


Agriculture and the utilities recorded significant advances of about the same magnitude. The 1969 rise in agricul- 
ture originated in increased production of grain (wheat), poultry and eggs, miscellaneous products (particularly tobacco), 
and livestock (cattle and calves). Expenses also rose, with an increase in feed expenses more than offsetting a decrease in 
machinery expenses. 


The utilities expanded on the strength of large gains in both the electric power utilities and gas distribution. 
Forestry's rise, although small in terms of its impact on the total output of the national economy, was much stronger than the 
depressed level of operations in 1968. Pulpwood cuttings advanced in response to growth in external demand for pulp and paper, 
particularly from overseas markets. 


In 1969 more than one-third of the increase in the service-producing industries came from the community, business 
and personal service division. Continued advances were recorded for education, business management, health and welfare, 
personal, and other services. 


Trade showed the second most significant increase of the service-producing industries, with two-thirds of it ori- 
ginating in retail trade. Department, variety, and chain grocery stores showed the largest volume increases among the retail 
outlets, while the most significant wholesale trade increases occurred in automotive parts and accessories, household electri- 
cal appliances, industrial and transportation equipment, and petroleum bulk tank stations. 
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Of the other two service-producing industry divisions with significant increases, the finance, insurance and real 
estate division received most of its growth from insurance and real estate, although the finance industries grew at a faster 
relative rate. The dominant factor in the transportation, storage and communication division's increase was the lack of growth 
in rail and water transport, neither of which were able to advance in the year primarily because of the effect of strikes in 
the mining industry. A continued strong upward movement in telephone systems, and increases in air transport (despite being 
strike-bound in April and May) and pipeline transport (particularly gas pipelines) were also important factors. 


The increase in the output of the domestic economy was not as widespread as in 1968, when all of the twelve industry 
divisions rose. In 1969 three divisions decreased. Mining's decline was the most significant, and was caused by the miscell- 
aneous metals and the iron ore strikes more than offsetting increases in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry and in 
non-metal mining (except coal). 


The public administration and defence index was fractionally lower than in the previous year, because decreases in 
federal and provincial administration more than offset an increase in local administration. A very large percentage decrease 
was suffered by the fishing industry. Atlantic fishing declined, and B.C. fishing shrank substantially, because of a drop off 
in the salmon catch.

COMPARISON OF REAL DOMESTIC PRODUCT 
WITH THE INDEX OF INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION, 1961-1969 
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THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lendersand financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘A System of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


March Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production slipped to 171.1 in March, a decline of 1.9 percent from 
the revised February level of 174.4. This returned the Index to its January level. Both mining and manufacturing 
contributed to the decline while utilities registered their fifth consecutive increase. 


About half of the decline was due to a decrease in durable manufacturing in which all major groups shared. Major 
factors were decreased output from the iron and steel mills, decreased output of motor vehicles, and slowdown in the produc- 
tion of radios and television sets and in other communication equipment. 


In non-durables all major groups except textiles and printing and publishing shared in the decline. The major 
factors in the drop were tobacco products, which fell to its lowest level since 1964, rubber products, where the industry 
indicated several plants would shut down for part of the month due to excessive inventories, petroleum and coal products, 
and industrial chemicals. 


In mining, both metals and fuels fell while non-metals showed little change. Most of the metals decline was due to 
decreased zinc output. In fuels a decrease in output of crude petroleum and natural gas due to decreased exports of oil was 
only partially offset by a sharp increase in coal production due to increased stockpiling for export and to increased demand 


for thermal power generation. 


With the first quarter of 1970 now over, the following changes are shown in the Index of Industrial Production and 
its principal components as well as comparable figures for the United States. All data are seasonally adjusted.

The seasonally adjusted R.D.P. index rose 1.5 per cent in the fourth quarter from its slightly revised third-quarter 
level. In 1969 production in the domestic economy started very strongly, with the first quarter exceeding the substantial 
expansion that had occurred in the last quarter of 1968. In the second quarter, however, production declined for the first 
time in the current expansionary period; the level of output in the third quarter was almost unchanged from that in the second. 


Strikes and lockouts played a dominant role in the quarter-to-quarter movements. There were fewer working days lost 
in the first quarter than in the same quarter for the last several years. Not since the current expansionary period began, 
however, have the second, third and fourth quarters recorded so many days lost, and the third quarter established a new record. 


The service-producing industries accounted for over 60 per cent of the increase in R.D.P. in the fourth quarter. 
Transportation, storage and communication recorded the major increase within this grouping. Railway transport led the way, 
because of renewed carriage of commodities that had fallen off in volume in the previous months due to the iron ore, steel, 
and nickel strikes. Water transport also benefitted from the pickup in activity. Pipeline transport was up strongly, 
particularly gas pipelines, in response to accelerated demand from the United States. The effects of recovery from the B.C. 
telephone strike as well as continued advances in output are reflected in the advance in telephone systems. 


Mining's strong advance was the result of iron ore mining rising from the strike-depressed levels of the previous 
two quarters, and an expansion in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry. Manufacturing also rose significantly in the 
fourth quarter, with most of the increase originating in durables. Within durables, strike recoveries in iron and steel mills 
and in smelting and refining, along with expansion in the wood industries, more than offset decreases in the transportation 
equipment industries and in the electrical product industries. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national 
expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. 
Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, the use of domestic versus national boundaries, and 
the use of different weight base periods. 


Real Domestic Product, 1969 


Canada's R.D.P. for 1969 rose by 4.6 per cent. This compares with the 1946-68 average growth rate of 4.7 per cent, 
the 1961-68 growth rate of 5.6 per cent, the 1968 rate of 4.5 per cent, and the 1967 rate of 2.7 per cent. Growth rates for 
the major segments of the economy are listed in the following table. They show that the domestic economy is moving towards 
the post-war rate of advance, but is still considerably below the rate of expansion that took place in 1962 to 1966. The 
decrease in mining was one of the major dampening influences on the economy in 1969; mining growth in the '60's has also 
slowed considerably from the post-war rate. Decelerations from the 1946-68 rates also occurred in transportation, storage 
and communication, and in trade. 


Several major factors affected industrial output in 1969. Exports rose strongly, led by shipments of automotive 
products to the U.S. Population grew, but at a lesser rate than in 1968 because of decreased immigration from Europe. The 
labour force, however, increased by a larger percentage in 1969 than in the previous year, as did labour force employment. 
The major dampening factor was the increase of more than one-half in the number of man-days lost to strikes and lockouts. 
This loss amounted to one day for each person employed in Canada. The larger of the major strikes occurred in the miscella- 
neous metal mining (nickel), steel mills, iron ore mining, smelting and refining, construction, and air transport industries. 


In 1969 the faster-rising goods-producing industries accounted for a little more than one-half of the growth in 
R.D.P. Increased manufacturing output had the largest effect within the goods-producing industries; the advance in manufac- 
turing alone accounted for one-third of the year-over-year increase in output in the domestic economy. Within manufacturing, 
durables grew a little faster than non-durables. The increase in durables resulted from advances in the transportation 
equipment, electrical products, machinery, and metal fabricating industries which more than offset a decrease in the strike- 
affected primary metal industries. Non-durables increased on the basis of a strong advance in paper and allied industries, 
and gains in the foods and beverages, textile, and printing and publishing industries. 


Of the other six goods-producing industry divisions, construction made the largest contribution to the change in 
aggregate R.D.P. The increase in this division originated in residential construction, which rose sharply in the year on the 
strength of the first and second quarter. Scarcity of mortgage money and rising interest rates and construction costs combi- 
ned to slow the erection of housing units in the latter half of the year. These factors and the June deferral of capital cost 
allowances on commercial projects in three provinces contributed to holding non-residential building down to its 1968 level. 
Within residential construction, the number of starts rose to a new record within the year, but all of the increase came from 
multiple units. 


Agriculture and the utilities recorded significant advances of about the same magnitude. The 1969 rise in agricul- 
ture originated in increased production of grain (wheat), poultry and eggs, miscellaneous products (particularly tobacco), 
and livestock (cattle and calves). Expenses also rose, with an increase in feed expenses more than offsetting a decrease in 
machinery expenses. 


The utilities expanded on the strength of large gains in both the electric power utilities and gas distribution. 
Forestry's rise, although small in terms of its impact on the total output of the national economy, was much stronger than the 
depressed level of operations in 1968. Pulpwood cuttings advanced in response to growth in external demand for pulp and paper, 
particularly from overseas markets. 


In 1969 more than one-third of the increase in the service-producing industries came from the community, business 
and personal service division. Continued advances were recorded for education, business management, health and welfare, 
personal, and other services. 


Trade showed the second most significant increase of the service-producing industries, with two-thirds of it ori- 
ginating in retail trade. Department, variety, and chain grocery stores showed the largest volume increases among the retail 
outlets, while the most significant wholesale trade increases occurred in automotive parts and accessories, household electri- 
cal appliances, industrial and transportation equipment, and petroleum bulk tank stations. 


Of the other two service-producing industry divisions with significant increases, the finance, insurance and real 
estate division received most of its growth from insurance and real estate, although the finance industries grew at a faster 
relative rate. The dominant factor in the transportation, storage and communication division's increase was the lack of growth 
in rail and water transport, neither of which were able to advance in the year primarily because of the effect of strikes in 
the mining industry. A continued strong upward movement in telephone systems, and increases in air transport (despite being 
strike-bound in April and May) and pipeline transport (particularly gas pipelines) were also important factors. 


The increase in the output of the domestic economy was not as widespread as in 1968, when all of the twelve industry 
divisions rose. In 1969 three divisions decreased. Mining's decline was the most significant, and was caused by the miscell- 
aneous metals and the iron ore strikes more than offsetting increases in the crude petroleum and natural gas industry and in 
non-metal mining (except coal). 


The public administration and defence index was fractionally lower than in the previous year, because decreases in 
federal and provincial administration more than offset an increase in local administration. A very large percentage decrease 
was suffered by the fishing industry. Atlantic fishing declined, and B.C. fishing shrank substantially, because of a drop off 
in the salmon catch.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘*‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘*‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


April Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production advanced to 172.9, a 
gain of 0.9 percent from the revised March level of 171.4. Users should note that 
all previously published data from January, 1969 to date have now been revised to 
incorporate raw data changes and more up to date seasonal factors. 


Returning to the April movement, about 80 percent of the gain came from the 
manufacturing component with the balance being contributed by utilities. Within 
manufacturing both durables and non-durables shared in the gain. Mining fell. 


Transportation equipment accounted for more than 2/3 of the durables' 
advance. Most of this increase was due to motor vehicles, which rose by 8 percent 
despite production being curtailed by parts shortages caused by trucking strikes in 
the United States. This increase in motor vehicle production was largely for domestic 
consumption, not export. Elsewhere in durables smaller gains were registered by the 
wood, metal fabricating, machinery and electrical products industries. Declines 
occurred in primary metals, furniture and non-metallic minerals. 


In non-durable manufacturing 8 of the 12 major groups advanced. Major 
contributors to the 1.3 percent non-durables gain were foods and beverages, (where 
meat products, in part due to increased exports, rose strongly), chemical products, 
(largely due to increased output of detergents and of industrial chemicals), tobacco 
products, (which recovered from last month's decline), and printing and publishing. 
Declines were registered by rubber, knitting, clothing and paper. 


While all principal components fell, the major factor in the mining decline 
was mineral fuels. Here a large increase in coal production due to increased exports 
to Japan only partially offset a decline in oil production due to decreased exports 
to the United States. In metals, the other major factor in the mining decline, the 
principal cause was decreased copper output. 


In utilities both electricity and gas shared in the gain.

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Technical Note 


New Monthly Real Domestic Product Indexes, January, 1969 to April, 1970 


These new statistical series, released to the public for the first time in tables 3 and 4 of the report and in the 
1970 Supplement, are a monthly expression of the previously published system of quarterly indexes of Real Domestic Product by 
industry. The monthly indexes should provide a more timely indication of emerging economic trends in Canada as measured by 
such aggregative indicators as GDP, GNP or GNE. The industrial detail now available on a monthly basis is quite extensive. 
About 120 individual series and industry aggregated will henceforth be published monthly, including the approximately 80 
previously published monthly Index of Industrial Production components, which, users should be reminded, form 
an integral part of the RDP system. The publication, on a monthly basis, of industry output indexes for the remainder of the 
economy should provide a better perspective and a systematic framework within which to analyze the short-term output movements 
of individual industry areas, such as manufacturing, and also to pinpoint the sources of emerging stagnation or expansion for 
the economy as a whole, insofar as these can be detected by analyzing the output patterns of individual industries. It is hoped 
that the improved timeliness made possible by the release of monthly data will facilitate such analyses, The quarterly RDP 
indexes will for the time being continue to be published as a convenience to users. It should be noted that the quarterly in- 
dexes are a simple arithmetic average of the monthly indexes for each industry. 


The publication of the monthly RDP indexes is the culmination of a major statistical development project which spanned 
a decade and was carried on simultaneously with other major research and revision projects in the area of industry output 
measurement. Although some work had been undertaken prior to the publication of the quarterly RDP indexes in 1963, following 
their release a concerted effort was made to convert the entire RDP system to a monthly basis. The project was conducted in 
the National output and Productivity Division under the direction of Mr. J.A.C. Parent. The basic development work of the 
monthly measures was completed late in 1968 and the indexes have been computed on a regular monthly schedule but on an experi- 
mental basis as of 1969. The quality, but particularly the timing, of the monthly indexes have been considerably improved 
during this experimental period to the point where it is felt that they can now be published on a regular monthly basis, 


It should be noted that all data for 1969 and 1970 shown in this publication and the attached Supplement have been 
revised as usual to incorporate some basic data changes and more up-to-date seasonal factors. Indexes for the following months 
will be published in subsequent issues of 61-005, along with tables showing quarterly averages. 


Work on the monthly RDP record for the period prior to 1969 is now in its final stages of completion. Monthly in- 
dexes of Real Domestic Product starting with January 1961 will be contained in a forthcoming reference paper planned for release 
later this year, The purpose of this document will be to present the final phase of the historical revisions to the industry 
real output system, the first phase of which was the publication in 1966 of revisions to the Index of Industrial Production 
to incorporate more up-to-date annual levels for the 1950's. The reference document scheduled for publication this winter will 
show revisions for the 1961 forward period only. The revisions will consist basically of the incorporation of more recent 
annual levels for all industries (including the results of the 1966 census of merchandising and services), revisions to the 
1961 Gross Domestic Product at factor cost distribution which forms the basis of the industry weighting system, and the incor- 
poration of the total activity concept in manufacturing. 


Real Domestic Product(1l April and the first three months of 1970 


Canada's Real Domestic Product, seasonally adjusted, rose by 1 per cent in April. This expansion follows a decline 
in March which constituted the first downturn in total output since July of 1969. 


The April expansion in R.D.P. was broadly based, with the goods and the service-producing industries contributing 
about equally to the increase in aggregate output. 


A 1.4 per cent gain in manufacturing made the largest single contribution to the April advance, accounting for 
slightly more than one-third of the total increase. Most notable was the April upturn in motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts 
production, although increases in the output of sawmills, meat products and chemicals also contributed to the expansion in 
manufacturing. 


Trade, with a 2.2 per cent increase, was the next most important contributor to the April rise in R.D.P. Both 
wholesale and retail trade advanced from the depressed levels of the preceding months, with strong gains in construction 
materials and equipment, industrial and transportation equipment and automotive parts leading the way at the wholesale level. 
Increases in department store and motor vehicle and fuel dealer sales predominated in retail trade. Both wholesale and retail 
sales of clothing declined, as did retail food stores and used car dealers. 


In addition to manufacturing, increases in construction, agriculture, the utilities and forestry also contributed to 
the 1.2 per cent rise in the output of the goods-producing industries in April, which was somewhat dampened by the nearly 3° 
per cent drop in mining, where most components, but particularly crude petroleum, declined. Transportation, communication, 
finance and insurance, community, recreation and business services and the three levels of government all contributed to the 
April increase in R.D.P. Jointly with trade, these industries helped to raise the service-producing industry index to 0.9 
per cent above its March level. Within the groups, some declines were recorded in such areas as air, truck and pipeline 
transport, grain storage and hotels and restaurants. 


The April expansion followed a 0.7 per cent decline in March. Real output had increased fractionally in February 
and advanced by 0.6 per cent in January from a December index level of 155.9. The average of the first three months of 1970 
thus stood 1 per cent above the level for the preceding quarter, which already represented a strong advance from the strike- 
affected levels of the second and third quarters of 1969. The declines in April, May and June of 1969 in fact had resulted in 
the first quarterly decline since 1961. The impact on output levels of strikes and strike settlements during the last 9 months 
of 1969 was very pronounced and may still have affected the output of some industries in the early months of 1970. By March and 
April, however, other factors had achieved predominance. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national ex- 
penditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. 
Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, and the use of domestic versus national boundaries. 


Close to one-half of the increase in R.D.P. over the first three months of 1970 originated with mining, where in- 
creased production of copper and nickel ores and concentrates reflected settlement of labour disputes. Another major factor 
was the increase in the output of the crude petroleum and natural gas industries in response to the record demand for their 
products emanating largely from the United States during the first two months of the year. In March, however, mining began to 
decline, followed by an even stronger drop in April. April shipments by the crude petroleum industry were curtailed partic- 
ularly sharply as a result of the import controls on oil imposed by the United States in March. 


Transportation, storage and communication, which made only a minor contribution to the April increase in output, 
played an important role in the 1.4 per cent advance in the service-producing industries in the first quarter of this year. 
Finance and insurance, health, education and government were among the other main contributors. 


Within transportation, storage and communication, the 4.1 per cent increase in the output of the transportation in- 
dustries accounted for the bulk of the first quarter gain — suggesting considerable strength in 1970. An examination of the 
monthly data, however, reveals that transportation output peaked in January and did not turn up until April, and then only 
fractionally. The total transportation index rose by 3.2 per cent in January, dropped by 1.4 per cent in February and 
decreased by another 1 per cent in March. Most components rose in January but increased transport of goods by rail (notably 
grain products, fertilizers and miscellaneous manufactured articles) and the exceptionally large volume of oil being moved 
through pipelines were the most notable factors. In the case of railways, output dropped in February and March but recovered 
in April. Pipeline throughput has continued to decline since January with a particularly pronounced decline in April. Air 
and water transport on the other hand had dropped sharply at the outset of the year and levels for subsequent months represent 
recoveries, 


Manufacturing activity in the first quarter did not play the same dominant rose as in April nor did it have its 
usual strong influence on the change in aggregate supply. The declines in January and March nearly counterbalanced the 
strong February increase. There were, however, several noteworthy movements in the components — continued expansion in the 
primary metal industries during January and February; a drop in the manufacturing of motor vehicles and of motor vehicle parts 
in January and March in response to the fall-off in sales; and a decrease in printing and publishing in February. 


In trade, the high April increase was also a reversal from movements in the first quarter with wholesale trade 
declining in February and March, and retail trade decreasing throughout the quarter. Wholesale sales of farm machinery contin- 
ued to drop during the first three months reflecting the decreases in farm cash income and reduced grain crop seeding 
intentions; wholesale sales of construction materials decreased, in line with the slowdown in construction; and wholesale sales 
of household electrical appliances fell, influenced by the contraction in housing starts in the quarter. Total retail sales 
were most affected by the continued slowdown in sales by motor vehicle dealers, but were also influenced by decreases in 
department stores (in February and March) and in furniture, T.V. and appliance stores. 


Construction declined in the quarter, with all components at a lower level than in the previous quarter. This 
decline continued throughout the quarter with a particularly sharp drop in March. The non-residential building component fell 
in March as did residential construction, which, however, showed some recovery in April.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


May Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined to 171.1 in 
May, a fall of 0.8 percent from the revised April level of 172.5. Declines in manu- 
facturing and utilities contributed to the decrease while mining rose. The manu- 
facturing decline was confined to durables where all major groups, except furniture 
and fixtures, fell. The latest movement left the Index more or less on the high 
plateau where it has been, if one disregards strike effects, since the latter part 
or 1969. 


The wood products and primary metals industries accounted for almost half of 
the durables' decline. Most of the decrease in wood products was due to lower output 
of lumber in British Columbia where towboat strikes curtailed shipments. [In primary 
metals, (-4%), the decline was due to decreased output from the iron and steel and 
the steel pipe and tube mills. In the non-metallic minerals group construction 
oriented industries registered declines of from 8 to 1l percent. In the construction 
industry housing starts declined from 169,100 in April to 125,500 in May on a sea- 
sonally adjusted annual rate basis, in part because of construction strikes in 
Montreal and British Columbia and a reduction in publicly initiated starts. In elec- 
trical products, (-3%), the major cause of the decline was a near 17 percent fall-off 
in the output of major appliances. 


Turning to non-durables, (40.6%), gains were registered in tobacco, rubber, 
printing and publishing, petroleum and coal products, clothing, and miscellaneous 
manufacturers. The largest single factor in the non-durables' increase was rubber, 
where increased exports to the United States were largely responsible for the 19 
percent advance. In petroleum and coal products, most of the increase was due to 
increased motor gasoline output. In paper products, (-2.0%), output was adversely 
affected by the towboat strike in British Columbia. 


Metals were the major factor in the mining gain, with all components contri- 
buting. In fuels coal output continued to rise as exports increased. Petroleum 
and natural gas partially recovered from its low April level. 


In utilities both components declined.

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Technical Note 


New Monthly Real Domestic Product Indexes, January, 1969 to April, 1970 


These new statistical series, released to the public for the first time in tables 3 and 4 of the report and in the 
1970 Supplement, are a monthly expression of the previously published system of quarterly indexes of Real Domestic Product by 
industry. The monthly indexes should provide a more timely indication of emerging economic trends in Canada as measured by 
such aggregative indicators as GDP, GNP or GNE. The industrial detail now available on a monthly basis is quite extensive. 
About 120 individual series and industry aggregated will henceforth be published monthly, including the approximately 80 
previously published monthly Index of Industrial Production components, which, users should be reminded, form 
an integral part of the RDP system. The publication, on a monthly basis, of industry output indexes for the remainder of the 
economy should provide a better perspective and a systematic framework within which to analyze the short-term output movements 
of individual industry areas, such as manufacturing, and also to pinpoint the sources of emerging stagnation or expansion for 
the economy as a whole, insofar as these can be detected by analyzing the output patterns of individual industries. It is hoped 
that the improved timeliness made possible by the release of monthly data will facilitate such analyses. The quarterly RDP 
indexes will for the time being continue to be published as a convenience to users. It should be noted that the quarterly in- 
dexes are a simple arithmetic average of the monthly indexes for each industry. 


The publication of the monthly RDP indexes is the culmination of a major statistical development project which spanned 
a decade and was carried on simultaneously with other major research and revision projects in the area of industry output 
measurement. Although some work had been undertaken prior to the publication of the quarterly RDP indexes in 1963, following 
their release a concerted effort was made to convert the entire RDP system to a monthly basis, The project was conducted in 
the National output and Productivity Division under the direction of Mr. J.A.C. Parent. The basic development work of the 
monthly measures was completed late in 1968 and the indexes have been computed on a regular monthly schedule but on an experi- 
mental basis as of 1969. The quality, but particularly the timing, of the monthly indexes have been considerably improved 
during this experimental period to the point where it is felt that they can now be published on a regular monthly basis. 


It should be noted that all data for 1969 and 1970 shown in this publication and the attached Supplement have been 
revised as usual to incorporate some basic data changes and more up-to-date seasonal factors. Indexes for the following months 
will be published in subsequent issues of 61-005, along with tables showing quarterly averages. 


Work on the monthly RDP record for the period prior to 1969 is now in its final stages of completion. Monthly in- 
dexes of Real Domestic Product starting with January 1961 will be contained in a forthcoming reference paper planned for release 
later this year. The purpose of this document will be to present the final phase of the historical revisions to the industry 
real output system, the first phase of which was the publication in 1966 of revisions to the Index of Industrial Production 
to incorporate more up-to-date annual levels for the 1950's. The reference document scheduled for publication this winter will 
show revisions for the 1961 forward period only. The revisions will consist basically of the incorporation of more recent 
annual levels for all industries (including the results of the 1966 census of merchandising and services), revisions to the 
1961 Gross Domestic Product at factor cost distribution which forms the basis of the industry weighting system, and the incor- 
poration of the total activity concept in manufacturing. 


Real Domestic Product(1 April and the first three months of 1970 


Canada's Real Domestic Product, seasonally adjusted, rose by 1 per cent in April. This expansion follows a decline 
in March which constituted the first downturn in total output since July of 1969. 


The April expansion in R.D.P. was broadly based, with the goods and the service-producing industries contributing 
about equally to the increase in aggregate output. 


A 1.4 per cent gain in manufacturing made the largest single contribution to the April advance, accounting for 
slightly more than one-third of the total increase. Most notable was the April upturn in motor vehicle and motor vehicle parts 
production, although increases in the output of sawmills, meat products and chemicals also contributed to the expansion in 
manufacturing. 


Trade, with a 2.2 per cent increase, was the next most important contributor to the April rise in R.D.P. Both 
wholesale and retail trade advanced from the depressed levels of the preceding months, with strong gains in construction 
materials and equipment, industrial and transportation equipment and automotive parts leading the way at the wholesale level. 
Increases in department store and motor vehicle and fuel dealer sales predominated in retail trade. Both wholesale and retail 
sales of clothing declined, as did retail food stores and used car dealers. 


In addition to manufacturing, increases in construction, agriculture, the utilities and forestry also contributed to 
the 1.2 per cent rise in the output of the goods-producing industries in April, which was somewhat dampened by the nearly 3 
per cent drop in mining, where most components, but particularly crude petroleum, declined. Transportation, communication, 
finance and insurance, community, recreation and business services and the three levels of government all contributed to the 
April increase in R.D.P. Jointly with trade, these industries helped to raise the service-producing industry index to 0.9 
per cent above its March level. Within the groups, some declines were recorded in such areas as air, truck and pipeline 
transport, grain storage and hotels and restaurants. 


The April expansion followed a 0.7 per cent decline in March. Real output had increased fractionally in February 
and advanced by 0.6 per cent in January from a December index level of 155.9. The average of the first three months of 1970 
thus stood 1 per cent above the level for the preceding quarter, which already represented a strong advance from the strike- 
affected levels of the second and third quarters of 1969. The declines in April, May and June of 1969 in fact had resulted in 
the first quarterly decline since 1961. The impact on output levels of strikes and strike settlements during the last 9 months 
of 1969 was very pronounced and may still have affected the output of some industries in the early months of 1970. By March and 
April, however, other factors had achieved predominance. 


(1) It should be noted that the movements described here may not always coincide with the constant price gross national ex- 
penditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts, due to conceptual and statistical differences. 
Among these differences are factor cost versus market price valuation, and the use of domestic versus national boundaries. 
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Close to one-half of the increase in R.D.P. over the first three months of 1970 originated with mining, where in- 
creased production of copper and nickel ores and concentrates reflected settlement of labour disputes. Another major factor 
was the increase in the output of the crude petroleum and natural gas industries in response to the record demand for their 
products emanating largely from the United States during the first two months of the year. In March, however, mining began to 
decline, followed by an even stronger drop in April. April shipments by the crude petroleum industry were curtailed partic- 
ularly sharply as a result of the import controls on oil imposed by the United States in March. 


Transportation, storage and communication, which made only a minor contribution to the April increase in output, 
played an important role in the 1.4 per cent advance in the service-producing industries in the first quarter of this year. 
Finance and insurance, health, education and government were among the other main contributors. 


Within transportation, storage and communication, the 4.1 per cent increase in the output of the transportation in- 
dustries accounted for the bulk of the first quarter gain — suggesting considerable strength in 1970. An examination of the 
monthly data, however, reveals that transportation output peaked in January and did not turn up until April, and then only 
fractionally. The total transportation index rose by 3.2 per cent in January, dropped by 1.4 per cent in February and 
decreased by another 1 per cent in March. Most components rose in January but increased transport of goods by rail (notably 
grain products, fertilizers and miscellaneous manufactured articles) and the exceptionally large volume of oil being moved 
through pipelines were the most notable factors. In the case of railways, output dropped in February and March but recovered 
in April. Pipeline throughput has continued to decline since January with a particularly pronounced decline in April. Air 
and water transport on the other hand had dropped sharply at the outset of the year and levels for subsequent months represent 
recoveries, 


Manufacturing activity in the first quarter did not play the same dominant rose as in April nor did it have its 
usual strong influence on the change in aggregate supply. The declines in January and March nearly counterbalanced the 
strong February increase. There were, however, several noteworthy movements in the components — continued expansion in the 
primary metal industries during January and February; a drop in the manufacturing of motor vehicles and of motor vehicle parts 
in January and March in response to the fall-off in sales; and a decrease in printing and publishing in February. 


In trade, the high April increase was also a reversal from movements in the first quarter with wholesale trade 
declining in February and March, and retail trade decreasing throughout the quarter. Wholesale sales of farm machinery contin- 
ued to drop during the first three months reflecting the decreases in farm cash income and reduced grain crop seeding 
intentions; wholesale sales of construction materials decreased, in line with the slowdown in construction; and wholesale sales 
of household electrical appliances fell, influenced by the contraction in housing starts in the quarter. Total retail sales 
were most affected by the continued slowdown in sales by motor vehicle dealers, but were also influenced by decreases in 
department stores (in February and March) and in furniture, T.V. and appliance stores. 


Construction declined in the quarter, with all components at a lower level than in the previous quarter. This 
decline continued throughout the quarter with a particularly sharp drop in March. The non-residential building component fell 
in March as did residential construction, which, however, showed some recovery in April.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in ‘Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lendersand financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


June Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined fractionally in June, falling 
to 170.2 from its revised May level of 170.5. The decline was confined to manufacturing, (-0.7%), as 
mining and utilities advanced by 1.7 and 1.2 per cent respectively. Within manufacturing durables 
advanced while non-durables declined. 


About 60 per cent of the non-durables' decrease was due to the 3 per cent drops in foods and 
beverages and in paper products. While declines in foods and beverages were widespread the major fac- 
tor was the sharp drop in dairy products. In paper products pulp and paper mill output declined for 
the second month as strikes continued to affect production. In chemicals most of the decline was due 
to lowered output of granular detergents, possibly in anticipation of the government restrictions that 
took effect on August lst. Petroleum and coal products fell after a sharp May increase. 


In durables by far the largest factor in the increase was an 11 per cent advance in iron and 
steel mills that reversed the downward movement of the past three months. In large part this was due 
to increased exports to both Europe and the Pacific rim. Smaller gains were registered by the machi- 
nery and non-metallic minerals components. Partially offsetting these gains were declines in wood 
products, (where sawmill output continued to suffer from strikes), in electrical products, (where 
household radio and television receiver production again declined) in furniture, in metal fabricating 
and in transportation equipment (which fell fractionally despite small gains in both motor vehicles 
and motor vehicles parts and accessories). 


In mining both metals and fuels contributed to the gain while non-metals fell. In utilities, 
electricity rose while gas fell. 


With 1970 now half over, the following changes are shown for the Index and its principal com- 
ponents:

Real Domestic Product, May 1970 


The index of Canada's real domestic product (1961=100) seasonally adjusted, decreased 0.2% to 
157.0 in May from 157.3 in April. This brought the index back to the January and February levels. 
Total production for the first five months increased by 4.1% over the same period in 1969. 


Strikes and lockouts have again affected industrial output. Although less time was lost in 
work stoppages in the first three months of 1970 than in the first quarter of 1969, time lost in April 
and May was considerably higher, the net result: 27% more time was lost in the first five months of 
1970 than in the corresponding 1969 period. 


Production in May was characterized by strong and largely offsetting movements. Changes in 
the goods-producing industries dominated the change in R.D.P. index with decreases in manufacturing 
(1.2% below April), construction (5.0%) and forestry (12.5%) more than offsetting advances of 7.5% in 
agriculture and 12.1% in mining. 


Manufacturing output fell back to its March level of 168.1, which was lower than the previous 
four months. Noteworthy decreases were recorded for the wood industries and pulp and paper manufac- 
turers (affected by the towboat strike in British Columbia); for the electrical products industries 
(a temporary plant shutdown in major appliances), and for the non-metallic mineral products industries 
(whose output was greatly affected by declines in the construction industry — both fell to the same 
extent). The most significant increase originated in the rubber industries, where sharp advances were 
made on the strength of exports to the United States, whose rubber industry was strike-affected. 


Construction dropped sharply (5.0%) in May after a small upturn in April following four conse- 
cutive monthly decreases. The index for May at 137.4 was considerably lower than for any month in 
1969. A marked decrease in residential building was the main reason. The number of units completed 
declined substantially more than in the previous months; the number of units started and under cons- 
truction also decreased. Strikes in British Columbia and Quebec and a temporary reduction in starts

of government-initiated housing were major factors. 


Forestry output fell 12.5% to a level only somewhat higher than it was during the middle months 
of 1969, with the towboat strike seriously hampering or closing down several forest operations in 
British Columbia. Cuttings of wood for manufacture into sawn lumber and cuttings of pulpwood were 
both affected. 


Agricultural output rose strongly (7.5%) in May over April, with gains recorded for production 
of livestock, poultry and eggs, and dairy products. The sharp increase in livestock production came 
from larger cattle inventories, particularly in the Prairie provinces. Generally livestock inventories 
have been building up, especially in the last quarter of 1969. Prairie farmers have been adding to 
their breeding stock because of their diversification from grain production in response to large grain 
stocks. 


Mining increased 2.1% in May, after declining in the previous two months. Miscellaneous metal 
mining, crude petroleum and natural gas increased, and coal production continued to rise as exports 
increased. Potash mining declined. 


Within the service-producing industries, the May index for trade rose 1.4% on the strength of 
a fairly substantial advance in wholesale trade as well as an increase in retail trade. Noteworthy 
movements in wholesale trade were a large increase in the volume of grain sales, decreases in sales of 
petroleum, construction and newsprint products, and a continued decline in sales of household electri- 
cal appliances. Retail trade increased for the second consecutive month, following three months of 
steadily-declining sales. Department store trading again rose strongly, and motor vehicle dealers 
again reported a small monthly increase. 


The ‘decline in the transportation, storage and communication division came from decreases in 
railway freight (a slowdown in fertilizer shipments) and water transport (affected by the British 
Columbia towboat strike). These decreases more than offset an advance in air transportation. Other 
changes were a sizeable increase in the handling of grain in country elevators, reflecting the rise in 
wheat shipments that started in January; a further decrease in oil pipeline transport, which continued 
to be affected by the restrictions on oil imports imposed by the United States; a decrease in the Post 
Office component, influenced by rotating strikes which started toward the end of May.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘*‘A System of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


July Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production declined by 0.6 percent in July, falling 
to 170.2 from the upwards revised June level of 171.2. All of the decrease was due to the durables 
centered drop in manufacturing as both mining and utilities rose fractionally. 


The primary metals and the metal fabricating industries accounted for more than three fourths 
of the durables' decline. Major factors in the primary metals drop were the near 10 percent drop in 
smelting and refining (almost entirely due to labour disputes) and the 5 percent drop in iron and steel 
mills, which fell from a high June level. Declines in the metal fabricating industries were general, 
with all components except wire products sharing in the decline. Wood products advanced due to the 
settlement of strikes. 


In non-durables movements were largely offsetting. Foods and beverages advanced by 4 percent 
largely because of a near 9 percent advance in meat products and a 24 percent advance in fruit and 
vegetable processing that was in part due to the settlement of a labour dispute. Petroleum products 
advanced despite the announcement of production cutbacks by some major refiners. Tobacco products fell 
by 10 percent. Rubber products advanced by 5 percent, due to an increase in footwear production. 


In mining all of the increase was due to the advance in fuels, in which both components shared, 
as metals and non-metals fell. In utilities both electric power and gas rose.

Real Domestic Product, June 1970 


Canada's real domestic product, seasonally adjusted, fell by 1.0% in June. This downturn in 
aggregate production, which was almost as sharp as the strike-affected drop that took place in May of 
last year, marks the fourth time in the first six months of this year that aggregate production has 
either decreased or shown no growth. This latest decline places the R.D.P. index at a level lower than 
that for the previous November. In June both the goods-producing and the service-producing industries 
declined. For the goods-producing industries this was the third monthly decrease (all of which have 
been relatively large) in the last six months. 


On a quarterly basis(1), production was slightly lower (-0.1%) in the second quarter of 1970 
than in the first. This quarterly change followed the moderate increase in the first quarter of the 
year, and the strong advance in the fourth quarter of 1969 from the strike-affected second and third 
quarters. In the January to June period of 1970 compared to the same period last year, seasonally un- 
adjusted, R.D.P. increased by 3.7%, compared to the 5.1% growth that was recorded for all of 1969. 
Strikes and lockouts in the first six month of this year have accounted for one-quarter more time lost 
than in the same period last year. This loss has been concentrated in the construction industry, and 
is one of the reasons why industry has been a major dampening influence on economic growth this year. 


Trade reported the most significant of the many divisional decreases that occurred in June. 
Wholesale trade fell sharply, following May's large increase in the volume of grain sales, but also 
because of continued decreases in the sales of construction materials and farm machinery. A decline 
in retail trade almost eliminated the gains of April and May. Within retail trade, the impact of a 
further monthly decrease in food stores and a fall-off in department store sales from the strong gains 


that took place in the previous two months was greater than that of the continued increase in motor 
vehicle dealer sales. 


Agriculture(2) also recorded a substantial decrease. The change in cattle inventories was 
small, following the unusually large increase that occurred in May. There was also a smaller amount 


of income accruing from Canadian Wheat Board sales, due to decreased sales of wheat more than offsetting 
increases in oats and barley. 


Manufacturing output decreased again in June, with the index falling to a level equivalent to 
that of last August, which was the second-lowest month in all of 1969. The sharp drop in non-durables 
was widespread, but the most note-worthy declines were reported by the pulp and paper manufacturers, 
which were strike-affected, and the petroleum and coal products industry. Manufacturing of durables 
increased during the month, with an advance in iron and steel mills more than offsetting a decrease in 
the wood industries, which were affected by the British Columbia towboat strike and falling demand for 
forest products. 


The amount of construction put in place in June was again lower than in the previous month - 
the monthly construction industry index has increased only once so far this year. Changes in the resi- 
dential portion of construction continued to dominate the industry. For the second consecutive month, 
multiple-housing units fell markedly, and in June single-housing units also registered a large decline. 


Production in the forestry industry again fell sharply in June. In this month cuttings of 
pulpwood were even more affected by strikes and falling demand than were cuttings of wood for manufac- 
ture into sawn lumber. 


Of the industry divisions that increased their output, mining rose on the strength of gains in 
miscellaneous metal mining and crude petroleum an natural gas; public administration and defence in- 
creased because of an advance in federal non-defence services; and the utilities index was higher be- 
cause of the provision of more electric power. 


(1) It should be note that the movements describe here may not always coincide with the constant price 
gross national expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditure accounts due to 
conceptual and statistical differences. Among these differences are factor cost versus market 
price valuation, and the use of domestic versus national boundaries. 

(2) It should be noted that the June survey of seeded acreage has been incorporated. The effects of 
these data on the 1970 crop estimated have been incorporated into the agriculture indexes.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


August Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production for August rose by 0.3% to 170.2 from a 
revised July level of 169.7. Most of the increase came from Mining where the index rose from 171.6 to 
174.0 (+ 1.4%). Manufacturing increased by 0.2% to reach a level of 165.4. Utilities fell from 206.3 
Bo. 205.9 -(="0: 2%). 


In Mining, metal mines went up by 0.8%. Iron ore mines showed an increase of 3.7%, which is 
in line with increases in primary metal industries. Output of the coal mining industry increased by 
7.9% in response to increased export demand, largely from Japan. Most of this larger production oc- 
curred in Alberta and British Columbia. All components contributed to the increase in the non-metal 
mining industries. 


In manufacturing, non-durables fell by 0.4%. Most of the decrease came from the pulp and paper 
industries, where there were several strikes. Canadian exports of wood pulp also declined. The rubber 
industries decreased by 8.7%, from an unusually high level for July. In foods and beverages, the out- 
put of fish products manufacturers continued to increase, due to large salmon catches in British Colum- 
bia. Sugar refineries returned to more normal production levels, following some inventory decumulation 
during the last 2 months. Tobacco production also resumed to its more normal levels, after a decline 
in July. In the chemicals group, mixed fertilizers production responded to increased exports demand; 
and manufacturers of soaps and cleaning compounds increased production, following decreases in output 
for the preceding three months. Movements in the output of this industry were probably in response 
to government regulations regarding the phosphate content of detergents which went into effect on 
August lst. 


Durable manufacturing went up by 0.8%. Within durables, only the electrical products industries 
group declined, due to a strike at the end of the month in manufacturers of major appliances and lay- 
offs in communication equipment manufacturers. The increases in primary metal industries (steel pipes 
and tubes mills, iron and steel miils and iron foundries), caused partly by increased export demand for 
pipes from the United States, were damped by a decline in the output of smelting and refining manufac- 
turers due to a strike in this industry. In the transportation industries, a decline of 3.6% in motor 
vehicles manufacturers was offset by an increase of 16.2% in motor vehicles parts and accessories out- 
put, due to increased exports to the United States. All other major groups went up. 


In utilities, all the decline was due to electric power utilities while gas distribution and 
water systems and other utilities increased.

Real Domestic Product*, July 1970 


Canada's index of real domestic product, seasonally adjusted, increased by 0.4% in July. The 
increase resulted from a 1.1% gain in output of the service-producing group of industries, as output 
of the goods-producing group declined by 0.5%. 


No clear pattern has been established by movements of RDP and its components during recent 
months. The index shows increases in January and February (continuing the upward trend of the latter 
part of 1969); a significant drop in March; a moderate rise in April; declines in May and June and the 
small increase in July -- which brought the index back to its level of December 1969. 


As a group, the service-producing industries more than recovered in July from losses in June. 
Trade rose strongly with wholesale merchants overcoming their sharp drop in June (which followed their 
large increases in April and May). Retail trade also reversed its June decline, but still remained 
below the output levels reached at the beginning of the year. 


The output of transportation, storage and communication (largely dominated by transportation) 
continued its increase in July. Air transport maintained its almost unbroken advance. Railway trans- 
port increased only fractionally, far from recovering from sharp drops earlier in the year. Water 
transport also rose in July (the B.C. towboat strike had been settled), but most other types of trans- 
port decreased. Storage was also up noticeably due to large increases in receipts and shipments of 
grain. In the communication component, the post office industry, affected by the labour dispute, 
continued to decline.

The group of goods-producing industries experienced its third consecutive monthly decline in 

July, but the combinations of individual industries which accounted for the declines were different in 
each month. In May, the set-back arose mainly from substantial declines in manufacturing, construction 
and forestry, which outweighed a gain in agriculture. The drop in June came chiefly from the continued 
decline in construction and forestry and a drop in agriculture. In July, agriculture and manufacturing 
were the only major goods-producing industries which declined. As a result of the May, June and July 
decreases, the index of output for the goods-producing industries was back at its strike-affected levels 
of July and August of 1969. 


The July decrease in manufacturing came entirely from a drop in output of durables. This, in 
turn, was accounted for mostly by declines in the primary metal, metal fabricating and machinery indus- 
LGVES,. 


In agriculture, the July drop was due mostly to decreases in poultry, cattle and calf pro- 
duction. 


After significant drops in May and June, the index for construction increased in July -- only 
the second increase in eight months. This new strength came almost entirely from residential construc- 
tion, as output movements in other types of construction were largely offsetting. The estimate of 
multiple housing units put in place sharply reversed its downward movement of May and June (reflecting 
the increase in low-income housing starts financed by CMHC) while output of single housing units 
increased slightly. 


Forestry output was up in July, reflecting chiefly a recovery from the towboat strike in 
British Columbia which affected output in May and June. However, the level of production in this 
industry was still much lower than during the first four months of the year. 


* Real Domestic Product movements may not always coincide with the constant price gross national 
expenditure data in the quarterly national income and expenditures accounts due to conceptual and 
statistical differences. For example, factor costs (rather than market prices) are used in calcu- 
lating RDP and domestic boundaries rather than national boundaries.

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The seasonally adjusted index of industrial production decreased by 0.9 per cent in September. 


Real Domestic Product (seasonally adjusted) increased by 1.3 per cent in August. 
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Index of Industrial Production — September 1970 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production fell to 169.4, a decline of 0.9 percent from the revised 
August level of 170.9. All of the decrease originated in manufacturing where durables fell sharply. 


Most of the durables drop was due to the largely strike caused 16 percent decline in transportation equipment where 
production of motor vehicles and of parts and accessories fell by 27 and 4 percent respectively. With the continuation of the 
strike further declines are expected in October. 


The General Motors strike also affected other durables components with lay-offs due to it reported in wood products, 
steel pipe and tube mills, metal stamping, pressing, and coating, wire and wire products, and communications equipment. These 
effects were generally small, (in the case of wire and of pipe and tube mills they were more than offset by other factors), but 
they are expected to be larger and more pervasive in October. 


Elsewhere in durables, the primary metal industries rose by 3 percent despite the effects of the automotive strike. 
The major impetuses were provided by pipe and tube mills, which recorded their second consecutive sharp increase due to in- 
creased exports to the United States, and by iron and steel mills. Although showing a fractional increase from August out- 
put of wood products continued to run considerably below year ago levels. Industry spokesmen have attributed this to depress- 
ed prices for both lumber and plywood caused by a general slackness in house construction in both Canada and the United 
States. An additional cutback in plywood production in the October Index is expected due to reported layoffs in British 
Columbia. 


Non-durable manufacturing rose fractionally in September, largely due to strike recoveries in the paper and allied 
industries and to gains in petroleum refining and clothing. The gain in clothing is in contrast to the movements in the tex- 
tiles industries where all components, (except synthetic, which rose fractionally), registered declines. 


Mining rose by 1.6 percent as the mineral fuels advance (largely due to increased exports) and the non-metal increase 
more than offset the metals decline. In utilities both components advanced. 


3rd Quarter, 1970 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production fell by 0.8 percent in the third quarter. This decline fol- 
lowed upon a 0.9 percent decrease in the second quarter. The increases of 2.1 percent in each of the preceding quarters were 
largely attributable to strike recoveries. Movements in the latest two quarters were closely in line with those of the United 
States. In both cases a slump in manufacturing output has been the cause of the decline in the past two quarters. In both 
cases a major factor in the latest quarterly decline has been strikes in the automotive industry. 


A comparison of Canadian and American movements for the immediate past by principal components is shown in table l.

Table 2 compares the first nine months of 1970 to the first nine months of 1969 and gives comparable movements for 


the preceding two years. The large increase in mining in the most recent period is due to a recovery from a strike depressed 
1969 level and to near record exports of oil and natural gas. 


While both durables and non-durables contributed to the decline durables showed the greatest drop. The major factor 
was a 6 percent decline in transportation equipment output.

Real Domestic Product, August 1970 


The seasonally adjusted index of real domestic product rose strongly in August (1.3%) based on 
advances in both the goods-producing and the service-producing industries. Output in the goods-pro- 
ducing industries reversed the downward movement of the previous three months, but was still lower 
than in the first quarter. The service-producing industries, however, had been increasing their out- 
put all year. 


Aggregate production, not seasonally adjusted, in the first eight months of this year was 3.7% 
more than in the same period last year. Considerably less time was lost to strikes and lockouts in 
August than in July, but the cumulative January-through-August loss was slightly larger than in 1969. 


Almost all of the advance in RDP came from sharp increases in trade and construction, and, to 
a lesser degree, from agriculture and fishing. The increase in fishing was due mainly to larger salm- 
on catches in the west. Output figures of the remaining industry divisions, including manufacturing, 
remained close to their July levels. 


Wholesale sales advanced sharply, while retail sales declined, Most of the components of the 
wholesale trade increased, with grain sales the predominant factor. (For several months the marketing, 
storage, transportation and export of grain, particularly wheat and barley, had been a major source of 
industrial activity. This activity accelerated in August.) On the other hand, most retail sales de- 
creased, returning the aggregate retail sales index to approximately the average level that had pre- 
vailed since January. 


In the construction industry, the recovery that began in July accelerated during August, bring- 
ing output back to its average level of 1969. This new strength originated mainly in residential cons- 
truction, but was supported in August by non-residential building and engineering construction. The 
residential component gained because of a large increase in the construction of multiple housing units 
in August, and because of a somewhat smaller one in the building of single units. The entire construc- 
tion industry was influenced by markedly fewer strikes in August than in July.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financialinstruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘A System of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


October Index of Industrial Production 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production fell to 168.6 in October, a decline of 
0.2 percent from the revised September level of 169.0 and 3.7 percent below the February, 1970 peak. 
In comparison the United States Index of Industrial Production fell 2.3 percent in October and was 7.0 
percent below its July, 1969 peak. 


In both countries the auto strike was a major factor in the Index's movements in September and 
October. Estimated figures, with the direct effects of the auto strike removed, are shown below.

The strike effect removed figures suggest somewhat more strength in the Canadian economy than in 
the American, 


Returning to the October Canadian Index, manufacturing as a whole fell by 0.4 percent. The 
decline was entirely due to the 2.3 percent fall in durables as non-durables rose by 1.6 percent. 
Aside from autos, the principal factor in the durables' drop was primary metals, (- 7%), where iron and 
steel mills output fell by 11 percent. This was largely due to decreased demand from automotive manu- 
facturers and to decreased exports, Elsewhere in durables smaller declines were registered in metal 
fabricating, where most components fell, and in machinery. Contrary to expectations, preliminary data 
for October indicate that wood products rose by 8 percent, mainly because of a large increase in sawmill 
output that moved the industry to its highest level since January. 


In non-durables, (1.6%), where performance was mixed with 6 major groups rising and 6 falling, 
the major factor in the increase was the 7 percent advance in paper products, largely attributable to 
strike settlements. While the increase brought paper products to its highest level since May, output 
still remains well below the 1969 average. Chemical products were responsible for most of the remain- 
ing non-durables gain as they advanced by 3 percent. While most chemical components shared in the in- 
crease the principal factor was the 4 percent advance in industrial chemicals, 


In mining, (- 1.1%), metals advanced while non-metals and fuels fell. The non-metal decline 
resulted from decrease asbestos production while in fuels both components contributed about equally to 


the drop. 


In utilities both components shared in the gain,

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Real Domestic Product, September 1970 


The seasonally adjusted index of real domestic product increased only fractionally (0.1%) in 
September. The sluggishness of this year's economy is illustrated by the fact that September's RDP 
index is only 1.2% higher than that of December 1969. Fractional gains in the first two months of this 
year were more than wiped out by a drop in aggregate production in March; a recovery in April was more 
than eliminated by decreases in RDP for May and June; a small increase in July helped to bring the lev- 
el of the index closer to that prevailing in December. This was followed by a strong increase in August 


and a levelling off in September. Almost all of the small growth that had occurred since December, 
therefore, took place after July. 


The goods-producing industries have been trending downward through the year. As a result, in 
September the index was 2% lower than in December 1969. The service-producing industries, on the other 


hand, have generally continued to advance throughout the nine-month period and were 4% higher in 
September than in December. 


Aggregate production (not seasonally adjusted) in the January to September period this year, was 
2.8% higher than in the same period last year, This compares with the 5.1% growth that was recorded 
for all of 1969, The continued advances in the community, business and personal services group; the 
increases in the transportation, storage and communication and the mining industries from the strike- 


affected levels of 1969; and a continued expansion in finance, insurance and real estate service were 
dampened by declines in agriculture (small wheat crop), construction, and in manufacturing. Using 
growth assumptions for the last three months of this year that range from an increase of 1.0% to a 
decrease of 0.5%, the rate of increase for 1970 could range from a high of 2.9% to a low of 2.6%. 


On a quarterly basis*, RDP rose by 0.6% in the third quarter of this year, following a slight de- 
crease in the second quarter, and an increase of 0.8% in the first quarter. Recoveries in the produc- 
tion of nickel-copper from the previous year's strikes affected the first quarter. The second quarter 
was dampened by declines in the construction and the manufacturing industries, with strikes affecting 
the output of the construction industry. The mild upturn in the third quarter originated mainly in 
trade. Mining also rose significantly in the third quarter, based on increases in miscellaneous metal 
mining and crude petroleum and natural gas. Transportation, storage and communication increased, due 
to advances in oil and pipeline transport, and in rail and water shipments of grain products to world 
markets. These and other increases more than offset the second consecutive quarterly decrease in ma- 
nufacturing output, which was mainly the result of the September strike in the motor vehicle manufac- 
turing industry, and the pulp and paper strikes in British Columbia in August and September. 


In September the growing momentum of grain transportation and the continued strength of mineral 
production were almost completely offset by a monthly fluctuation in wholesale sales and by the effects 
of the automobile strike. Within the transportation, storage and communication industries, in addition 
to the greater carriage of grains and ores by rail and water, there was a recovery in the Post Office 
as a result of the strike settlement of the early part of the month, and an advance in gas and oil 
pipeline transport. The increase in agriculture in September came from further sales of wheat, barley 
and oats by the Canadian Wheat Board and from an increase in hog production which more than offset 
decreased production of cattle and calves. Community, business and personal service industries raised 
their output somewhat more than the relatively low rates of increase recorded for the preceding months. 
The recovery in the construction industry that began to appear in August when both residential and non- 
residential construction increased, continued at a slower rate in September, dampened by a pause in 
residential construction. Mining continued its advance of the previous few months, with an increase 
in the crude petroleum and natural gas industries more than outweighing a decrease in iron ore mining. 


Two significant decreases in output occurred in September. Manufacturing continued its zig-zagg- 
ing downward trend of 1970, with the weakness this time coming from the strike in the motor vehicle 
industry. Trade fell back in the month from the very high level of August, as a result of a decline 
in wholesale trade. Retail trade in September rose strongly, with almost every type of store report- 
ing increases. Motor vehicle dealer sales were substantially higher. 


In summary, the economy in September was dominated by the positive effects of grain sales, high 
levels of mining, and an apparent upturn in construction; and the negative effects of the automobile 
strike which are expected to persist in October and November,

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lenders and financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’”’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, anc the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


Index of Industrial Production, November 1970 


The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production for November rose by 1.3% to 171.5 from 
a revised October level of 169.3. Mining and manufacturing went up, while utilities remained unchanged. 


In mining, (+2.4%), metal mines went down with all the decrease coming from iron ore mines, due 
to labour disputes. Mineral fuels and non-metal mining both went up, as did all their components. 
Coal and crude petroleum followed their export trend again. Quarrying also increased. 


In manufacturing, all the increase (42.7%) came from non-durables. In foods and beverages 
(41.2%), distilleries increased substantially, (which is reflected in the exports), as did breweries 
and wineries. Fruits and vegetables and fish products decreased. Other major groups to decrease were 
rubber industries, leather industries, petroleum and coal product industries and miscellaneous manu- 
facturers. Pulp and paper manufacturers were responsible for the increase in non-durable manufacturing, 
due to strike recovery for the second month. All other major groups increased. 


In durable manufacturing industries (-0.2%), there was an increase in wood industries, while 
the veneer and plywood index remained unchanged, in primary metal industries where the increase came 
from iron and steel mills, iron foundries and smelting and refining manufacturers, and in machinery 
industries. All other major groups declined, with transportation equipment industries (-2.2%) and 
electrical product industries (-3.7%) having the largest drop. In transportation, motor vehicle manu- 
facturers dropped by 2.7%, due to the strike and some lay-offs. In electrical products industries, 
most of the decrease came from the strike affected communications equipment industry. In durables, 
movements were nearly offsetting. 


In utilities, electric power utilities and water systems increased, while gas distribution 
decreased.

Real Domestic Product, October 1970 


The seasonally adjusted index of real domestic product edged up 0.3% to 158.3 in October, after 
registering almost no change in September. The small October gain came entirely from the goods-produ- 
cing industries as the service-producing industries reported a decline. 


The output of the goods-producing industries increased by 1.5% in October following a substan- 
tial recovery in August and a fractional decrease in September. 


Continuing upward movements in agriculture and construction accounted for most of the October 
strength. Large increases in livestock production as well as a continued rise in accrued income from 
sales by the Canadian Wheat Board accounted for the increase in agriculture. In the construction 
industry, residential construction advanced sharply, especially multiple dwellings, reflecting the 
effects of government-initiated housing programs.

The continuing decline in manufacturing output was largely attributable to the strike-affected 
motor vehicle industry and its suppliers, particularly iron and steel mills. 


Among the service-producing industries, all groups recorded declines in October except commu- 
nity and business services and public administration and defence. 


Trade fell for the second consecutive month from the high level in August. The decline in 
retail store sales was widespread, with motor vehicle dealer sales showing the most substantial drop 
due largely to the effects of the strike in the auto industry. Department stores and used car dealers, 
on the other hand, showed sizable increases. 


Output in the transportation, storage and communication industries was also down significantly 
from the high level in September, due mainly to declines in air and railway transport.

THE SYSTEM OF NATIONAL ACCOUNTS 


In Canada, the National Accounts have been 
developed since the close of the Second World War 
in a series of publications relating to their con- 
stituent parts. These have now reached a stage of 
evolution where they can be termed a ‘‘System of 
National Accounts’’. For purposes of identification, 
all publications (containing tables of statistics, 
descriptions of conceptual frameworks, and descrip- 
tions of sources and methods) which make up this 
System will now carry the term ‘‘System of National 
Accounts’’ as a general title. 


The System of National Accounts in Canada 
consists of several parts. The annual and quarterly 
Income and Expenditure Accounts (included with 
Catalogue Nos. carrying the prefix 13) were, his- 
torically speaking, the first set of statistics to be 
referred to with the title ‘‘National Accounts’’ 
(National Accounts, Income and Expenditure). The 
Balance of International Payments data, (Catalogue 
Nos. with prefix 67), in their more summary form, 
are also part of the System of National Accounts 
and they, in fact, pre-date the Income and Expendi- 
ture Accounts. 


Greatly expanded structural detail on industries 
and on goods and services is portrayed in the Input- 
Output Tables of the System (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 15). The Indexes of Real Domestic Product 
by Industry (included with Catalogue Nos. carrying 
the prefix 61) provide ‘‘constant dollar’’ measures 
of the contribution of eachindustry to gross domestic 
product at factor cost. Inputs and outputs are related 
in Productivity Studies (Catalogue Nos. with prefix 
14). 


Both the Input-Output Tables and Indexes of 
Real Domestic Product by Industry use the establish- 
ment as the primary unit of industrial production. 
Measures of financial transactions are provided by 


the Financial Flow Accounts (Catalogue Nos. with 
prefix 13). Types of lendersand financial instruments 
are the primary detail in these statistics, and the 
legal entity is the main unit of classification of 
transactors. Also, provision is made in the System 
for incorporation of balance sheet (wealth) estimates 
when such data are sufficiently developed. 


The System of National Accounts provides an 
overall conceptually integrated framework in which 
the various parts can be considered as interrelated 
sub-systems. At present, direct comparisons amongst 
those parts which use the establishment as the 
basic unit and those which use the legal entity can 
be carried out only at highly aggregated levels of 
data. However, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
is continuing research on _ enterprise-company- 
establishment relationships; it may eventually be 
feasible to reclassify the data which are on one 
basis (say the establishment basis) to correspond 
to the units employed on another (the company or 
the enterprise basis). 


In its broad outline, the Canadian System of 
National Accounts bears a close relationship to the 
international standard as described in the United 
Nations publication, ‘‘ASystem of National Accounts’’ 
(Studies in Methods, Series F., No. 2, Rev. 3, 
Statistical Office, Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs, United Nations, New York, 1968). 
In the future, a document on the conceptual frame- 
work of the Canadian System of National Accounts 
will be prepared for publication by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This document will furnish the 
broad theoretical outline of the System. The finer 
conceptual details, the statistical tables, and the 
descriptions of sources and methods as they pertain 
to the individual parts of the System, will appear in 
the various regular and occasional publications 
relating to those parts. 


December Index of Industrial Production 


Users should note that all previously published figures from January 1961 to date have 
now been revised to incorporate revised 1961 industry weights, new annual index levels, improve- 
ments to the monthly projectors, extension of the total activity concept to manufacturing and min- 
ing, and more up to date seasonal factors.

The seasonally adjusted Index of Industrial Production fell to 169.8 in December, a decline of 0.2 percent from the 
November level of 170.2. Most of the decline originated in manufacturing where it was confined to non-durables, (— 1.7%), as 
durables rose by 0.7 percent. 


Within non-durables, the largest factor in the decline was foods and beverages which fell by nearly 3 percent. About 
two-thirds of this was due to a widespread decline in food industry output. The decline followed on the heels of a November 
increase and virtually returned food output to its October level. Other major declines occurred in rubber, which fell to its 
lowest level since April, and in paper, which returned to a more average level. 


Durables manufacturing registered its first gain since June. By far the largest part of the gain was due to trans- 
portation equipment where recovery from labour disputes in the motor vehicles industries sparked a near 8 percent advance, the 
first since July. Despite this recovery, the output of the transportation equipment industries remained depressed. Sharing 
in the durables gain, but to a considerably lesser extent, were electrical products, up nearly two percent because of an ad- 
vance in communications equipment, and machinery, which registered a fractional increase. 


In mining, (— 1.0%), both metals and non-metals fell. Virtually all of the non-metals decline, (accounting for one- 
half of the total mining decline), was due to decreased potash production in Saskatchewan. Fuels rose strongly as coal ex- 


ports increased. 


In utilities, (+ 3.2%), both components shared in the gain. 


Index of Industrial Production — 1970 


The Index of Industrial Production rose to 170.2 in 1970, a gain of 2.2 percent from the revised 1969 level of 166.6. 
The increase was the smallest recorded in this decade. The principal factor in the slowdown was the 0.7 percent fall in man- 
ufacturing.as utilities grew at about the 1961-69 average rate and mining advanced by 15.6 percent from a strike depressed 
1969 level. All of the manufacturing decline originated in durables. Table I shows annual growth rates for recent years and 
selected periods for the Index and its principal components.

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The decline in manufacturing was the first since 1958. While the decline was entirely due to durables, non-durables 
registered their smallest gain since 1958. Accompanying the decline in manufacturing was a marked slowdown in the rate of 


increase in industrial prices. The average annual change in 1970 was 2.3 percent, a fractionally lower increase than the av- 
erage of 2.4 percent for the preceding five years and considerably less than the 1969 advance of 3.7 percent. Details are 
shown in Table II.

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The major factor in the decline of durables' output was the 12 percent drop in transportation equipment, largely 
attributable to a fall in the motor vehicles industries where motor vehicles dropped by 14 percent and parts by 10 percent. 
Accompanying the fall-off in output were declines of 22 and 16 percent respectively in the number of new cars and new commer- 
cial vehicles of North American manufacture sold. Domestic sales of new overseas manufactured cars and commercial vehicles 
increased by 23 and 30 percent respectively. 


While the major factor in the durables decline was the fall-off in the motor vehicles industries, movements were 
below average in all durables' major groups, with the exeption of primary metals. Even there the strength of the gain to a 


considerable extent was due to recovery from a strike-affected low 1969 level. 


Recent annual movements and movements for selected periods are shown in Table III.

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Non-durables rose by only 1.8 percent in 1970, their smallest growth since 1958. Annual rates of growth for recent 
years for selected periods are shown in Table IV.

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The decline in the output of the paper and allied industries was the largest single factor in the slow down of non- 
durables manufacturing. In part, output was depressed by labour unrest but other factors such as decreased demand and the 
higher exchange rate for the Canadian dollar have also probably been significant. Several expansion projects were halted. 


The performance of the economy as depicted by Canadian Index of Industrial Production was, broadly speaking, less 


than bright. It was, however, in general, far superior to that of the United States. Table V compares quarterly and annual 
movements in the United States and Canada for the Index and its principal components.

Real Domestic Product Indexes for 1970 


Users should note that the January to November 1970 RDP indexes published in DBS Catalogue No. 61-005 have been 
revised. The new indexes are continuous with the 1961-69 data in DBS Catalogue No. 61-510, released on February 12, 1971. 


The revised indexes for 1970 show that, in real terms, the output of the economy fluctuated around the same level 
from January to July. In the latter part of the year, it very slowly began to increase from this plateau. 


In the first part of the year, the major influences on month-to-month movements were fluctuations in the manufac- 
turing industries, particularly motor vehicles, and increases in sales of grain. During the early months of the year there 
were also strong increases in mining output. In the remainder of the year, trade increased, as did construction, as a result 
of the recovery in residential construction. The effects of grain movements on transportation and other industries lessened 
towards the end of this period. November registered the strongest monthly increase of the year. In December there was a 
strong increase in retail trade, especially in department store sales, an advance in the electric power and gas distribution 
utilities, and increases in air and water transportation. These increases balanced off a decrease in non-durables manufactur - 
ing (of food and beverages, printing and publishing, pulp and paper, and chemical products), a decrease in livestock produc- 
tion within the agriculture industry, a decrease in the forestry industry because of reduced cuttings of wood for use by pulp 
mills and sawmills, and a decline in mining (where all but the mineral fuels showed decreases). 


In 1970 the major dampening factors in the relatively small increase in RDP was the lack of growth in the agricul- 
ture (smaller wheat crop), manufacturing, and construction industries. On the other hand, mining recovered strongly from the 
strike-affected 1969 levels, as did transportation, storage and communication. 


Strikes and lockouts again had a major role in affecting month-to-month changes in the economy. Slightly more man- 
working days were lost in 1970 than in 1969, which had been the record year in the 1960's. Major strikes took place in the 
construction, pulp and paper, Post Office and automobile manufacturing industries.
